Mr.  Hodges  proposed  to  amend  the  resolution  by  striking  out  the  words 
"  to-morrow  morning  at  11  o'clock,"  and  inserting  the  words  "  on  Satur- 
day morning  at  10  o'clock." 

And  it  was  so-ordered,  and  the  resolution,  thus  amended,  was  adopted 
in  concurrence. 

Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  acquaint  the  House  therewith,  and  re- 
quest their  concurrence  in  said  amendment 

(H.  1.)  Mr.  Burton,  in  behalf  of  the  Senators  from  Windsor  County, 
to  whom  was  referred  the  House  bill  entitled  "An  act  altering  the  time 
for  holding  the  County  Court  in  Windsor  County,"  reported  the  sara* 
without  amendment,  and  recommended  the  passage  thereof. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Cushman,  the  operation  of  the  Rule  of  the  Senate, 
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prohibiting  the  third  reading  of  bills  until  24  hours  after  the  first  reading, 
was  suspended  by  unanimous  consent,  and  the  said  bill  was 

Ordered,  To  be  read  the  third  time. 

And  it  was,  thereupon,  read  the  third  time,  and 

Passed  in  concurrence. 

Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  acquaint  the  House  therewith. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Burton, 
The  Senate  adjourned.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Cushman,  the  Senate  proceeded  to  elect  a  Senator 
to  complete  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

The  ballots  having  been  taken  and  examined,  Mr.  Sadder  was  found 
to  be  elected. 

(8. 2.)  Mr.  Harrington  introduced  a  bill  entitled  "An  act  to  provide 
for  the  building  of  a  State  Prison  on  the  Isle  La  Mott" 

And  it  was  read  the  first  and  second  times,  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance, 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Nash,  it  was 
Ordered,  That  when  the  Senate  adjourn,  they  adjourn  to  meet  at  l-£ 
past  9  o'clock  on  Monday  morning. 

Mr.  Morse,  on  his  own  motion,  was  excused  by  the  Senate  from  serv- 
ing on  the  Committee  on  Land  Taxes. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hilton,  the  Senate  proceeded  to  elect  a  Senator  to 
complete  the  said  Committee. 

And,  the  ballots  having  been  taken  and  examined,  Mr.  Stewart  was 
found  to  be  elected. 

The  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  Mr.  Merrill,  appeared  on 
the  floor  of  the  Senate  with  a  message,  as  follows : 

Mr.  President  : — The  House  of  Representatives  have  considered  the 
amendment  of  the  Senate  to  the  resolution  providing  for  a  Joint  Assem- 
bly to  elect  an  Auditor  of  Accounts,  and  a  Reporter  of  the  Decisions  of 
the  Supreme  Court,  and  have  adopted  the  same  in  concurrence. 

I  am  directed  to  announce  to  the  Senate  that  the  House  have  appoin- 
ted to  compose,  on  their  part,  the  Committee  on  Bills,  Mr.  Prout  ana  Mr. 
Gilbert,  and  to  compose,  on  their  part,  the  Joint  Committee  to  whom  may 
be  referred  all  documents  transmitted  by  the  Governor  to  either  House 
for  the  use  of  the  General  Assembly,  Mr.  Ames,  Mr.  Kidder  and  Mr. 
Tower. 

And  then  he  withdrew. 

(S.  3.)  Mr.  Brownell  introduced  a  biU  entitled  u  an  act  in  alteration  of 
Chapter  1  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  entitled  '  of  Elections ? " 

And  it  was  read  the  first  and  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Elections. 

Mr.  Miner  presented  the  following  resolution,  which  was  read  and 
adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Judiciary  Committee  be  instructed  to  enquire 
whether  any,  and  if  any  what,  alterations  ought,  to  be  made  in  the  ex- 
isting Listing  Law. 

The  President  announced  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Hodges  and  Mr, 
Morse,  as  the  committee  on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  to  examine  into  the 
condition  of  the  State  Library. 

Mr.  Hodges  presented  the  following  joint  resolution,  which  was  read 
and  adopted: 

Resolved,  6y  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  That  the  two 
Houses  meet  in  Joint  Assembly  on  Wednesday  next,  at  10  o'clock  A.  M. 
for  the  purpose  of  electing  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  request  the  concurrence  of  the  House 
therein. 

The  Secretary  of  Civil  and  Military  Affairs,  Mr.  Billings,  appeared  on 
the  floor  of  the  Senate  with  a  message,  as  follows : 

Mr.  President  : — I  am  directed  by  the  Governor  to  transmit  to  th* 
Senate  the  annual  Executive  communication  to  the  General  Assembly. 

And  then  he  withdrew. 
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The  annual  Executive  Message  was  thereupon  read,  and  is  as  follows: 

Fellow  Citizens  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  : 

The  annual  assembling  of  our  State  Legislature  ever  presents  an 
appropriate  season  for  a  passing  survey  of  those  prominent  inci- 
dents pertaining  to  our  common  welfare,  which  have  marked  the 
previous  year.  And,  upon  such  a  survey  on  the  present  occasion, 
we  find  ourselves  surrounded  with  abundant  causes  for  gratitude  to 
that  Benificent  Being  from  whom  we  receive  every  good.  The 
year  has  been  characterized  by  a  cheering  state  of  activity  and 
prosperity  in  our  business  operations ;  and  although  our  rejoicing 
in  this  respect  should  perhaps  be  somewhat  tempered  by  the  re- 
flection which  forces  itself  upon  us  that  this  favorable  condition  is 
to  no  small  extent  a  result  of  the  destitution  and  distress  which 
have  prevailed  in  other  lands,  yet  such  a  remembrance  may  serve 
to  impress  upon  us  the  more  deeply  a  sense  of  obligation  that  we, 
too,  have  not  been  suffering  the  want  of  bread.  So  far  from  this, 
we  have  been  enjoying  an  unstinted  supply  of  the  fruits  of  the  earth 
during  the  year  past,  and  another  rich  harvest  has  been  freshly 
gathered  in.  Our  people,  too,  have  been  preserved  from  any  wide 
spread  and  desolating  sickness ;  civil  order  has  been  maintained ; 
and  our  distinguishing  social  and  religious  privileges,  unimpaired, 
have  been  yielding,  for  our  enjoyment,  their  rich  and  countless 
blessings. 

As  we  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  our  legislative  duties,  let  us 
not  only  bear  in  mind  our  obligations  to  those  who  have  committed 
their  interests  to  our  care,  but  also  recognize  our  responsibility  to 
a  Higher  Power.  Under  the  generally  received  and  substantially 
correct  doctrine,  that  laws  are  but  the  expression  of  the  public 
mind  and  an  index  of  public  morals,  there  is  danger  of  our  over- 
looking a  truth  of  great  practical  importance  that  lies  beyond. 
Laws  themselves,  in  turn,  exert  an  influence  in  forming  the  char- 
acter of  a  people.  The  estimate  which-  those,  who  are  assumed  to 
be  among  the  wisest  and  most  virtuous  of  the  State,  impliedly  place 
upon  certain  acts  by  their  legislation,  goes  far  to  mould  the  public 
sentiment  in  regard  to  those  acts.  And,  in  view  of  the  education- 
al influence  which  the  legislator  in  this  way  exerts,  he  should  not 
regard  it  as  his  paramount  and  exclusive  purpose  to  register  the 
public  wilj,  but  he  should  also  aim  to  be  guided  in  every  act  of 
legislation  by  the  elevated  principles  of  a  sound  christian  morality. 
In  attempting  to  comply  with  that  provision  of  the  constitution, 
which  requires  the  Executive  annually  to  lay  before  the  legislature 
such  business  as  he  may  think  necessary,  I  do  not  deem  it  requi- 
site for  me  to  present  every  subject,  even  of  public  interest,  which 
may  properly  claim  your  attention.  I  regard  it  as  sufficient  for 
me  simply  to  advert  to  such  matters  of  public  concern  as  would 
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more  appropriately  el  aim  the  notice  of  the  Executive,  from  the 
fact,  that  information  pertaining  to  them  might  be  presumed  to 
fall  more  especially  into  his  possession.  Members  of  the  legisla- 
ture, coming  as  they  do  from  different  quarters  of  the  State,  and 
acquainted  as  they  are  with  the  operation  of  existing  laws  upon 
the  well  being  and  prosperity  of  the  several  sections  which  they 
respectively  represent,  will,  in  regard  to  most  matters  relating  to 
the  public  welfare,  arrive  for  themselves  at  more  just  and  correct 
conclusions  than  any  to  which  the  Executive  could  guide  them. 

Among  those  subjects  to  which  I  regard  it  as  proper  for  me  to 
call  your  attention,  I  would  suggest  an  apparent  defect  existing  in 
the  statute  relating  to  public  accounts.  There  is  no  provision  by 
which  the  Auditor  is  required  to  give  bonds  for  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  his  official  duties.  In  an  office  which  holds  so  great 
control  over  the  treasury,  without  any  effective  and  immediate 
check  beyond  the  integrity  of  the  officer,  I  cannot  but  regard  the 
defect  as  one  that  ought  to  be  remedied ;  and  it  is  believed  that 
no  one  holding  the  office  would  regard  the  requirement,  that  he 
•hould  give  bonds,  as  oppressive  or  unreasonable.  The  present 
Auditor  of  Accounts,  it  is  proper  for  me  to  state,  concurs  in  these 
views. 

I  would  respecfully  suggest  to  the  Legislature  the  propriety  of 
altering  our  laws  respecting  the  rights  of  married  women,  so  as  to 
secure  to  them  the  sole  control  and  benefit  of  all  property  which 
they  may  have  at  coverture,  or  receive  during  it,  in  their  own  right. 
The  effect  of  such  a  provision  would  be  to  guard  married  women 
more  effectually  from  the  danger,  which  ever  increases  with  the* 
growth  of  a  state  and  the  consequent  increase  of  business  and  its 
hazards,  of  being  reduced  to  destitution  and  suffering  by  acts  in 
which  they  have  had  no  part,  and  in  whose  disastrous  consequen- 
ces, so  far  as  it  can  be  avoided,  they  should  not  share.  Other 
States  have  turned  their  attentiqn  to  this  subject,  and  it  would 
seem  that  our  State  should  not  be  less  ready  to  give  salutary  and 
equitable  protection  to  the  wife — at  least  when  it  can  be  done 
without  wrong  to  the  husband  or  his  creditors. 

I  deem  it  my  duty  to  call  your  attention  to  an  act  passed  at  the  last 
session  of  the  Legislature,  entitled  "  An  act  to  prevent  inposition 
and  accidents  in  the  sale  of  medicines."  The  provision  contained 
in  the  act,  that  it  should  not  go  into  effect  until  the  first  day  of 
November,  1847,  would  seem  to  imply  that  doubts  were  entertain- 
ed as  to  the  utility  or  expediency  of  the  law  by  the  legislature  that 
passed  it ;  as  the  provision  appears  to  have  been  inserted  for  the 
purpose  of  affording  an  opportunity  for  a  repeal  of  the  act  previous 
to  its  taking  effect.  Such  doubts  were  certainly  entertained  by 
myself,  and  time  has  but  served  to  confirm  them.      It  is  strongly 
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believed  that  an  attempt  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  law 
would  not  only  be  attended  with  great  embarrassment  and  incon- 
venience, but  would  altogether  fail  -of  effecting  the  purposes  sought 
to  be  accomplished.  I  would,  therefore,  respectfully  recommend  a 
repeal  of  the  act  in  question — and  should  the  legislature  concur 
with  me  in  the  main  opinion,  there  are  obvious  reasons  why  the* 
subject  should  receive  immediate  attention. 

It  is  a  source  of  much  gratification  to  me  to  be  able  to  express 
my  firm  and  decided  convictions,  that,  under  the  regulations  re- 
cently adopted  for  the  supervision  of  our  common  schools,  and  the 
efforts  made  in  connection  with  that  supervision  to  improve  these 
institutions  and  extend  their  influence,  a  palpable  advancement 
has  been  made  in  many  particulars,  although  much  remains  to  bo 
desired.  But  as  the  condition  of  this  great  interest  of  the  State, 
and  its  present  demands  upon  us.,  will  L»e  considered  in  the  Report 
of  the  State  Superintendent,  which  in  due  time  will  be  laid  before 
you,  it  is  is  unnecessary  for  roe  to  dwell  upon  this  subject  here. 

I  have  received  the  third  Annual  Report  of  the  State  Geologist, 
and  it  is  now  in  process  of  publication.  It  appears  from  the  Re* 
port,  that  the  survey  has-  been  progressing  during  the  past  year 
with  a  good  degree  of  activity  and  success,  and  that  the  field  la* 
bor  has  been  mainly  completed*  only  .a  small  portion  of  the  State 
remaining  unexplored.  The  sum  originally  appropriated  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  survey  wiH  be  exhausted  on  the  first  day  of  March  next ; 
and  from  the  estimates  of  the  Geologist,  appended  to  the  Report, 
it  appears,  that  an  addKioual  appropriation  of  sixteen  hundred  dol- 
lars a -year  for  two  years  will  be  required  to  complete  the  remain- 
ing systematic  field  labor ;  to  make  such  re-examinations  of  certain 
Jocalitits  as  may  be  found  necessary  in  making  out  the  final  Re- 
port ;  and  to  prepare  the  Report  for  publication. 

I  have  heretofore  so  strongly  expressed  my  convictions  of  the 
utility  and  importance  of  this  great  work,  and  of  its  credit  to  the 
State,  that  it  is  ueedless  for  me  to  say  that  I  trust  the  appropriations 
will  be  readily  made,  so  that  no  obstacle  shall  be  presented  to  its 
successful  and  honorable  completion. 

In  accordance  with  a  resolution  passed  at  the  last  session  of  thfc 
legislature,  directing  me  to  appoint  some  one  to  examine  the  doc- 
uments collected  by  Henry  Stevens,  Esq.,  relative  to  the  claims  of 
this  State  upon  the  government  of  the  United  States,  for  expenses 
incurred  during  the  revolutionary  war,  I  appointed  the  Hon. 
Charles  K.  Williams,  whose  report  I  have  reason  to  believe  will 
be  submitted  to  the  legislature  at  its  present  session. 

To  carry  into  effect  the  resolution  of  the  last  session,  directing 
me  to  appoint  some  suitable  person  or  persons  to  correspond  with 
the  sculptor  Powers,  respecting  proposed  statues  in  marble  of  Etha* 
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Alton  and  Thomas  Chittenden  for  the  vacant  niches  in  the  lobby 
of  the  Capitol,  I  appointed  the  Hon.  Charles  Paine  and  the  Hon. 
George  P.  Marsh.  Their  report  has  not  yet  been  received,  nor 
am  I  apprised  what  progress  has  been  made  in  the  work  assigned 
to  them  ;  but  believe  it  will  be  faithfully  accomplished  at  the  ear- 
liest period  practicable. 

Under  the  resolution  requesting  me  to  examine  or  cause  to  be 
examined  the  Historical  Collection  of  Henry  Stevens,  Esq.,  I  ap- 
pointed the  Hon.  Samuel  C.  Crafts,  and  A.  G.  Chadwick,  Esq.,  to 
examine  the  collection,  and  report  to  me  the  number,  character, 
and  value  of  the  books  and  documents  which  it  embraced,  and 
the  price  at  which  they  could  be  obtained.  Their  report  has  been 
made  to  me ;  but  not  feeling  myself  authorized  to  make  the  pur- 
chase on  the  terms  proposed,  the  subject  is  open  for  such  action  as 
the  legislature  may  see  fit  to  take  in  regard  to  it.  The  report  of 
the  Committee  will  be  laid  before  you. 

Under  the  series  of  resolutions,  providing  for  the  collection  of 
the  Surveyor  General's  papers,  and  other  documents  pertaining  to 
the  history  of  the  State,  some  progress  has  been  made  towards  ac- 
complishing the  purposes  contemplated  by  the  Legislature,  but  the 
business  is  not  yet  fully  completed. 

During  the  year,  communications  on  sundry  topics  have  been 
received  from  several  of  the  States,  which  will  at  an  early  day  be 
laid  before  you  ;  as  also  will  a  commnnication  from  one  of  the  Di- 
rectors of  the  New  York  Institute  for  the  Blind,  suggesting  the 
propriety  of  a  provision  being  made  by  this  State,  by  which  a  part 
of  its  unfortunate  blind,  who  are  educated  at  the  expense  of  the 
State,  may  be  placed  in  that  institution.  I  deem  it  proper  also 
to  state  that  the  resolutions  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature, relating  to  Slavery  and  the  Mexican  War,  transmitted  by 
me  to  the  Executive  of  Virginia,  were  reconveyed  to  me  in  accor- 
dance with  an  order  of  the  Legislature  of  that  State,  directing  the 
Executive  to  "  return  them  forthwith."  This  is  not  announced  to 
you  because  any  action  in  regard  to  it  is  supposed  to  be  necessary, 
but  as  Vermont  can  have  no  fears  that  her  honor  will  be  dimmed 
by  the  contrast  in  the  respective  positions  of  the  two  States,  it  is 
deemed  due  to  her  that  a  record  of  the  transaction  should  be  in 
her  own  safe  keeping. 

I  believe  that  the  position  of  Vermont  is  distinctly  understood  in 
regard  to  all  those  great  questions  of  national  policy,  which  are  from 
time  to  time  agitating  our  national  councils,  and  in  which  Vermont 
in  common  with  the  other  States  of  th*  Union  has  so  deep  an  in- 
terest. It  affords  occasion  for  the  most  profound  regret  that  the 
unhappy  war  with  a  neighboring  Republic  has  not  yet  been  termin- 
ated, but,  on  the  contrary,  is  making  still  greater  and  greater  de- 
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stands  upon  the  blood  and  treasure  of  the  nation.  It  is  believed 
that  Vermont  has  seen  nothing  in  the  progress  of  the  contest,  to 
change  her  sentiment,  either  in  regard  to  the  insufficiency  of  the 
grounds  on  which  the  war  was  commenced,  or  the  uuworthiness 
of  the  purposes  for  which  it  has  been  waged.  She  cannot  recog* 
nize  the  general  government  as  committed  to  any  career  of  con* 
quest,  nor  will  a  he  regard  any  unaccomplished  schemes  of  territo- 
rial aggrandizement  as  presenting  an  obstacle  to  the  speedy  ad* 
justment  of  existing  difficulties.  Peace  she  unquivocally  and 
earnestly  desires,  and  asks  for  no  territory,  whether  slave  or  free, 
as  a  condition  of  its  establishment  and  security. 

It  remains  for  roe  to  pledge  you  my  "cordial  co-operation  in  all 
your  efforts  to  promote  the  public  welfare.  And  impressed  with  a 
grateful  sense  of  our  obligations  to  those  who  have  generously 
committed  their  interests  to  our  care — guided  by  firm  convictions 
of  truth  and  right,  and  aided  by  that  Divine  Favor  which  alone 
can  insure  success  to  the  best  devised  plans,  we  may  hope  that  our 
labors  for  the  session  will  advance  the  substantial  prosperity  and 
happiness  of  the  people  of  the  State.

ing  a  statement  of  the  average  number  of  prisoners  during  the  same  tune. 

Mr.  Cushman,  from  the  Joint  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  and  re- 
port Joint  Rules  fbr  the  present  session,  made  the  following  report: 
To  ike  Senate  now  in  session : 

The  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  Joint  Rules  for  both  Houses, 
have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  report  the  following  for  the 
consideration  of  the  Senate :

A  joint  assembly  shall  be  formed  by  a  union  of  the  Senate  nnd  House 
of  Representatives  in  the  hall  of  the  latter,  f».r  the  purpose  of  electing 
certain  State  and  county  officers,  and  Judges  of  Probate,  in  which  the 
Secretary  of  State,  or  in  his  absence,  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  shall 
officiate  as  Clerk.  It  shall  be  formed  only  at  such  time,  and  for  such  spe- 
cific purpose,  as  may  be  expressed  in  a  concurrent  resolution  of  both 
houses ;  and  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time  during  the  sitting  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

The  proceedings  of  every'  joint  assembly,  including  the  resolutions  or- 
dering the  same,  shall  be  recorded  by  the  Clerk  in  a  book  kept  for  that 
Surpose,  which  shall  be  preserved  w  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
tate,  a  copy  of  which  shall  He  furnished  to  the  Governor  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  State.

Previous  to  the  meeting  of  any  joint  assembly,  for  the  election  of 
county  officers  and  Judges  of  Probate,  the  members  of  the  Senate  and 
House  ot  Representatives,  from  the  several  counties,  shall  meet  in  con-  . 
ventions,  and  make  a  nomination  of  all  the  officers  to  be  elected  in  their 
respective  counties,  and  the  members  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives residing  in  the  several  Probate  districts,  shall  meet  in  con- 
vention and  make  nomination  of  the  Judges  of  Probate  for  their  respec- 
tive districts,  and  present  the  same  for  the  consideration  of  the  joint  as* 
gembly ;  and  no  nomination  of  any  county  officers  or  Judges  of  Probata 
shall  be  finally  acted  on  by  the  joint  assembly,  until  the  same  shall 
have  been  submitted  to  the  aforesaid  conventions.

The  rules  of  the  Senate,  so  far  as  applicable,  shall  be  observed  in  regu- 
lating the  proceedings  of  every  joint  assembly.

A  joint  committee  of  three  Senators  and  three  Representatives  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  presiding  officers  of  the  two  houses  respectively,  to 
whom  miy  be  referred  all  documents  transmitted  by  the  Governor  for  the 
use  of  the  General  Assembly,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  that  House 
from  which  they  were  received.

Your  committee  on  Rules  report  the  following  as  the  rules  of  the  Sen- 
ate for  the  present  session  and  recommend  their  adoption. 


64  JOURNAL  OF  THE  SENATE, 

1 

The  credentials  of  Senators  shall  be  presented  to  the  Secretary  or 
Assistant  Secretary,  previous  to  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning'  of  the  sec- 
ond Thursday  of  October,  at  which  time  the  Senate  shall  be  called  to 
order.  The  names  of  the  Senators  shall  be  called  over,  and  when  a 
quorum  shall  have  taken  their  seats,  they  shall,  having  first  taken  the  nec- 
essary oaths,  on  nomination  of  the  President,  appoint  a  canvassing  com- 
mittee, consisting  of  one  Senator  from  each  county,  to  join  such  commit- 
tee as  the  House  of  Representatives  may  appoint,  whose  duty  shall  be 
to  receive,  sort,  and  count,  the  votes  for  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor, 
and  Treasurer,  and  make  report  thereof  to  the  joint  assembly  of  both 
houses. 

2 

The  Senate  shall  meet  every  day  (Sundays'  excepted)  at  nine  o'clock 
in  the  morning,  and  two7  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  unless  otherwise  spe- 
cially ordered.

The  President  having  taken  the  chair,  and  a  quorum  being  present,  the 
journal  of  the  preceding  day  shall  be  read,  and  all  errors  therein  corrected.

In  case  no  quorum  shall  assemble  within  fifteen  minutes  after  the 
time  to  which  the  Senate  was  adjourned,  those  present  shall  hive  power 
to  send  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  or  other  officer,  tafter  the  absentees  and 
compel  their  attendance.

Every  Senator,  when  he  speaks,  shall,  standing  in  his  place,  address 
the  President,  and  when  he  has  finished  shall  sit  down.

No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question,  without 
leave  of  the  Senate ;  and  Senators  who  have  once  spoken  shall  not  again, 
be  entitled  to  the  floor,  (except  for  the  purpose  of  explanation,}  to  the 
exclusion  of  another  who  has  not  spoken.

In  all  cases,  the  Senator  first  arising  and  addressing  the  President, 
(subject  to  the  restriction  of  rule  9,)  shall  be  entitled  to  the  floor,  and 
when  two  or  more  arise  at  the  same  time,  the  President  shall  name  the 
one  who  is  to  speak.

When  a  Senator  shall  be -called  to  order,  he  shall  tit  down,  and  every 
question  of  order  snail  be  decided  by  the  President  without  debate,  sob- 
jeot  to  an  appeal  to  the  Senate.

If  a  Senator  be  called  to  order  for  the  words  spoken,  the  exceptionable 
words  shall  be  immediately  taken  down  in  writing  by  the  Senator  calling 
to  order,  that  the  President  may  be  better  enabled  to  judge  of  the  matter.

The  first  boor  of  each  morning's  sitting  may  be  devoted  to  the  recep- 
tion and  disposal  of  petitions,  memorials,  remonstrances,  motions,  rosolu- s 
tions,  and  the  introduction  of  bills ;  after  which,  the  orders  of  the  day, 
or  other  proper  business,  shall  be  announced,  always  commencing  with 
the  unfinished  business  of  the  last  sitting.

Your  Committee  on  Roads,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill,  relating  to 
the  Vermont  and  Canada  Railroad  Company,  Report : 

That  they  have  devoted  all  that  consideration  to  the  important  matters 
contemplated  by  the  bill,  during  the  limited  time  allowed  them,  that 
would  seem  to  be  demanded  at  their  hands.  Your  committee  being  sen- 
sible that  the  question  presented  is  one  of  the  highest  importance  to  the 
interests  involved,  and  to  the  public  interest,  have  given  to  the  parties 
every  opportunity  for  the  presentation  of  evidence  and  arguments — and 
the  facts  in  the  case,  and  the  principles  upon  which  its  decision  should 
stand,  have  received  a  deliberate,  patient  and  carefol  examination. 

It  has  been  made  evident  from  the  whole  proceedings  before  us,  that 
the  main  question  is  between  those  engaged  and  interested  in  the  com- 
merce of  the  Lake  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  Vermont  and  Canada  Rail- 
road Company  and  the  railroads  connected  therewith,  upon  the  other.— 
The  grant  for  the  bridges  has  been  asked  for  the  convenience  of  rail- 
roads, in  transporting  passengers  and  freight;  and  it  has  been  resisted 
upon  the  ground,  that  inconvenience  or  injury  would  follow  to  those  en- 
gaged in  the  same  business  upon  the  Lake.  Your  committee  have  had 
no  difficulty  in  arriving  at  the  principles  upon  which  this  question  ought 
to  be  decided.  These  principles  are,  that  the  navigators  of  the  Lake, 
and  the  Railroad  companies,  must  both  be  regarded  as  the  servants  of 
the  public  ;  and  that  the  State,  as  the  guardian  of  the  public  welfare,  is 
unquestionably  bound  to  regard  the  rights  of  both  interests,  and  not  leg- 
islate bo  as  to  favor  either  to  the  exclusion  of  the  other*    Upon  these 
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principles,  it  is  obvious  that  the  Bill  ought  to  pass,  unless  it  shall  be  made 
to  appear  that  injury  would  follow  to  the  navigation  of  the  Lake,  suffi* 
'  cient,  at  least,  to  balance  the  advantages  to  be  secured  to  the  Railroads 
by  the  bridges  contemplated  in  the  Bill.  To  this  point,  therefore,  the 
attention  of  your  committee  has  been  anxiously  directed.  As  the  re- 
sult of  our  examination,  we  find  that  the  navigation  will  be  subjected  to 
some  inconvenience  and  delay  in  passing  through  the  draw  of  the  bridges ; 
but  not  of  that  character  and  importance  which  would  induce  your  com- 
mittee-to  refuse  the  grant  asked  for  by  the  Bill. 

There  is,  however,  another  point  in  the  case,  which  has  been  pressed 
upon  our  notice,  and  received  careful  consideration.  It  is,  that  the  con- 
struction of  the  bridges  may  be  injurious  to  the  land  owners  upon  the 
borders  of  the  Lake,  by  obstructing  the  free  passage  of  water  to  the  out- 
let Your  committee  do  not  find  this  objection  so  well  sustained  as  to 
demand  a  denial  of  the  privilege  to  bridge  the  Lake.  It  is,  however,  of 
sufficient  importance,  to  demand  careful  guards  in  the  bill.  We  have, 
therefore,  proposed  amendments  for  that  purpose,  as  well  as  to  secure  the 
public  interests ;  and  when  so  amended,  we  recommend  the  passage  of 
the  Bill.

Hon.  Leonard  Sargeant, 

President  of  the  Scnale  : 

Sir :— In  response  to  the  resolution  of  the  Senate,  requesting  a  certain 
tabular  statement  relative  to  the  Vermont  State  Prison,  I  have  the  honor 
to  reply :  That  the  intent  of  said  resolution  seems  to  be  the  ascertain- 
ment of  the  expense  of  maintaining  the  prisoners  as  distinguished  and 
separated  from  tne  expenses  of  permanent  fixtures,  and  the  losses  resul- 
ting from  mismanagement  or  misfortune. 

The  only  sources  of  information  which  I  have  been  able  to  find,  are  the 
annual  Reports  of  the  Superintendent  and  Directors  of  the  Prison,  and 
the  annual  appropriations  by  the  Legislature.  This  last  source,  was  fully 
before  the  Senate  last  year  m  the  Librarian's  Report,  to  which  I  beg  leave 
to  refer. 

The  Reports  of  the  Superintendent,  furnish  no  satisfactory  basis  for 
the  desired  statement,  as  they  rest  upon  appraisals  and  computations,  so 
intermixed  as  to  be  inseparable,  the  one  from  the  other,  without  an  ex- 
tensive and  detailed  examination  of  the  books  at  Windsor.  The  results 
since  1842,  as  derived  from  the  Superintendent's  Reports,  are  hereto  an- 
nexed. 

Prior  to  1843,  nothing  can  be  satisfactorily  ascertained.  In  1842,  the 
Superintendent  claimed  an  excess  of  profits  of  $37  66,  but  in  his  com- 
putation was  an  estimated  profit  of  $589  99,  in  the  Shoe  Shop.  A  Re- 
port made  by  the  committee  upon  the  State  Prison,  (House  Journal  1842, 
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page  145,)  holds  this  alleged  profit  as  entirely  without  foundation  in 
Act 

In  short,  previous  to  1848, 1  find  no  reliable  data,  anon  which  to  found 
even  an  opinion  of  the  specific  application  of  expenditures,  or  of  their 
probable  excess  over  the  income. 

Previous  to  1841, 1  find  no  statements  of  the  number  of  prisoners,  as 
far  back  as  1833. 

As  a  specimen  of  the  materials  which  exist  hert,  for  the  formation  of 
the  desired  "  tabular  statement",  this  summary  of  Superintendent's  Re- 
ports is  given. 
September  30, 1830,  the  Prison  is  made  debtor  for  certain 

property  designated  as  property,  goods  and  stock,  $21,529  70 

It  is  credited  for  the  same  class  of  property,  Oct  31, 1831,  $23,152  26 

It  no  where  appears  whether  this  last  estimated  property  is  the  same 
which  was  estimated  in  the  beginning  of  the  Prison  year  (Oct  1st,)  or 
whether  estimated  at  the  same  or  different  prices. 

These  large  sums,  however,  enter  into  the  general  account,  which  is 
the  basis  of  a  balance  of  profit  or  loss. 
In  the  same  account,  is  a  credit  to  the  Prison,  of  labor  of 

convicts,  estimated  at  $893  25 

In  1832,  in  this  credit,  expenditures  on  new  prison  and  cook 

room,  including  labor  of  convicts,  not  on  ledger,  $616  70 

How  much  of  this  was  for  "  expenditure"  and  how  much  for  u  labor  of 
convicts",  is  entirely  beyond  conjecture. 

In  all  these  reports,  a  large  part  of  both  sides  of  the  account  is  the  es- 
timated value  of  the  property  on  hand  at  the  time  of  the  various  apprais- 
als ;  these  sums  are  consolidated  in  general  terms  with  the  other  items  of 
labor  and  ordinary  expenditures. 

I  beg  leave  to  say,  that  in  1842,  and  I  believe  in  1841,  these  reports 
were  thought  so  uncertain  and  general  in  their  terms,  that  the  books  of 
the  Prison  were  brought  from  Windsor,  for  the  examination  of  the  com- 
mittee upon  the  State  Prison. 

Regretting,  as  I  do,  that  this  report  is  no  fuller  than  it  is,  I  beg  leave 
to  attribute  it  to  its  true  cause,  the  want  of  materials. 

If,  however,  the  entire  appropriations,  as  shown  by  the  Librarian's  re- 
port, be  taken,  the  following  result  is  obtained. 
'  Appropriations  from  1809  to  1847,  $160,193  63. 

This  would  give  an  expenditure  of  $4,328  47  per  annum.

2.  That  said  committee  be  authorised  to  examine  such  locations  in  the 
State  as  said  committee  shall  deem  expedient,  for  the  purpose  of  ascer- 
taining the  advantages  to  be  derived  to  the  State  by  locating  the  State 
Prison  thereon,  having  reference  to  the  materials  on  which  the  convicts 
can  be  most  advantageously  and  profitably  employed,  the  timber  and 
other  materials  for  the  erection  and  building  of  said  Prison,  cost  of  food, 
quality  of  water  and  facilities  for  obtaining  the  water ;  also  with  refer- 
ence to  fuel,  the  health  and  safe  keeping  of  the  prisoners,  and  as  to  e- 
conomy  in  every  respect 

3.  That  said  committee  be  directed  to  ascertain  the  cost  of  a  suitable 
site  or  sites  for  the  location  of  said  Prison,  and  report  as  to  the  relative 
advantages  of  each,  quantity  and  quality  of  the  material  on  which  the 
convicts  can  be  employed,  cost  of  preparing  the  same  for  market  and  the 
value  thereof  in  market,  extent  of  demands  for  such  products  of  prison 
labor,  and  the  probability  of  continuance  of  demand  for  the  same,  and 
procure  a  bond  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  such  site  or  sites  for  the 
sale  of  the  same  to  the  State  upon  the  payment  of  a  certain  sum  of  mon- 
ey mentioned  therein. 

4  That  said  committee  procure  and  furnish  the  best  plan  for  the  con- 
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•traction  of  a  Prison,  and  make  and  report  specific  and  fall  estimates  of 
the  cost  of  erecting  and  building  a  Prison  agreeably  to  said  plan,  inclu- 
ding the  oat  buildings  and  the  walls  of  yard  therefor. 

5.  That  said  committee  shall  have  power  to  appoint  times  and  places 
at  which  they  may  hear  evidence  and  arguments  relative  to  the  subjects 
of  these  inquiries ;  and  may  send  for  and  examine  persons  on  oath  rela- 
tive to  the  same,  if  in  their  opinion  it  be  necessary.

purpose  of  being  sold.  In  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  no  principle 
is  more  firmly  established,  than  that  all  commerce  between  two  nations 
at  war  is  wholly  illegal,  and  consequently  those  engaged  in  it  are  out  of 
the  protection  of  the  law ;  they  are  counteracting  the  designs  of  their  gov- 
ernment and  lending  aid  and  support  to  the  enemies  of  their  country, 
and,  therefore,  they  cannot  appeal  to  their  government  for  redress  for 
injuries  to  person  or  property  while  thus  engaged ;  and  this  your  com- 
mittee believe  to  have  been  precisely  the  situation  of  the  Petitioner  when 
he  suffered  the  loss  of  which  he  complains.  He  was  in  the  very  act  of 
trespassing  on  our  laws,  and  embarrassing  our  operations  by  his  attempts 
to  traffic  with  our  enemies,  and  your  committee  believe  he  has  no  claim 
in  Justice  or  equity  upon  this  State.  Without  adverting,  therefore,  to  other 
objections  raised  against  the  allowance  of  the  prayer  of  your  Petitioner, 
they  recommend  that  he  have  leave  to  withdraw  his  petition.

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REPORT 

OF   HONORABLE  CHARLES  K.  WILLIAMS,  ON  THE  SUB- 
JECT OF  THE  CLAIMS  OF  THIS  STATE  UPON  THE 
GENERAL  GOVERNMENT. 

[REFERRED  TO  ON  PAGE  36  OF  THE  JOURNAL.] 

To  his  Excellency,  Horace  Eaton,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Vermont : 
The  undersigned,  appointed  by  your  Excellency,  in  pursuance  of 
a  resolution  of  the  Legislature,  a  Commissioner  to  examine  the  docu- 
ments collected  by  Henry  Stevens,  as  to  the  Revolutionary  expenditures 
on  the  part  of  this  State,  and  the  documents  as  to  the  part  this  State 
took  in  the  war  of  the  Revolution,  and  ascertain  whether  this  State  has 
a  just  claim  upon  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  for  expenses  in- 
curred during  said  Revolutionary  War,  respectfully  submits  the  follow- 
ing report  : 

The  resolution  of  the  Legislature  embraces  three  subjects  for  exam- 
ination: 

1st.  The  Revolutionary  expenses  on  the  part  of  this  State. 

2d.  The  part  which  they  took  in  the  war  of  the  Revolution. 

3d.  The  enquiry  whether  this  State  has  a  just  claim  upon  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  for  expenses  incurred  during  the  Revolution- 
ary War, 

In  relation  to  the  first  subject  for  examination,  the  undersigned  states 
that  he  has  made  a  careful  examination  of  the  documents  collected  w  ith 
great  industry,  and  at  a  great  expense  by  Mr.  Stevens,  and  which  are  of 
inestimable  value  as  containing  the  evidence  of  facts  connected  with  the 
earliest  history  of  this  State,  and  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Government 
thereof  during  the  Revolutionary  War ;  and  although  all  the  accounts, 
receipts,  &c,  are  not  yet  recorded,  he  has  no  reason  to  doubt  that  vouch- 
ers could  be  produced  to  show  that  the  expenditures  of  this  State  a- 
mounted  to  nearly  six  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars.  The  sum  can 
be  more  accurately  ascertained  and  definitely  stated,  if  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Legislature  any  further  proceedings,  in  relation  thereto,  should  be 
deemed  advisable ;  but  inasmuch  as  under  the  third  subject  of  examina- 
tion submitted  to  him,  the  undersigned  is  of  opinion  that  the  State  has 
no  just  claim  upon  the  General  Government  for  those  expenditures,  he 
has  not  deemed  it  his  duty  to  examine  the  accounts  more  critically,  or  to 
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expend  the  time  which  would  necessarily  be  required  to  state  them  with 
a  view  to  an  adjustment  of  the  claim. 

For  similar  reasons,  he  has  not  thought  it  necessary,  on  the  second 
subject  for  examination  referred,  to  detail  minutely  u  the  part  this  State 
took  in  the  war  of  the  Revolution."  To  detail  the  efforts  of  the  people 
of  this  State  in  the  cause  of  freedom,  and  the  various  services  they  per- 
formed in  the  struggle  for  independence,  appertains  to  the  province  of  the 
historian ;  and  he  apprehends  the  examination  was  only  required  by  the 
Legislature  in  connection  with  the  subject  of  the  expenditures  of  the 
State,  and  their  claim  on  the  General  Government  for  remuneration.  Ho 
however  cannot  forego  the  pleasure,  which,  as  a  citizen  of  this  State,  he 
feels,  in  briefly  adverting  to  this  part  of  the  subject  of  examination  em- 
braced in  the  resolution  of  the  Legislature. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  Revolutionary  War,  no  regular  govern- 
ment had  been  organized  or  existed  in  that  tract  of  country  which  now 
constitutes  the  State  of  Vermont  The  lands  had  been  granted  and  set- 
tled under  the  authority  of  the  Province  of  New  Hampshire,  and  had  ac- 
quired the  distinctive  appellation  of  the  "  New  Hampshire  Grants."  By 
a  decree  of  the  King  in  Council,  made  in  1764,  they  had  been  adjudged 
to  be  within  the  Province  of  New  York.  The  authority  of  the  latter 
Province  was  not  submitted  to  by  the  people,  nor  was  it  exercised  within 
the  limits  of  the  Territory,  with  their  consent  Hence  a  fierce,  severe 
and  cruel  contest  ensued  between  the  people  in  this  Territory  and  the 
Government  of  the  Province  of  New  York.  Yet  in  the  midst  of  this  ex- 
citing, cruel  and  violent  contest,  the  inhabitants  of  the  Grants  were  not 
unmindful  of  their  connection  with  the  other  inhabitants  of  New  Eng- 
land. Actuated  by  the  same  principles  of  freedom  and  liberty  which  af- 
terwards influenced  the  whole  country,  they  were  among  the  first  to  offer 
their  services  to  resist  the  claims  of  Great  Britain,  and  to  take  the  field 
in  opposition  thereto.  Before  the  battle  of  Lexington,  in  a  letter  from 
Colonel  Brown  to  Samuel  Adams  and  Joseph  Warren,  Committee  of 
Correspondence  at  Boston,  dated  at  Montreal,  29th  March  1775,  he  writes 
that  he  has  established  a  channel  of  correspondence  through  the  New 
Hampshire  Grants  which  might  be  depended  on,  and  adds  the  following 
clauses.  "  One  tiling  I  must  mention  to  be  kept  as  a  profound  secret 
"  The  Fort  at  Ticonderoga  must  be  seized  as  soon  as  possible,  should 
"  hostilities  be  commenced  by  the  King's  troops.  The  people  in  New 
"  Hampshire  Grants  have  engaged  to  do  this  business,  and  in  my  opinion 
"  they  are  the  most  proper  persons  for  this  job.  This  will  effectually 
*«  curb  this  Province  and  all  the  troops  which  may  be  sent  here."  It  is  a 
matter  of  history  familiar  to  every  one,  how  effectually  they  accomplished 
this  "job"  and  fulfilled  their  engagement  The  capture  of  Ticonderoga 
by  Allen,  and  the  consequent  surrender  of  Crown  Point,  proves  that  the 
people  were  serious  in  making  the  promise,  and  faithful  in  fulfilling  it 

The  value  of  their  services,  and  the  confidence  reposed  in  the  inhabit- 
ants, further  abundantly  appears  from  the  resolution  of  the  Continental 
Congress  of  the  1st  July,  1775,  directing  General  Schuyler  to  raise  men 
from  the  Green  Mountain  Boys ;  from  the  cordial  reception  of  Allen  and 
Warner  at  the  Provincial  Congress  of  New  York  on  the  4th  of  the  same 
July,  where  but  a  short  time  before  they  had  been  proclaimed  as  outlaws, 
and  for  whose  apprehension  a  bounty  had  been  offered  j  from  the  resolu- 
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tion  of  that  Congress  to  raise  a  battalion  of  500  men,  Green  Mountain 
Boys,  under  their  own  officers,  except  field  officers  ;  from  the  promptness 
with  which  the  battalion  was  raised ;  from  their  services  in  Canada,  and 
from  the  resolution  of  the  Continental  Congress,  the  5th  July,  1776,  the 
day  after  the  declaration  of  Independence,  to  raise  a  regiment,  the  offi- 
cers of  which  were  mostly  from  uiis  Territory. 

It  is  to  be  noticed  that  during  this  time,  the  people  of  the  Grants  had 
not  established  any  regular  organized  Government  It  was  not  until  the 
15th  January,  1777,  that  a  regular  Government  was  established,  and  this 
district  or  Territory  was  declared  to  be  a  free  and  independent  State,  to 
be  called  and  distinguished  by  the  name  of  Vermont  After  this,  the 
State,  not  recognized  by  any  of  the  then  existing  State  Governments — 
not  recognized  as  a  member  of  the  confederacy,  by  the  Congress  of  the 
confederated  States,  and  encountering  a  determined  and  violent  opposi- 
tion by  one  of  the  wealthiest  and  most  powerful  members  of  the  confed- 
eracy— was  without  the  resources  or  usual  means  of  establishing  a  credit, 
or  or  raising  money  on  the  credit  of  the  State,  and  had  to  rely  on  their 
own  resources  alone,  and  on  such  taxes  as  they  could  levy  by  their  own 
unacknowledged  authority ;  yet  they  were  enabled  to  render  great  servi- 
ces in  the  common  cause,  and  to  raise  troops  and  provide  for  their  subsis- 
tence by  means,  entirely  within  themselves.  Their  efforts  at  Ticonderoga, 
at  the  time  it  was  surrendered,  and  at  the  battle  of  Hubbardton — their  ex- 
ertions in  repelling  the  advance  of  General  Burgoyne's  army  at  the  bat- 
tle of  Bennington — the  aid  which  they  rendered  General  Gates  at  Sara- 
toga, and  the  surrender  of  General  Burgoyne,  which  drew  from  the  latter 
an  admission  of  their  vigor  and  alacrity,  and  which  induced  him  to  say 
in  his  letter  to  Lord  George  Germain  20th  August,  1777,  that  "the 
u  New  Hampshire  Grants  in  particular,  a  country  unpeopled  and  almost 
"  unknown  during  the  last  war,  now  abounds  in  the  most  active  and  re- 
bellious race  of  the  continent,  and  hangs  like  a  gathering  cloud  on  my 
.  •  left,"  prove  conclusively  that  their  patriotism  was  considered  as  un 
doubted,  and  their  bravery  and  fidelity  unquestioned. 

In  all  the  subsequent  years,  to  the  close  of  the  war,  the  efforts  of  the 
citizens  of  this  State  were  unremitted  in  the  cause  of  their  common 
country.  Men  and  provisions  were  furnished  at  the  shortest  notice.  Ev- 
ery movement  of  the  enemy  was  watched,  met  and  repelled ;  the  militia 
were  constantly  on  the  alert— called  out  continually  for  longer  or  shorter 
periods,  as  the  exigencies  of  the  State  required  ;  forts  were  built  and  gar- 
risoned and  provisions  furnished  at  the  expense  of  the  State,  and  without 
any  aid  of  men,  money  or  provisions  furnished  by  .Congress ;  and  the 
whole  frontier  was  defended,  particularly  at  a  time  when  the  State  of 
New  York,  one  of  the  wealthiest  States  of  the  Confederacy,  by  a  resolu- 
tion of  their  Assembly,  March  2d,  1780,  "declared  the  inability  of  their 
State  to  pay  or  subsist  any  troops,"  and  their  Governor,  in  his  communi- 
cation to  the  President  of  Congress,  declares  that  if  it  was  "  possible  to 
"  provide  for  their  pay,  it  is  not  in  the  power  of  the  State  to  supply  them 
"  with  provisions." 

The  undersigned,  therefore,  reports  that  in  his  opinion  "  the  part  which 
this  State  took  in  the  war  of  the  Revolution"  was  in  the  highest  degree 
meritorious,  aed  conduced  as  much  to  the  final  success  of  our  arms  and 
the  establishment  of  the  Independence  of  the  United  States,  as  that  of 
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any  other  State,  in  proportion  to  our  numbers,  and  the  conduct  of  the 
State  was  peculiarly  meritorious,  when  its  situation,  its  spare  population 
and  its  limited  resources  are  taken  into  consideration.  The  valour,  pat- 
riotism and  fidelity  of  the  citizens  of  this  State — their  hostility  to  the 
common  enemy,  and  their  ardent,  unwavering  attachment  to  the  princi- 
ples of  civil  and  religious  liberty,  can  neither  be  gainsay ed  or  denied. 

On  the  remaining  subject  of  examination  contemplated  in  the  resolu- 
tion of  the  Legislature,  viz.:  to  "  ascertain  whether  this  State  has  a 
"just  claim  upon  the  Government  of  the  United  States  for  expenses  in- 
"  curred  during  the  Revolutionary  War,"  the  undersigned  respectfully 
reports,  that  notwithstanding  it  appears  that  this  State  expended  large 
sums  of  money,  and  took  a  vigorous  and  important  part  in  the  Revolu- 
tionary War,  yet,  in  his  opinion,  they  have  at  this  time  no  such  claim. 

The  State  is  now  one  of  the  United  States,  though  she  was  not  so 
until  the  Revolutionary  War  had  closed.  If  she  partakes  of  the  benefits 
secured  by  that  war,  she  should  bear  her  share  of  the  expenditures  and 
sacrifices,  in  consequence  of  which  we,  as  well  as  the  other  States,  ceased 
to  be  a  part  of  the  British  Empire,  and  became  an  independent  Empire. 
Our  claim,  therefore,  should  only  be  for  our  just  proportion  of  the  ex- 
penditures of  all  the  States  of  the  Union.  To  consider  this  State  in  any 
other  light  than  as  one  among  the  others,  would  not  only  be  derogatory 
to  our  character,  but  inconsistent  with  all  its  conduct  and  pretensions 
heretofore ;  and,  moreover,  if  we  are  to  consider  the  State  in  the  light  of 
an  independent  sovereignty,  not  connnected  with  the  other  members  of 
the  Union,  her  claims  as  such,  should  have  been  stipulated  for  and  agreed 
upon  when  we  became  members  of  the  Union. 

It  is  sufficient  to  say,  that  the  State  of  Vermont  never  placed  herself 
in  that  attitude.  »But  on  the  contrary,  in  the  whole  Revolutionary  strug- 
gle, and  in  all  her  claims  and  petitions  to  be  recognized  as  a  separate 
Stat»,  and  to  be  admitted  into  the  Union,  she  considered  herself  as  a  part 
of  the  people  of  the  United  States,  united  with  them  in  the  same  interest, 
fighting  with  them  in  the  common  cause  of  the  whole,  and  having  the 
Bame  rights  and  claims  as  the  other  independent  States — and  we  bught 
not  to  ask  the  United  States  to  remunerate  us  for  all  the  expenditures 
we  incurred  in  defending  ourselves  as  well  as  them,  and  in  fighting  our 
battloi  and  theirs  for  the  defence  of  our  common  interest  That  this 
was  the  view  which  was  entertained  on  this  subject  by  those  most  con- 
versmt  with  it,  when  we  were  asking  for  admission  into  the  Union,  is 
suiftriontly  apparent  At  the  session  of  the  Legislature  in  1782,  Jonas 
Fay,  Moses  Robinson,  Paul  Spooner  and  Isaac  Tichenor  were  appointed 
agents  on  the  part  of  this  State,  to  negotiate  the  admission  of  this  State 
into  the  Confederation  of  the  United  States,  and  in  their  private  instruc- 
tions to  them,  the  Legislature,  after  giving  them  full  powers  to  agree  on 
the  terms  of  admission,  say  as  follows :  "  In  your  negociation,  it  is  ex- 
"  pectcd  that  you  will  so  conduct,  as  to  induce  the  persons  you  negotiate 
"  with,  to  believe  that  your  constituents  expect  to  be  admitted,  free  from 
"  arrears  of  the  Continental  debt  already  incurred,  and  to  discharge  their 
"  own.  If  this  cannot  be  obtained,  it  is  expected  that  you  will  reduce 
"  thU  part  of  the  Continental  debt,  which  this  State  shall  have  to  pay,  to 
"  as  small  a  sum  as  possible."  The  Legislature  thus  evinced  their  read- 
iness to  share  in  the  expenditures  of  the  whole — considering  their  own 
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expenses  and  debt  as  their  portion,  yet  willing  to  pay  a  further  sum  if 
necessary  and  proper,  and  not  claiming  that  anything  be  paid  to  them. 

The  agents  before  mentioned,  on  the  first  day  of  April,  1782,  informed 
Congress  that  they  were  empowered  on  behalf  of  the  State  of  Vermont, 
to  subscribe  the  articles  of  Confederation.  By  the  10th  article  of  that  con- 
federation it  was  provided  that  "  all  charges  of  the  war,  and  all  other 
u  expenses  that  shall  be  incurred  for  the  common  defence,  or  general 
"  welfare,  and  allowed  by  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled,  shall 
u  be  defrayed  out  of  a  common  Treasury,  which  shall  be  supplied  by  the 
"  several  States  in  proportion,"  &c.  If  Vermont  had  then  been  admitted 
a  member  of  the  Confederation,  she  would  have  been  liable  for  her  pro- 
portion of  the  whole  expenses  of  the  war,  unless  she  had  stipulated  dif- 
ferently. Vermont  was  not  admitted  into  the  Union  until  after  the  es- 
tablishment of  the  present  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

An  ordinance,  for  the  purpose  of  adjusting  the  accounts  between  the 
United  States  and  the  individual  States,  was  passed  13th  October,  1786, 
which  was  repealed  by  another  ordinance  May  7,  1787.  By  the  latter 
ordinance  a  period  was  limited  for  the  States  to  exhibit  their  claims,  which 
was  subsequently  extended. 

After  the  establishment  of  the  Constitution,  in  the  year  1790,  at  the 
second  session  of  Congress,  this  subject  came  before  them,  and  an  act 
was  passed  August  5th,  1790,  to  provide  more  effectually  for  the  settle- 
ment of  accounts  between  the  United  States  and  the  individual  States, 
by  which  the  Commissioners  appointed  under  the  former  ordinance  were 
directed  to  debit  each  State  with  the  advances  which  had  been  made  to 
them,  and  to  credit  them  for  their  disbursements  and  advances,  and  to 
strike  the  balance,  and  the  aggregate  of  all  the  balances  to  apportion  be- 
tween the  States  agreeable  to  the  rule  therein  given,  which  was  the  rule 
prescribed  by  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  for  the  apportionment 
of  Representatives  and  direct  taxes,  according  to  the  first  enumeration 
which  was  then  about  to  be  made— the  difference  between  such  apportion- 
ment and  the  respective  balances  so  ascertained  as  aforesaid,  was  to  be 
carried  to  a  new  account,  to  the  debit  or  credit  of  the  States  respectively 
— and  the  States,  in  whose  favor  balances  should  be  found  and  credited, 
might  have  the  same  funded.  The  powe/s  of  the  Commissioners  were 
to  expire  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1792. 

At  the  time  of  passing  the  ordinances  and  acts  of  Congress  before 
mentioned,  Vermont  was  not  one  of  the  United  States,  as  she  was  not 
admitted  to  the  Union  until  the  4th  of  March,  1791. 

The  subject  of  our  expenditures  in  the  prosecution  of  the  war,  was 
before  tf»e  Convention  held  at  Bennington  in  January  1791,  for  the  rati- 
fication of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  preparatory  to  our  ad- 
mission into  the  Union.  At  the  first  session  of  the  Legislature  of  this 
State,  after  our  admission  into  the  Union,  held  in  October  1791,  an  act 
was  passed  appointing  Isaac  Tichenor,  Ira  Allen  and  Benjamin  Green, 
Commissioners  to  ascertain  the  expenses  of  this  State  in  the  prosecution 
of  the  war  with  Great  Britain,  in  order  to  make  a  settlement  with  the 
United  States.  A  correspondence  was  then  had  between  the  Governor 
and  Council,  and  the  Hon.  Moses  Robinson,  then  one  of  our  Senators  in 
Congress,  and  on  the  23d  January  1792,  an  act  of  Congress  was  passed, 
which  extended  the  time  limited  by  the  former  act  of  Congress,  for  set- 
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tling  the  accounts  before  mentioned  to  the  1st  day  of  July  1798,  and  by 
the  second  Section  it  was  enacted  "  that  the  aforesaid  act  (of  August 
"  5th,  1790,)  shall  extend  to  the  settlement  of  the  accounts  between  the 
"  United  States  and  the  State  of  Vermont,  and  that  until  the  first  day  of 
u  December  (then)  next,  should  be  allowed  for  the  said  State  to  exhibit 
*  their  claims."  A  further  correspondence  was  had  between  the  Governor 
and  the  Hon.  Moses  Robinson  in  July  of  that  year,  and  the  whole  cor- 
respondence was,  by  the  Governor,  submitted  to  the  Legislature,  at  their 
seesiou  in  October,  1792,  and  referred  to  a  committee.  The  committee 
reported  that  in  their  opinion,  the  State  ought  immediately  to  make  out  a 
statement  of  all  the  equitable  demands  which  they  have  against  the  Uni- 
ted States  for  the  expenses  of  the  last  war,  supported  by  proper  vouchers, 
and  have  them  in  readiness  to  settle  with  the  United  States,  when  occa- 
sion calls.  The  Legislature  did  not  adopt  the  report,  but  referred  it  to 
the  next  session  of  the  Legislature.  The  report  was  never  afterwards 
taken  up  or  acted  on,  as  Congress,  on  the  27th  of  the  next  February 
(1793,)  repealed  the  second  Section  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  January 
1792  before  mentioned,  and  directed  the  Commissioners  "  in  apportioning 
the  aggregate  of  all  the  balances  due  to  each  State"  to  have  no  regard 
to  the  State  of  Vermont  This  last  act  of  Congress  was  passed  with  the 
assent,  and  probably  by  the  procurement,  of  our  Senators  and  Represen- 
tatives. 

The  Commissioners,  appointed  under  the  act  of  Congress  before  men- 
tioned, adjusted  the  balances  between  the  United  States  and  individual 
States,  and  made  their  report  on  the  29th  June,  1793,  in  which  they  found 
that  the  several  States  had  expended,  excluding  all  advances,  over  sev- 
enty-seven millions  six  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  although  each  of 
the  States  had  expended  large  sums  more  than  they  had  received,  yet 
seven  of  them  only  had  balances  adjusted  in  their  favor,  and,  adjudged 
creditor  States  ;  the  other  six  had  balances  reported  against  them  and 
were  adjudged  debtor  States.  The  creditor  States  had  the  balance  re- 
ported in  their  favor  funded,  and  the  balances  against  the  debtor  State* 
remained  unpaid,  except  the  State  of  New  York,  availing  herself  of  an 
act  of  Congress  passed  in  1799,  paid  some  part  of  the  balance  due  from 
the  State,  in  erecting  fortifications  within  tne  same.  An  abstract  of  the 
accounts  of  the  respective  States,  as  allowed  by  the  Commissioners,  is 
appended  hereto. 

If  a  more  equitable  rule  for  adjusting  the  accounts  between  this  State 
and  the  United  States,  than  the  one  presented  in  the  act  of  Congress 
of  1790  before  mentioned,  ought  to  have  been  adopted,  it  should  have 
been  urged  at  the  time  the  accounts  of  the  other  States  were  settled.  It 
is  not  known  that  any  other  rule  was  ever  presented  to  the  consideration 
of  Congress.  We  have  no  reason  to  believe,  that  by  any  equitable,  prac- 
ticable method,  Vermont  could  have  been  found  a  creditor  State.  As  no 
proceedings  were  taken  by  this  State  to  settle  their  accounts  with  the  U- 
nited  States  on  the  rule  prescribed,  or  in  any  other  method,  it  is  fairly  to 
be  presumed  that  those  who  were  intimately  acquainted  with  the  affairs 
of  this  State  and  their  efforts  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  were  content 
with  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  1793,  and  from  the  inform- 
ation which  has  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  undersigned,  he  is  convin- 
ced that  it  was  considered  inexpedient  to  present  the  claims  of  this  State 
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for  adjustment,  and  it  was  considered  for  our  interest  to  treat  the  expen- 
ditures, made  by  us,  as  our  just  proportion  of  the  whole  expense  or  the 
Revolutionary  War.  And  agreeable  to  the  instructions  before  mentioned 
to  our  agents  in  February,  1783,  it  was  thought  by  all  concerned,  that 
we  should  not  be  called:  on  to  pay  the  "  arrears  of  the  Continental  debt, 
but  should  discharge  our  own,"  as  our  just  proportion. 

For  the  reasons  already  suggested,  and  the  several  proceedings  of  the 
Legislature  and  of  Congress,  here  detailed,  the  undersigned  reports  as 
his  opinion  that  the  State  of  Vermont  has  not  at  this  time  any  "just 
claim  upon  the  Government  of  the  United  States  for  expenses  incurred 
during  tne  Revolutionary  War." 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

OF  THE  COMMITTEE  APPOINTED  TO  CORRESPOND  WITH 
POWERS,  THE  SCULPTOR,  WITH  REFERENCE  TO  HIS 
EMPLOYMENT  TO  EXECUTE  STATUES  OF  ETHAN  AL- 
LEN AND  THOMAS  CHITTENDEN. 

[REFERRED  TO  ON  TAGE  36  OF  THE  JOURNAL.] 

To  his  Excellency, 

The  Governor  of  the  State  of  Vermont : 
Respectfully  report  the  undersigned,  appointed  under  a  resolution  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Vermont,  to  correspond  with  the 
sculptor,  Powers,  concerning  the  execution  of  Statues  or  Ethan  Allen 
and  Thomas  Chittenden.  That  in  pursuance  of  said  resolution,  they  ad- 
dressed to  Mr.  Powers  a  letter  whereof  the  folio  wing  is  a  copy : 

"Burlington,  Vermont,  June  12, 1847. 

Sir  : — Under  the  authority  of  a  resolution  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  Vermont,  his  Excellency,  the  Governor,  has  appointed  us  a  committee 
to  correspond  with  you,  and  inquire  upon  what  terms,  and  within  what 
time,  you  will  execute  for  the  State,  statues  of  Ethan  Allen  and  Thomas 
Chittenden,  to  be  placed  in  niches  in  the  lobby  of  the  Capitol  at  Montpe- 
lier: 

We  enclose  for  your  information  a  description  and  plan  of  the  apart- 
ment in  which  it  is  proposed  to  place  the  Statutes,  and  if  the  General 
Assembly  shall  authorize  your  employment,  the  best  histories  of  Vermont, 
and  all  other  means  of  information  concerning  the  lives  and  characters 
of  these  eminent  patriots,  will  be  transmitted  to  you.  To  the  best  of  our 
knowledge,  no  busts  or  portraits  of  Chittenden  or  Allen  are  extant,  nor 
has  tradition  preserved  any  other  description  of  the  person  of  either, 
than  that  they  were  men  of  large  stature,  muscular  frame,  and  a  severity 
of  expression  befitting  the  stem  and  arduous  duties,  which  their  position 
and  the  necessity  of  the  times  imposed  upon  them. 

In  testifying  our  gratification  that  your  first  commission  from  Vermont 
will  probably  be,  not  from  a  private  citizen,  but  from  the  whole  people, 
of  a  State  which  is  iustly  proud  of  having  given  birth  to  the  first  of  liv- 
ing sculptors,  and  which,  we  are  happy  to  know,  you  still  remember  with 
the  affection  that  no  true  and  generous  man  can  ever  cease  to  feel  for  his 
natal  soil,  we  trust  you  wiil  pardon  us  for  suggesting  that  Vermont  has 
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llaims  upon  you  not  to  be  postponed  to  those  of  any  other  patron,  and  ex* 
{tteesing  the  nope  that  von  will  permit  no  lees  important  engagement  to 
prevent  you  from  soon  bestowing  upon  the  beautiful  Capitol  of  your  na- 
tive State  the  most  appropriate  of  decorations— the  images  of  the  most 
famous  among  the  fathers  of  her  people,  from  the  hand  of  the  most  re- 
nowned of  her  sons.

To  which  letter  the  undersigned  have  received  the  annexed  reply,  and 
they  think  themselves  at  liberty  to  subjoin  the  following  extract  from  a 
private  letter,  addressed  by  the  sculptor  to  one  of  them. 

u  I  have  stated,  in  the  accompanying  letter,  that  six  years  would  be  the 
time,  within  which  I  could  execute  the  two  statues.  This  may  seem 
long,  but  I  have  already  other  works,  which  I  am  bound  to  execute  with- 
out unnecessary  delay.  I  could  have  one  of  them  done  much  sooner,  but 
not  both.  With  regard  to  the  personal  appearance  of  the  originals  of 
the  proposed  statues,  it  seems  I  should  have  to  form  my  own  ideas,  as 
Vou  say  that  there  are  no  known  liknesses  of  either  of  them  in  existence. 
I  remember  having  read  their  histories,  but  I  have  no  books  here  to  refresh 
my  memory.  I  presume  that  the  style  of  dress  of  their  times  would 
afford  the  most  acceptable  and  perhaps  the  most  appropriate  costume ; 
and  for  my  own  part,  I  should  prefer  to  dress  them,  it  possible,  as  they 
really  appeared ;  but  how  far  tnis  could  be  done  remains  to  be  shewn.  I 
cannot  imagine  those  men  in  Greek  or  Roman  costumes. 

A  statue  or  picture  always  produces  the  best  effect,  when  it  illustrates 
some  act  or  sentiment,  and  I  should  hope  to  find  in  the  lives  of  these 
patriots  some  events,  which  their  statues  might  be  made  to  commemorate, 
and  suggestions  on  this  point  might  prove  very  useful  to  me. 

Since  the  undersigned  addressed  their  communication  to  Mr.  Powers, 
they  have  learned  that  there  exists  at  Montreal  a  historical  picture  repre- 
senting a  striking  scene  in  the  life  of  Allen,  and  that  his  portrait  in  the 
picture  was  painted  from  the  life.  Doubtless  permission  could  be  ob- 
tained to  copy  the  portrait  for  the  use  of  the  sculptor,  and  recent  inform* 
ation  leads  the  undersigned  to  believe,  that  minute  and  faithful  descrip- 
tions of  the  persons  andcostumes  of  both  Allen  and  Chittenden  are  still 
attainable.  A  trifling  sum  would  defray  the  expense  of  obtaining  the 
copy,  the  books,  and  all  other  information  necessary  for  Mr.  Powers,  and 
if  the  Legislature  shall  authorize  his  employment,  a  small  appropriation 
for  the  purpose  of  procuring  them  will  probably  be  needed  at  the  present 
session. 

It  is  not  within  the  province  of  the  undersigned  to  enlarge  upon  the 
various  considerations  which  seem  to  enforce  the  expediency  and  propri- 
ety of  public  honors  to  virtue  and  public  patronage  of  art,  but  they  hope 
it  will  not  be  deemed  impertinent  in  them  to  suggest,  that  there  is  no 
more  worthier  method  of  testifying  our  respect  for  genius  and  our  rever- 
ence for  wisdom  and  valor,  than  by  appropriating  a  small  portion  of  our 
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affluent  resources  to  encourage  the  noble  ambition  and  reward  the  labors 
of  our  great  native  artist,  ana  at  the  same  time  to  do  merited  honor  to  the 
hero  ana  the  chief  magistrate,  to  whose  bold  and  wise  counsels  our  com- 
monwealth owes  her  existence  as  an  independent  State.

Gentlemen: 

I  had  the  pleasure  to  receive,  in  due  time,  your  very  nattering  con*, 
munication  of  June  12th,  but  not  m  season  for  an  answer  by  the  return 
steamer. 

Allow  me,  first  of  all,  to  express  my  grateful  thanks,  for  the  high  dis- 
tinction conferred  upon  me,  through  you,  by  my  native  State.  I  need  hard- 
ly add,  that  I  fully  appreciate  the  honor,  and  the  handsome  terms,  in  which 
it  has  been  communicated  to  me  by  yourselves. 

To  be  employed,  by  such  authority,  upon  the  statues  of  such  men, 
would  in  itself  be  an  object  worthy  of  many  sacrifices ;  and  circumstan- 
ces permitting,  no  considerations  or  gain,  beyond  my  bare  expenses,  would 
influence  me  while  estimating  the  price  of  my  labor.  The  desire  I  have 
long  felt  to  do  something  for  my  native  State,  is  still  nowise  abated,  but  t 
am  now  surrounded  by  a  young  family,  and  have  many  expenses,  and  con- 
sequently, I  am  bound  to  turn  my  labor  to  the  best  account,  however  re- 
luctant I  may  be  to  do  so  on  an  occasion  like  the  present;  and  in  making 
an  estimate  of  the  price  for  which  I  could  afford  to  execute  two  such  stat- 
ues of  about  eight  feet  in  height  and;in  the  best  of  statuary  marble,  within 
six  years,  I  must  be  guided  by  what  would  be  the  probable  results  of  my 
time  bestowed  upon  ideal  works,  of  which  many  copies  may  be  made  from 
one  original  model. 

It  is  not  probable  that  I  should  ever  be  called  upon  to  execute  dupli- 
cates, from  the  two  proposed  statues,  and  therefore,  I  must  state  a  price 
which  would  yield  me  comparative  advantages  with  works  from  which 
dulpicates  could  be  made.  After  mature  consideration,  I  have  come  to 
the  conclusion  that  I  ought  to  propose  $90,000  as  a  fair  price  for  two  such 
statues.  I  would  take  upon  myself  the  responsibility  of  placing  them 
on  ship  board  at  Leghorn,  in  safety,  and  have  every  precaution  taken  to 
secure  their  safe  arrival  in  the  United  States.

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REPORT 

OP  COMMISSIONER  ON  HENRY  STEVENS'S   LIBRARY, 

[REFERRED  TO  ON  PAGE  41  OF  THE  JOURNAL.] 

Craftsbury,  July  10, 1847. 

His  Excellency,  Horace  Eaton,  Esquire : 

Dear  Sir  : — I  received  your  commission,  authorizing  me,  together 
with  A.  6.  Chadwick,  Esquire,  to  examine  Mr.  Stevens's  Historical  Col- 
lection, &c,  about  the  first  of  January  last  I  immediately  notified  Mr. 
Chadwick,  and  wrote  to  Mr.  Stevens,  requesting  him  to  inform  me  when 
it  would  be  convenient  for  him  to  exhibit  his  collection  of  papers.  Mr* 
Stevens  soon  after  called  upon  me,  at  Craftsbury,  and  informed  me  that 
he  was  about  to  arrange  and  make  a  catalogue  of  his  books  and  papers, 
and  proposed  that  our  examination  should  be  deferred  until  Spring.  Ac- 
cordingly, having  received  notice  from  Mr.  Stevens,  Mr.  Chadwick  and 
myself  met  at  Barnet  on  the  morning  of  the  16th  of  June,  and  devoted 
the  day  to  an  examination  of  Mr.  Stevens's  collection.  The  collection 
consists  of  about  658  volumes  of  Newspapers,  (of  which  250  volumes 
are  bound,)  a  large  collection  of  books  and  pamphlets  relating  to  the  early 
history  of  Vermont,  and  comprising  our  controversy  with  the  States  of 
New  York  and  New  Hampshire,  and  also  the  revolutionary  correspond* 
ence  of  Governor  Chittenden,  Governor  Tichenor,  Governor  Galusha,  of 
Ethan  Allen,  Ira  Allen  and  brothers,  General  Bradley,  and  many  others 
of  the  fathers  of  the  State.  This  correspondence  is  chiefly  in  manu- 
script 

The  newspapers  have  been  carefully  arranged  into  volumes  and  files, 
and  a  list  taken ;  by  which  list  it  appears  that  453  volumes  were  printed 
in  this  State,  and  the  remaining  205  volumes  in  the  other  States  of  the 
Union.  There  are  also  153  duplicates,  or  surplus  volumes,  of  the  afore- 
said newspapers.  Of  the  remaining  books,  pamphlets,  manuscript  pa- 
pers, and  letters,  no  catalogue  or  list  has  been  taken.  We  considered 
that  it  would  be  very  desirable  for  the  State  to  possess  such  files  of  the 
newspapers  as  were  published  in  the  early  days  of  the  State,  say  previ- 
ously to  the  close  of  the  last  century ;  together  with  such  Looks,  pam- 
phlets and  manuscript  papers  as  would  tend  to  illustrate  the  early  history 
of  Vermont  We  made  propositions  to  that  effect :  but  Mr.  Stevens  de- 
clined to  dispose  of  those  early  newspapers,  without  taking  the  whole 
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sets  down  to  the  present  time.  Mr.  Stevens  proposes  to  dispose  of  his 
entire  files  of  newspapers  to  the  State  for  the  sum  of  $4,50  per  volume, 
and  will  deliver  the  same  to  the  Librarian  at  Montpelier,  all  bound  at  his 
expense.  The  other  books  and  papers  of  his  collection  he  will  also  de- 
liver at  Montpelier,  so  soon  as  he  can  arrange  them  and  make  out  cata- 
logues. For  these  Mr.  Stevens  did  not  name  any  specific  price,  but  re- 
marked that  there  would  be  no  difficulty  in  agreeing  upon  the  amount  of 
compensation. 

Mr.  Stevens's  collection  is  certainly  very  valuable,  containing  a  mass 
of  facts  and  incidents  relating  to  the  early  history  of  the  State,  and  of 
the  leading  men  of  those  times,  which  cannot  be  found  in  any  other  col- 
lection; many  of  which  probably  exist  no  where  else.  This  collection 
has  cost  Mr.  Stevens  a  great  amount  of  both  money  and  time,  for  which 
he  cannot  expect  to  be  Fully  remunerated.  If  no  other  bargain  can  be 
made  with  Mr.  Stevens,  I  should  recommend  that  the  State  purchase  all 
his  files  of  newspapers  that  are  printed  in  the  State,  together  with  all  his 
books  and  papers  which  relate  to  the  political  and  civil  history  of  the 
State. 

As  Mr.  Stevens  had  not  arranged  his  pamphlets  and  written  correspond- 
ence, which  he  proposed  to  have  done  previously  to  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Legislature,  Mr.  Chadwick  and  I  found  it  necessary  to  defer  the  com- 
pletion of  our  report  until  next  fall.  With  this  understanding,  Mr.  Chad- 
wick, after  examining  the  collection  of  newspapers,  returned  to  St  Johns- 
bury,  leaving  me  to  make  further  examinations,  to  which  I  devoted  anoth- 
er day. 

I  am  not  authorised  to  assert  that  Mr.  Chadwick  would  recommend  the 
purchase  of  all  the  Newspapers  printed  in  this  State  down  to  the  present 
time ;  for  the  subject  was  not  discussed  by  us.  Yet  he  agreed  with  me 
in  the  expediency  of  purchasing  all  those  printed  previously  to  the  year 
1800.

PROM  ONE  OP  THE  DIRECTORS  OP  THE  NEW  YORK  IN- 
STITUTION OP  THE  BLIND. 

[REFERRED  TO  ON  PAGE  50  OF  THE  JOURNAL.]    I 

To  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Vermont: 

Sir  :— Several  applications  on  behalf  of  Blind  children,  in  your 
(State,  have  been  made  to  me  as  one  of  the  Directors  of  the  .New  York 
Institution  for  the  Blind,  to  learn  the  terms  of  admission^  course  of  study, 
&c;  in  all  which  cases,  I  have  given  such  information  as  was  in  my 
power,  accompanied  by  the  suggestion  that  I  was  not  aware  of  any  Leg* 
relative  provision  yet  made  in  Vermont  on  this  subject,  and  therefore  the 
expense  would  fall  upon  the  friends  of  the  pupils ;  these  being  poor,  were 
compelled  to  abandon  the  attempt 

We  have  the  required  accommodations  for  more  pupils,  and  the  object 
of  this  note  is  respectfully  to  ask  your  attention  to  the  situation  of  these 
blind  children,  and  whether  it  would  not  be  proper  at  the  next  session 
of  your  Legislature  to  make  provision  for  the  education  of  some,  or  ally 
of  them 

On  our  application,  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  some  years  since,  passed 
a  law  authorizing  the  Governor  to  select  a  certain  number  of  the  Blind, 
between  the  ages  of  8  and  25  years,  and  have  them  instructed.  Under 
that  law  have  been  placed  with  us  some  10  pupils,  and  about  an  equal 
number  in  the  Pennsylvania  Institution,  at  an  expense  of  $200  per  an- 
num, each. 

Ifvour  Legislature  were  to  act  in  the  premises,  it  might  be  well  to  give 
the  jJxecutive  the  power  to  divide  the  pupils  between  tnis  and  the  Boston 
Institution,  in  order  to  test  the  relative  merits  of  each. 

I  am  quite  sure  that  the  benevolence  of  the  object  will  furnish  a  suf- 
ficient apology  for  the  liberty  I  take  in  addressing  you,  and  if  it  be  fa- 
vorably entertained,  will  furnish  me  the  opportunity  of  forwarding  to 
your  address,  Pamphlets  containing  the  enactments  of  this  State  for  the 
education  of  the  Blind,  together  with  some  of  our  annual  Reports  indi- 
cating the  success  of  our  Tabors.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  27th  ult  is  before  me.  Herewith  I 
forward  to  your  address,  a  pamphlet  containing  aU  our  Legislative  acts 
in  relation  to  the  education  of  the  Blind ;  also  the  By-Laws  of  the  Cor- 
poration, and  Rules  of  the  House ;  another  pamphlet,  being  the  tenth 
Annual  Report  to  the  Legislature.  This  contains  a  history  of  our  Insti- 
tution, from  the  first  step  taken  in  this  philanthropic  work,  down  to  the 
close  of  the  year  1845, — list  of  pupils,  specimens  of  their  composition, 
tables  of  the  manufacturing  department  &c,  &c;  to  which  I  add,  taken 
from  an  earlier  report,  a  fac  sxmiU  of  the  hand  writing  of  the  Blind,  but 
by  no  means  the  best  we  could  furnish. 

The  report  will,  I  trust,  prove  an  interesting  document  in  the  reading, 
and  exhibiting,  as  it  does,  the  large  capital  expended  in  this  enterprise, 
convince  you,  and  the  Legislature  of  Vermont,  that  true  economy  will 
be  promoted  by  availing  yourselves  of  the  facilities-  already  existing, 
rather  than  to  attempt  the  foundation  of  a  new  school  within  your  own 
State ;  indeed,  it  may  be  assumed  that  the  three  Institutions  of  Boston, 
New  York  and  Philadelphia  can  furnish  educational  facilities  to  all  the 
Blind  of  the  Northern  and  Middle  States,  of  suitable  age  to  receive  in* 
struction. 

The  suggestion  I  made  in  my  former  letter,  to  divide  your  pupils  be- 
tween us  and  Boston,  was,  as  I  remarked,  that  the  merits  of  each  could 
be  tested,  emulation  promoted,  and  perhaps,  more  than  all,  to  shew  that 
we  were  not  moved  by  mercenary  motives. 

I  shall  be  obliged  if  you  can  briefly  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  this 
and  the  Pamphelets,  and  give  me  leave  again  to  address  you,  should  any- 
thing occur  making  it  proper  to  do  so.

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REPORT 

OP  MR.  HARRINGTON,  FROM  THE  SELECT  COMMITTEE 
ON  THE  STATE  PRISON. 

[REFERRED  TO  ON  PAGE  66  OF  THE  JOURNAL.] 

To  the  Han.  Senate: 

Your  Select  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  Senate  bill 
No.  2,  entitled  an  "  act  to  provide  for  building  of  a  State's  Prison 
on  Isle  La  Mott,"  beg  leave  to  report,  that  they  have  considered 
the  same,  and  are  of  the  opinion,  that  the  same  ought  to  be  amen- 
ded, by  erasing  the  word  'ten'  in  the  first  line  in  the  13th  Sec- 
tion, and  inserting  the  word  '  eight '  in  lieu  thereof,  and  by  adding 
an  additional  Section  as  follows  : 

"  Sec.  14.  That  said  prison  agent  may,  with  the  advice  and 
order  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  take  from  the  prison  at 
Windsor,  clothing,  provisions,  arms,  furniture,  fixtures  and  tools, 
from  time  to  time,  for  the  erection  and  furnishing  said  prison  on 
Isle  La  Mott,  and  the  guarding  and  supporting  the  prisoners,  that 
may  be  removed,  as  can  be  conveniently  spared  at  Windsor,  and 
are  required  at  Isle  La  Mott." 

And  that  said  bill,  when  so  amended,  ought  to  pass.  And  your 
committee  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  special  report  of  facts 
and  conclusions  in  relation  to  the  same  : 

That  the  business  carried  on  in  the  State  Prison,  is  carriage 
making,  shoe  making,  (mostly  for  customers,  of  which  they  have 
about  200,)  with  a  very  small  amount  of  coopering ;  that  the  pres- 
ent number  of  convicts  is  55 — this  appears  to  be  less  than  the  usual 
number ;  the  general  average  number  your  committee  find  to  be 
65,  and  the  average  length  of  service  to  be  3  years. 

Tour  committee  find  that  the  prison,  since  its  erection,  and  ex- 
clusive of  that  expense,  from  the  year  1809  to  this  time,  being  39 
years,  has  cost  the  State  $181,142  30,  equal  to  $4,644  67  each 
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year  ;  or  a  loss  to  the  State  on  each  convict  for  99  years,  of  $1,34 
each  week.  To  make  this  aggregate  of  loss,  we  take  the  direct 
'  appropriations  by  special  acts  of  the  Legislature,  to  which  we 
have  added  each  year  $283  53  for  allowances  by  the  Auditor  of 
Accounts,  which  are  paid  above  the  direct  appropriations,  to  which 
sum  we  might  add  the  expenses  of  extraordinary  investigations 
which  have  been  audited  and  paid,  above  the  appropriations,  and 
perhaps  salaries  of  officers  to  some  extent ;  but  the  above  is  suffi- 
cient, in  the  mind  of  your  committee,  to  induce  them  to  recommend 
measures  of  relief  from  this  expense,  (to  which  no  parallel  is  found 
in  the  prisons  of  other  States,)  so  far  as  can  be  done  with  econ- 
omy and  safety  to  the  State. 

Your  Committee  cannot  resist  the  conviction,  that  this  unpre- 
cedented loss  by  the  prison  has  its  origin  chiefly  in  endeavors  to 
prosecute  various  kinds  of  mechanical  business,  requiring  skill 
far  beyond  what  can  be  attained  by  convict  labor,  either  by  for* 
ming  them  out  to  contractors,  or  prosecuting  it  under  the  manage- 
ment of  superintendents,  and  more  especially  in  all  mechanical 
business,  where  the  stock  forms  any  considerable  portion  of  the 
article  manufactured. 

Your  committee  learn  that  propositions  have  been  made  by  gen- 
tlemen living  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  for  hiring  the  labor 
of  such  convicts  as  can  be  spared  from  the  ordinary  domestic 
concerns  of  the  prison,  by  the  day.  They  propose  to  give  two 
shillings  per  day,  for  the  term  of  five  years,  to  employ  them  in 
the  prison  in  the  manufacturing  of  cutlery,  and  scythe  snaths,  the 
prisoners  to  be  boarded,  clothed,  doctored,  and  guarded  by  the 
State,  as  well  as  the  prison  warmed,  the  State  to  suffer  the  con- 
tractors to  add  to  or  repair  the  steam  engine  in  the  prison  to  the 
amount  of  not  exceeding  $500  00,  and  deduct  it  from  day  wages 
of  the  prisoners.  There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  binding  obli- 
gation, on  the  part  of  those  gentlemen,  to  enter  into  this  contract, 
but  Mr.  Harlow  and  one  of  the  Directors  testify,  that  they  have 
no  doubts  such  contract  could  be  made.  Your  committee  would 
say,  that  47  prisoners  are  shown  to  be  the  number  that  could  be 
spared,  retaining  enough  to  perform  the  prison  work.  These  47 
prisoners,  making  no  allowance  for  lost  time,  would  perform  14,- 
721  days'  work  in  a  year,  but  deducting  for  casualties  5  per  cent., 
would  be  say  736  days,  leaving  13,985  days'  work  in  one  year — the 
wages  producing  $4,661  66 ;  while  it  is  found  that  the  ordinary 
expenses  of  the  prison  alone  amount  to  $8,037  28.  The  present 
Superintendent,  Mr.  Harlow,  thinks,  by  thus  farming  out  the  con- 
victs, some  $4,000  might  be  saved  in  the  amount  of  ordinary  ex- 
penses of  the  prison.  Allowing  all  this,  the  ordinary  expense 
would  be  reduced  to  $7,637  28,  and  the  convicts  would  fail  to  pay 
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the  prison  expense  by  $2,975  62.  This  calculation,  based  upon 
the  flattering  prospects  ahead,  at  the  Windsor  location,  will  not! 
when  the  extraordinary  expenditures  come  to  be  added,  amount  to 
any  very  strong  inducement  to  delay  taking  the  first  steps  to  re- 
move to  a  more  favorable  location. 

Your  committee  are  aware,  that  a  variety  of  expedients  have 
been  resorted  to  in  this  State,  to  employ  convict  labor  in  different 
branches  of  mechanical  industry,  with  a  view  to  profit,  while  it 
appears  that  each  shift  has  been  attended  with  additional  expense 
to  the  State,  leaving  a  clear  conviction,  that,  to  save  the  State 
from  this  growing  evil,  convicts  must  be  employed  on  stock  of 
little  or  no  value,  and,  by  such  labor  as  they  are  adapted  to  perform, 
be  thereby  rendered  valuable,  and  command  a  fair  price  and  a 
ready  sale. 

With  a  view  to  the  objects  contemplated  in  the  bill  committed 
to  us,  to  provide  for  building  a  State  Prison  on  Isle  La  Mott,  our 
attention  has  been  turned  to  that  spot,  with  its  many  stone  und 
marble  quarries,  and  to  that  of  employing  the  convicts  in  quar- 
rying and  stone-cutting,  and  thus  raising  from  the  earth  the  ele- 
ments of  employment  and  profit. 

Your  committee  are  fully  satisfied,  that  all  the  desirable  ob- 
jects of  a  change  of  location  can  be  obtained ;  indeed,  it  may  be 
well  doubted,  whether  another  spot  could  be  found  in  the  United 
States  or  elsewhere,  presenting  so  many  advantages  in  every  point 
of  view,  as  Isle  La  Mott,  for  erecting  permanent  buildings  at  a 
cheap  rate,  for  raising,  cutting  and  fitting  stone  for  market  of  ev- 
ery desirable  size  and  shape,  as  well  as  the  health  and  security  of 
the  convicts.  Men  best  acquainted  with  the  use  and  market  of 
Isle  La  Mott  stone  for  building  and  sawing  purposes,  confirm  us 
in  the  opinion,  that  all  the  labor  of  our  convicts  would  not  supply 
more  than  one  third  the  present  demand  for  stone,  more  especially 
if  any  considerable  amount  should  be  cut  in  the  prison,  (which 
we  have  no  doubt  would  be  the  case;)  and  that  the  call  for  those 
stone  is  continually  increasing,  both  in  Canada  and  in  the  U.  S. 

The  business  of  quarrying  blocks,  to  be  sold  in  the  rough,  is 
now  carried  on  at  Isle  La  Mott ;  the  lowest  price  at  which  labo- 
rers are  hired  is  80  cents  per  day,  and  at  this  rate  the  stone  yield 
a  net  profit  of  from  6  to  12  cents  for  each  cubic  foot,  we  will  say 
6  cents ;  in  this  point  of  view,  we  can  have  no  doubt  that  the  con- 
vict labor  for  every  three  months,  say  47  hands,  would  easily 
quarry  out  and  put  on  ship  board,  50,000  cubic  feet,  thus  produ- 
cing the  net  profit,  above  the  labor,  of  $3,000,  or  at  the  rate  of 
$12,000  in  one  year  ;  while  this  may  be  looked  upon  as  a  low  pro- 
duce of  labor,  for  47  men,  equal,  probably,  to  30  common  labo- 
rers ;  yet  it  should  be  recollected  that  in  this  view,  the  convict's 
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labor  must  pass  to  the  credit  of  the  State,  which  we  call  50  cents 
per  day,  for  as  50  bears  to  80,  so  we  suppose  convict  labor  should 
bear  to  ordinary  free  labor,  thus  making  the  conviet  labor  further 
available  to  the  State,  at  the  rate  of  50  cents  per  day,  making  $7,» 
860  50;  deduct  for  siekness  and  loss  of  time  5  per  cent,  $368  02, 
leaving  available  for  47  convicts  $6,092  48,  which  added  to  the 
profits  on  stone  as  above  stated,  makes  $18,992  48  per  year.  The 
rubble  stone  or  waste  in  quarrying,  is  equal  to  20  per  cent,  upon 
the  whole  of  the  blocks,  which  would  be  40,000  cubic  feet,  and 
which,  if  not  more  valuable  for  lime,  is  worth  on  the  quarries  3 
cents  per  cubic  foot,  which  is  equal  to  $1,20000  each  year,  which, 
added,  makes  the  sum  total  $20,192  48,  thus  being  nearly,  if  not 
quite,  double  the  ordinary  and  extraordinary  expenses  of  our  State 
Prison.  The  foregoing  is  presented  as  the  result  of  our  investiga- 
tion, after  making  all  reasonable  deductions,  from  the  evidence 
before  us ;  not  that  it  is  thought  that  the  convicts,  in  case  of  re- 
moval, would  be  employed  in  quarrying  alone,  but  in  cutting  stone ; 
which,  with  the  advantages  presented  on  Isle  La  Mott,  and  the  per- 
fect adaptation  of  prison  labor  to  that  object,  is  believed  to  be  the 
most  profitable  business  that  ever  can  be  brought  within  the  com- 
pass of  a  prison  yard,  and  we  have  no  doubt  that  one  located  on 
some  suitable  Isle  La  Mott  quarry,  can  at  once  be  made  a  source 
of  income  to>the  State  above  all  expense. 

As  to  the  quarries  of  Isle  La  Mott,  they  are  not  overlaid  with 
earth,  consequently  no  expense  is  required  to  open  them  for  use  ; 
and  can  be  obtained  to  any  desirable  extent  of  territory  or  quanti- 
ty of  stone.  On  this  point  we  subjoin  a  statement  of  Professor 
Thompson,  and  refer  to  the  report  of  the  Commissioners  sent  out 
with  a  view  to  this  subject,  under  a  joint  resolution  of  last  ses- 
sion, as  well  as  to  the  18th  and  19th  pages  of  the  third  annual  re- 
port of  the  State  Geologist,  on  the  same  subject. 

Finally,  your  Committee  have  no  doubt,  that  whenever  the  ma- 
terial on  which  convict  labor  can  be  employed,  is  obtained  without 
expense  to  the  State,  and  within  the  limits  of  a  prison  yard,  of  a 
kind  on  which  prison  labor  can  be  bestowed,  with  anything  like 
reasonable  reward  for  their  labor,  compared  with  free  labor  of  the 
surrounding  country,  the  State  will  be  saved  from  expense,  and 
not  otherwise.     All  which  is  respectfully  submitted,  by

Dear  Sir — In  reply  to  your  inquiry,  whether  I  am  acquainted 
with  Fisk's  marble  quarry,  on  the  Isle  La  Mott,  and  what  I  think 
of  it  as  a  site  for  a  State  Prison — I  would  say,  that  I  have  several 
times  visited  the  quarry,  and  have  given  it  a  pretty  careful  exam- 
ination ;  and  if  it  be  the  object  to  employ  the  convicts  in  quar- 
rying and  hammering  stone,  I  think  it  has  advantages  over  any 
other  quarry  with  which  I  am  acquainted,  as  a  location  for  a  State 
Prison.  The  stone  is  of  excellent  quality,  and  may  be  easily  quar- 
ried in  blocks  of  almost  any  shape  or  dimensions.  The  quarry 
lies  immediately  upon  the  lake  shore,  where  there  is  a  good  land- 
ing, and  it  presents  a  breast  for  quarrying  of  about  40  feet  in  height 
above  the  level  of  the  lake.  The  strata  have  a  slight  dip  to  the 
northeast  or  inland,  but  still  I  think  that  ten  acres  might  be  inclo- 
sed in  a  prison-yard,  which  would  furnish  a  perpendicular  thick- 
ness of  rock,  above  the  lake,  of  33  feet.  That  thickness  would 
yield  1,437,480  cubic  feet  of  stone  to  each  acre,  and  the  ten  acres 
would  furnish  14,374,800  cubic  feet,  which,  at  100,000  feet  per 
annum,  would  last  about  144  years.  The  stone  of  the  quarry 
would  be  suitable  for  the  walls  of  the  prison  and  yard  and  for  mak- 
ing the  lime,  and  a  few  rods  north  of  the  quarry  is  a  plenty  of 
sand  suitable  for  mortar.

To  the  Legislature: 

I  herewith  transmit  a  communication  from  the  Auditor  of  Ac- 
counts, relating  to  expenses  incurred  by  the  State,  growing  out  of  the 
"  Patriot  War  *  for  which,  it  is  believed,  the  State  has  a  good  claim  ar 
gainst  the  General  Government 

It  appears  that,  when  the  Legislature  acted  upon  this  subject  in  1842, 
a  part  of  the  expenses  which  Vermont  had  borne  was  overlooked,  and 
that  consequently  no  claim  for  that  part  has  ever  been  presented  to  the 
United  States  Government  And  as  it  does  not  appear  that  the  claim  for 
that  part,  which  was  then  under  consideration,  has  ever  been  prosecuted 
and  allowed,  it  is  deemed  proper  that  the  claim  should  be  presented  anew, 
embracing  all  expenses  of  the  character  in  question  up  to  the  present 
time. 

The  subject,  however,  is  submitted  to  the  legislature  for  such  action 
as  may  be  judged  expedient

His  Excellency,  Horace  Eaton,  Governor,  fyc  : 

From  a  recent  investigation,  it  appears  that  in  order  to  defray  the 
expenses,  and  make  good  the  losses  incurred  during  the  disturbances  on 
the  northern  frontier  in  1838  and  1839,  (during  the  Patriot  war,  so  called,) 
this  state  has,  by  acts  of  the  several  dates  here  named,  appropriated  to 
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The  11th  Regiment  of  Militia,  November  19, 1899,  $1450  03 

Town  of  Alburgh,  October  29, 1840,  657  18 

The  12th  Regiment,  October  24, 1840,  437  61 

Lawrence  Brainard,  November  11, 1841,  51  25 

Thomas  H.  Fuller,  November  10, 1841,  10  00 

Abel  Drory,  November  1, 1841,  300  00 

Town  of  Alburgh,  November  7, 1842,  75  66 

Amounting  to     (2981  73 

Besides  which,  the  sum  of  $80  is  granted  to  Jerome  J.  Beardsley,  for 
services  of  the  same  kind,  by  an  act  now  under  consideration. 

All  these  expenses  were  incurred  at  the  express  request  of  the  War 
Department  of  the  United  States,  and  constitute  a  good  claim  against 
the  General  Government  A  part  of  them  were  accordingly  laid  before 
Congress  at  the  session  of  1840 — 41,  and  the  amount  would  probably 
have  been  reimbursed  to  this  State,  had  not  that  body  adjourned  before 
one  document  could  be  obtained,  which  was  requisite  to  complete  the 
proof,  and  which  can,  no  doubt,  be  readily  furnished. 

In  1842,  the  attention  of  the  General  Assembly  was  called  to  this  sub- 
ject, and  a  resolution  was  passed,  requesting  the  Governor  to  apply  to 
Congress,  for  the  reimbursement  of  part  of  the  expenses.  What  meas- 
ures were  taken  in  pursuance  of  the  above  resolution,  I  do  not  know ; 
but  on  application  to  the  Treasury  Department,  it  seems  that  nothing 
has  eveT  been  received ;  nor  can  I  learn  that  any  steps  have  been  taken 
since,  to  prosecute  the  claim.

TRATIVE OP  THE  EARLY  HISTORY  OP  THE  STATE 
OP  VERMONT. 

[REFERRED  TO  ON  PAGE  100  OP  THE  JOURNAL.] 

Having  been  appointed  a  Commissioner,  b y  your  Excellency,  to  cany 
into  effect  the  following  Resolutions  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Nov. 
A.  D.  1846 : 

"Resolved,  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  That  His  Ex- 
cellency, the  Governor,  be  hereby  authorized  to  take  such  measures  as 
he  may  deem  expedient,  to  procure  one  copy  of  the  Statutes  and  Journals, 
and  State  papers  of  every  description  printed  by  the  General  Assembly 
of  this  State,  from  the  beginning  of  the  Government  to  the  present  time, 
and  cause  the  same  to  be  delivered  to  the  agent  of  the  managers  of  the 
British  Museum  in  the  city  of  New  York,  upon  such  terms  as  he  may 
consider  just  and  equitable : 

"  Resolved,  That  the  Governor  be  hereby  authorized  to  take  such  meas- 
ures as  he  may  deem  expedient,  to  procure  the  originals,  if  practicable, 
if  not,  copies  of  all  such  documents  in  the  public  offices  of  Great  Brit- 
ain, or  elsewhere  in  Europe,  as  in  his  judgment  may  seem  necessary  to 
complete  the  records,  or  illustrate  the  early  history  of  this  State,  and  that 
the  Governor  be  authorized  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasury,  on  the 
delivery  of  such  papers : 

"  Resolved,  That  the  Governor  be  hereby  authorized  to  take  such  meas- 
ures as  he  may  deem  expedient,  to  procure  the  originals,  if  practicable, 
if  not,  copies  of  all  such  documents  as  may  be  found  in  the  State  De- 
partments of  other  States,  and  in  the  hands  of  individuals,  which  gor  to 
illustrate  the  early  history  of  this  State;  and  that  the  Governor  be  au- 
thorized to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  delivery  of  such  papers  for  such  sums 
as  he  may  think  proper : 

«  Resolved,  That  the  Governor  be  hereby  authorized  to  take  such  meas- 
ures as  he  may  consider  necessary,  to  secure  the  remaining  papers  per- 
taining to  the  Surveyor  General's  Department,  and  cause  them  to  be  ar- 
ranged and  bound  into  volumes,  with  a  suitable  index ;  also,  cause  the 
compass,  chains  and  instruments  belonging  to  the  State  to  be  deposited  in 
the  State  Department :   and  that  the  Governor  be  authorized  to  draw  his 
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warrant  on  the  Treasury  for  such  expenditures  as  he  may  consider  just 
and  proper." 

So  far  as  relates  to  the  first  Resolution :  on  receiving  your  Excellen- 
cy's order  on  the  Librarian,  for  such  documents  as  could  be  spared  from 
the  Library,  from  the  Librarian  I  received  the  following  books  for  the 
British  Museum :

The  remaining  pamphlet  laws,  from  the  first  published,  A.  D.  1779,  and 
revised  statutes,  I  selected  from  my  private  Library.  I  also  selected,  from 
my  collection  of  printed  Journals  of  the  General  Assembly,  from  Octo- 
ber 1784  to  Oct  1846,  save  such  as  furnished  by  the  Librarian  as  above. 

I  am  happy  in  saying,  that  I  have  been  able  to  furnish  the  Pamphlet 
Laws,  from  1779  and  Revised  Statutes,  and  Journals  of  Assembly,  from 
Oct  1784  to  the  present  time,  with  very  few  exceptions.  I  have  not  been 
able  to  recover  any  printed  Journals  of  the  General  Assembly,  previous 
to  October  A.  D.  1784.  I  therefore  caused  the  Journals  of  the  Council 
of  safety,  and  the  Journals  of  the  Council  and  House  of  Representatives, 
to  be  copied,  from  August  1777  to  Oct  1784,  with  a  design  to  forward  the 
same,  with  the  printed  documents,  to  the  British  Museum.  I  correspond- 
ed with  the  Agent  of  the  British  Museum  in  London  upon  the  subject, 
and  from  him  I  learnt  that  a  printed  copy  would  be  as  acceptable,  and  re- 
commended that  all  the  documents  designed  for  the  British  Museum  be 
retained  until  his  arrival  in  this  country,  which  is  now  daily  expected. 

As  to  the  second  resolution :  I  immediately  wrote  to  a  friend  in  London, 
who  was  permitted  to  examine  and  select  such  documents  as  related  to 
the  early  history  of  Vermont  I  furnished  a  list  of  such  documents,  as 
were  known  to  exist  in  this  country,  in  various  State  departments ;  and 
such  documents  as  could  not  be  found  in  our  State  departments,  I  direc- 
ted to  be  copied,  but  as  yet,  have  received  no  returns. 

The  State  of  New  York,  some  years  since,  at  a  very  great  expense, 
procured,  copied  from  the  Public  Offices  in  England,  Holland  and  France, 
all  such  documents  as  the  Agent  of  the  State  considered  necessary  in 
relation  to  her  Colonial  History  from  the  earliest  period  to  the  commence- 
ment of  the  Revolutionary  War.  I  went  to  Albany,  New  York,  April 
last ;  I  was  there  kindly  received  and  aided  in  selecting  from  the  London 
and  Paris  documents,  such  documents  as  I  considered  proper,  in  relation 
to  the  early  discovery  of  the  Territory  of  Vermont ;  settlement ;  Territory 
claimed  by  England  as  well  as  that  of  France ;  the  final  settlement  of 
the  boundary  between  those  two  Governments  ;  next  the  settlement  made 
on  the  territory  claimed  by  James,  Duke  of  York,  as  being  granted  to 
him  by  his  brother,  Charles  the  2d ;  next,  the  pretended  claim  of  the  col* 
ony  of  New  York  to  the  territory  of  Vermont,  by  virtue  of  the  grant 
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made  by  Charles  2d  to  the  said  Duke  of  York ;  next,  the  claim  of  the 
colony  of  New  York  to  the  West  bank  of  Connecticut  River,  by  virtue 
of  his  Majesty  and  Council's  decree  of  July,  A.  D.  1764  ;  lastly,  the  doc- 
uments in  relation  to  the  doings  of  the  Governor,  Council  and  General 
Assembly  of  the  colony  of  New  York,  in  relation  to  the  New  Hampshire 
grants,  so  called,  and  the  establishing  of  the  counties  of  Albany,  Charlotte, 
Cumberland  and  Gloucester ;  such  documents  as  related  to  the  appoint- 
ment of  Civil  and  Military  officers  under  New  York,  within  the  New 
Hampshire  grants,  so  long  as  the  colony  or  State  of  New  York  pretend- 
ed to  claim  jurisdiction  over  this  State  ;  and  such  documents  as  in  any 
manner  related  to  said  controversy  before  the  commencement  of  the  Rev* 
olutionary  War,  and  during  said  war,  up  to  the  time  a  final  settlement 
was  made  between  this  State  and  the  State  of  New  York. 

Your  Excellency  may  consider,  that  I  have  endeavored  to  cultivate  too 
extensive  a  field.  I  considered  it  necessary,  in  order  to  sustain  the  position 
which  our  political  fathers  took  in  the  controversy  with  New  York.  The 
colony  of  New  York,  as  early  as  1700,  set  up  their  claim  to  all  lands 
West  of  Connecticut  River  to  Deleware  Bay;  including  lands  previously 
granted  to  the  colony  of  Massachusetts  and  Connecticut 

The  colony  of  New  York  had  a  long  controversy  with  the  colonies  of 
Connecticut,  Massachusetts,  New  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania,  previous  to 
the  commencement  of  the  Revolutionary  War,  as  to  their  boundaries. 

Hon.  William  Smith,  in  his  history  of  the  province  of  New  York,  pub- 
lished A.  D.  175G,  gives  the  particulars  as  to  the  controversy  with  the 
aforesaid  colonies  as  to  their  boundaries,  and,  as  an  honest  historian,  ad- 
mits that  the  province  of  New  York  claimed  all  the  country  belonging  to 
the  Crown  of  Great  Britain,  not  already  granted :  "  for,"  says  Smith,  "  we 
are  to  consider  New  York  among  her  sister  colonies,  to  borrow  a  law 
phrase,  as  a  residuary  legatee  ;  hence  we  have,  from  the  beginning,  beer/ 
exposed  to  controversies  about  limits." 

Soon  after  the  jurisdiction  of  the  colony  of  New  York,  17G4,  was  ex- 
tended to  the  West  bank  of  Connecticut  River,  and  the  province  of  New 
York  claimed  and  endeavored  to  exercise  jurisdiction,  they  were  resisted 
by  the  inhabitants  of  the  New  Hampshire  grants.  Many  of  the  inhabit- 
ants of  the  New  Hampshire  grants,  A.  D.  1766,  signed  a  petition  to  his 
Majesty,  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy ;  the  original  I  have  in  my  pos- 
session, with  944  signatures. 

"  To  the  King's  most  excellent  Majesty :" 
"The  Humble   Petition   or    the    several  Subscribers  hereto. 

"  Your  Majesty's  Most  Loyal  subjects  sheweth  to  your  majesty : 
'  "  That  we  obtained,  at  considerable  expense,  of  your  Majesty's  Govern- 
or of  the  province  of  New  Hampshire,  grants  and  patents  of  more  than 
one  hundred  Townships,  in  the  western  parts  of  the  said  snpposed  prov- 
ince ;  and  being  about  to  settle  the  same  many  of  us,  and  others  of  us 
having  actually  planted  ourselves  on  the  same,  were  disagreeably  surpri- 
sed and  prevented  from  going  on  with  the  further  intended  settlements, 
by  the  news  of  its  having  been  determined  by  your  Majesty  in  Council, 
that  those  lands  were  within  the  province  of  New  York ;  and  by  a  proc- 
lamation issued  by  Lieutenant  Governor  Colden,  in  consequence  thereof, 
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forbidding  any  further  settlement  until  patents  of  confirmation  should  be 
obtained  from  the  Governor  of  New  York.  Whereupon,  we  applied  to 
the  Governor  of  the  said  province  of  New  York,  to  have  the  same  lands 
confirmed  to  us,  in  the  same  manner  as  they  had  been  at  first  granted  to 
us  by  the  Governor  of  the  said  province  of  New  Hampshire  ;  when,  to 
our  utter  astonishment,  we  found  the  same  could  not  be  done,  without  our 
paying,  as  fees  of  office  for  the  same,  at  the  rate  of  twenty-five  pounds 
New  York  money,  equal  to  about  fourteen  pounds  sterling,  for  every 
thousand  acres  of  said  lands,  and  amounting  to  about  three  hundred  and 
thirty  pounds  sterling,  at  a  medium,  for  each  of  said  Townships,  and 
which  will  amount  in  the  whole  to  about  £33,000  sterling,  besides  a  quit- 
rent  of  two  shillings  and  sixpence  sterling,  for  every  hundred  acres 
of  said  lands ;  and  which,  being  utterly  unable  to  do  and  perform,  we 
find  ourselves  reduced  to  the  sad  necessity  of  losing  all  our  past  expenses 
and  advancements ;  and  many  of  us  have  been  reduced  to  absolute 
poverty  and  want,  having  expended  our  all  in  making  said  settlements. 

"  Wherupon,  your  petitioners  beg  leave  most  humbly  to  observe : 

"  1st  That  when  wc  applied  for  and  obtained  said  grants  of  said  lands, 
the  same  were  and  had  been  at  all  times  fully  understood  and  reputed  to 
lie  and  be  within  the  said  province  of  New  Hampshire,  and  well  within 
the  power  of  the  Governor  of  that  province  to  grant ;  so  that  your  peti- 
tioners humbly  hope  they  are  equitably  entitled  to  a  confirmation  of  the 
said  grants  to  them. 

"2d.  The  said  grants  were  made  and  received  on  the  moderate 
terms  of  your  petitioners  paying  as  quit-rent  one  shilling  only,  proclam- 
ation money,  equal  to  nine  pence  sterling,  per  hundred  acres ;  and  which 
induced  us  to  undertake  to  settle  said  Townships  throughout,  and  thereby 
to  form  a  full  and  compact  country  of  people,  whereas  the  imposing  the 
said  two  shillings,  and  six  pence  sterling  per  hundred  acres,  will  occasion 
all  the  more  rough  and  unprofitable  parts  of  said  lands  not  to  be  taken 
up,  but  pitches,  and  the  more  valuable  parcels  only,  to  be  laid  oat,  to  the 
utter  preventing  the  full  and  proper  settlement  of  said  country,  and  on 
the  whole  to  the  lessening  your  Majesty's  revenue. 

"  3d.  Your  humble  petitioners  conceived  that  the  insisting  to  have  large 
and  very  exorbitant  fees  of  office  to  raise,  and  be  computed  upon  every 
thousand  acres  in  every  Township  of  six  or  perhaps  more  miles  square, 
and  that  when  one  patent,  one  seal  and  one  step  only  of  every  kind,  to- 
wards the  completing  such  patents  of  confirmation  respectively,  is  nec- 
essary, is  without  all  reasonable  and  equitable  foundation,  and  must  and 
will  necessarily  terminate  in  the  totally  preventing  your  petitioners,  ob- 
taining the  said  lands,  and  so  the  same  will  fall  into  the  hands  of  the  rich, 
to  be  taken  up,  the  more  valuable  parts  only,  as  aforesaid,  and  those  per- 
haps not  entered  upon  and  settled  for  many  years  to  come ;  while  your 
petitioners,  with  their  numerous  and  helpless  families,  will  be  obliged  to 
wander  far  and  wide  to  find  where  to  plant  themselves  down,  so  as  to  be 
able  to  live.  Whereupon,  your  petitioners  most  humbly  and  earnestly 
pray,  that  your  Majesty  will  be  graciously  pleased  to  take  their  distressed 
state  and  condition  into  your  royal  consideration,  and  order  that  we  have 
our  said  lands  confirmed  and  quitted  to  us,  on  such  reasonable  terms  and 
in  such  way  and  manner  as  your  Majesty  shall  think  fit  Further,  we 
beg  leave  to  say,  that  if  it  might  be  consistent  with  your  Majesty's  royal 
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pleasure,  we  shall  esteem  it  a  very  great  favor  and  happiness  to  have  said 
Townships  put  and  continue  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Goverment  of 
the  said  province  of  New  Hampshire,  as  at  the  first,  as  every  emolument 
and  convenience,  both  public  and  private,  are,  in  your  petitioners'  humble 
opinion,  clearly  and  strongly  on  the  side  of  such  connection  with  New 
Hampshire  province.  AIT  which  favors,  or  such  and  so  many  of  them  as 
to  your  Majesty  shall  seem  meet  to  grant,  we  humbly  ask :  or  that  your 
Majesty  will  in  some  other  way  grant  relief  to  your  petitioners ;  and  tney, 
in  duty  bound,  shall  ever  pray. 

"  Dated  in  New  England,  November  1766,  and  in  the  seventh  year  of 
his  Majesty's  reign." 

Samuel  Robinson  of  Bennington,  accompanied  by  Dr.  Samuel  William 
Johnson  of  Connecticut  as  their  attorney,  went  to  England.  The  afore- 
said petition  was  presented.  His  Majesty  and  Council  did  in  a  measure 
reverse  their  decree  of  July  A.  D.  1764,  and  prohibited  the  Governor  and 
Council  of  New  York  granting  any  more  lands  in  said  disputed  territory, 
until  his  Majesty's  pleasure  he  Known.  The  following  is  a  copy  of  a 
letter  from  Lord  Shelburn  to  Sir  Henry  Moore,  Governor  of  the  province 
of  New  York : 

"  Whitehall,  April  11th,  1767. 

"  Sir  : — Two  petitions  having  been  most  humbly  presented  to  the  King 
in  Council,  one  by  the  incorporated  society  for  propagation  of  the  Gos- 
pel, and  the  other  by  Samuel  Robinson  of  Bennington,  in  behalf  of  him- 
self and  more  than  one  thousand  other  grantees  of  land  on  the  west  side 
of  Connecticut  River,  under  certain  grants  issued  by  Benning  Went- 
worth,  Esq.,  Governor  of  New  Hampshire,  &c,  praying  for  redress  in 
several  very  great  grievances  therein  set  forth — lest  there  should  be  any 
further  proceedings  in  this  matter,  till  such  time  as  the  Council  shall 
have  examined  into  the  grounds  of  it,  I  am  to  signify  to  you  his  Majes- 
ty's commands  that  you  make  no  more  grants  of  these  lands,  and  that 
you  do  not  molest  any  person  in  the  quiet  possession  of  his  grants,  who 
can  produce  good  and  valid  deeds  of  such  grants  under  the  seal  of  the 
province  of  New  Hampshire,  until  you  receive  further  orders  respecting 
them.  In  my  letter  or  the  11th  December,  I  was  very  explicit  upon  the 
point  of  former  grants.  You  are  therein  directed  to  "  take  care  that  the 
inhabitants,  lying  westward  of  line  reported  by  the  Lords  of  Trade  as  the 
boundary  of  the  two  provinces,  be  not  molested  on  account  of  territorial 
differences  or  disputed  jurisdictions,  for  whatever  province  the  settlers  may 
be  found  to  belong  to,  it  should  make  no  difference  in  their  property,  pro- 
vided that  their  tiues  to  their  lands  should  be  found  good  in  other  re- 
spects, or  that  they  have  been  long  in  the  uninterrupted  possession." 

His  Majesty's  instructions  are  so  clearly  expressed  to  you  in  the  above 
paragraph,  that  I  cannot  doubt  of  your  having  immediately  upon  receipt 
of  it  removed  every  cause  of  those  complaints  which  the  petitioners  set 
forth.  If  not,  it  is  the  King's  express  command  that  it  may  be  done  with- 
out the  smallest  delay.  The  power  of  granting  lands  was  vested  in  the 
Governors  of  the  colony  originally  for  the  purpose  of  accommodating, 
not  distressing  settlers,  especially  the  poor  and  industrious ;  any  perversion 
of  that  power  therefore  must  be  highly  derogatory,  both  from  the  dignity 
of  their  stations  and  from  that  disinterested  character  which  a  Governor 
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ought  to  support,  and  which  his  Majesty  expects  from  every  pereon  hon- 
ored by  him  with  a  commission. 

"  The  unreasonableness  of  obliging  a  very  large  tract  of  country  to  pay 
a  tecond  time  the  immense  sum  of  thirty-three  thousand  pounds  in  fees, 
according  to  the  allegations  of  the  petition,  for  no  other  reason  than  its 
being  found  necessary  to  settle  the  line  of  boundary  between  the  colo- 
nies in  question,  is  so  unjustifiable  that  his  Majesty  is  not  only  determined 
to  have  the  strictest  enquiry  made  into  the  circumstances  of  the  charge, 
but  expects  the  clearest  and  fullest  answer  to  every  part  of  it 

44 1  am,  sir, 

44  SHELBURN." 

The  Governor,  Council  and  Assembly  of  New  York  paid  little  or  no 
attention  to  the  aforesaid  instructions,  but  continued  to  grant  lands  and 
exercise  jurisdiction.  This  right  of  jurisdiction  and  ownership  was  in  a 
measure  denied  by  the  early  settlers,  and  after  several  years  of  forbear- 
ance and  at  a  time  when  forbearance  was  no  longer  a  virtue,  they  ap- 
plied the  beach  seal,  and  adopted  such  other  severe  methods  of  punish- 
ment as  they  in  their  wisdom  considered  necessary. 

The  Assembly  of  the  province  of  New  York,  A.  D.  1773,  published  a 
pamphlet  of  about  90  pages,  the  title  page  as  follows : 

-  "  A  state  of  the  right  of  the  colony  of  New  York  with  respect  to  its 
eastern  boundary  on  Connecticut  River,  so  far  as  concerns  the  late  en- 
croachments under  the  Government  of  New  Hampshire,  and  also  a  state 
of  the  rights  of  the  Colony  of  New  York,  so  far  as  concerns  the  grants 
formerly  made  by  the  French  Government  of  Canada  of  lands  on  Lake 
Champlain  and  at  the  southward  of  Crown  Point,  agreed  to  and  published 
by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  colony  of  New  York,  at  their  session  A. 
D.  1773." 

General  Allen,  by  order  of  convention,  published  a  pamphlet  of  211 
pages,  in  reply  to  the  foregoing,  the  title  page  of  which  is  as  follows : 

"  A  brief  notice  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Government  of  New  York, 
relative  to  their  obtaining  the  jurisdiction  of  that  large  district  of  land  to 
the  westward  from  Connecticut  River,  which,  antecedent  thereto,  had 
been  patented  by  his  Majesty's  Governor  and  Council  of  the  Government 
of  New  Hampshire ;  and  also  of  the  monopolizing  conduct  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  New  York  in  their  subsequently  patenting  part  of  the  same  land 
and  oppressing  the  grantees  and  settlers  under  New  Hampshire ;  together 
with  arguments  demonstrating  that  the  property  of  those  lands  was  con- 
veyed from  the  Crown  to  the  New  Hampshire  grantees  by  virtue  of  their 
respective  charters,  with  remarks  on  a  pamphlet  entitled  a  state  of  the 
rights  of  the  colony  of  New  York,  &c,  and  on  the  narrative  of  the  pro- 
ceedings subsequent  to  the  royal  adjudication  concerning  the  lands  to  the 
westward  of  Connecticut  River,  lately  usurped  by  New  Hampshire,  in- 
tended as  an  appendix  to  the  General  Assembly's  state  of  the  right  of 
the  colony  of  New  York  (with  respect  to  its  eastern  boundary  on  Con- 
necticut River  so  far  as  concerns  the  late  encroachments  under  the  Gov- 
ernment of  New  Hampshire,)  published  at  their  session,  1773 : 
44  By  Ethan  Allen. 
44  Bennington,  23d  September,  1774." 
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I  have  endeavored  to  collect  all  such  documents  as  tend  to  sustain  the 
complaints  set  forth  in  the  petition  to  his  Majesty  A.  D.  1766 ;  the  posi- 
tion taken  by  General  Ethan  Allen  in  his  "  brief  narrative,''  as  approved 
of  by  convention ;  the  complaints  set  forth  in  the  preamble  of  the  Dec- 
laration of  Independence  of  this  State,  as  unanimously  approved  of  in 
convention  at  Westminister  15th  January  1777 ;  and  complaints  set  forth 
in  the  preamble  to  our  first  Constitution,  adopted  by  convention  at  Wind- 
sor, July  2d,  1777.  These  interesting  documents  I  obtained  from  among 
the  public  records  of  our  sister  States,  and  at  Washington,  and  from  the 
public  offices  in  England  and  France.  Therefore  they  will  be  considered 
as  official 

Our  forefathers,  having  published  their  Declaration  of  Independence, 
adopted  a  Constitution  and  frame  of  Government,  organized  a  Govern- 
ment agreeable  to  their  Constitution,  elected  their  Commissioner  to  wait 
upon  the  American  Congress,  and  asked  to  have  Vermont  admitted  into 
the  American  Union  as  the  fourteenth  State.  New  York  objected,  still 
claiming  jurisdiction :  New  Hampshire  objected,  and  claimed  jurisdic- 
tion: and  Massachusetts  objected,  claiming  jurisdiction  to  about  one 
third  of  the  territory  of  Vermont  Our  Commissioners  plead  the  right 
to  Independence  and  the  important  military  services  already  rendered  the 
American  Colonies  in  the  capture  of  Ticonderoga  and  the  left  wing  of 
Burgoyne's  Army.  Congress  rejected  our  application.  We  were  then 
under  the  necessity  of  forming  an  alliance  with  some  of  our  neighbors, 
for  the  purpose  of  better  enabling  ourselves  to  defend  the  frontier  of 
three  of  our  sister  States,  as  well  as  that  Of  our  own,  against  the  en- 
croachments of  the  common  enemy.  Again  we  sent  our  Commissioners 
U?  Congress  and  asked  to  be  admitted.  Congress  again  rejected  our  ap- 
plication, and  from  time  to  time  passed  resolutions  in  relation  to  the  do- 
ings of  the  good  people  of  Vermont 

On  the  lfth  December,  A.  D.  1779,  the  Governor  and  Council  of  this 
State  directed  a  pamphlet  to  be  published,  title  page  as  follows : 

"VERMONT'S  APPEAL 

"To  the  candid  and  impartial  World,  contiining  a  fair  stating  of  the 
claims  of  Massachusetts  Bav,  New  Hampshire  and  New  York,  and  the 
right  the  State  of  Vermont  has  to  Independence,  with  an  address  to  the 
Honorable  American  Congress,  and  the  inhabitants  of  the  thirteen  Uni- 
ted States, 

"  By  Stephen  R.  Bradley,  a.  m. 
"  The  Lord  liath  called  me  from  the  womb,  from  the  bowels  of  my 
Mother  hath  he  made  mention  of  my  name.  And  said  unto  me,  thou  art 
my  servant,  O  V*####*,  in  whom  I  will  be  glorified.  And  I  will  feed  them 
that  oppress  thee  wi^h  their  own  flesh,  and  they  shall  be  drunken  with 
their  own  blood  as  with  sweet  wine,  and  all  flesh  shall  know  that  I  the 
Lord  am  thy  Saviour  and  thy  Redeemer,  the  mighty  one  of  Jacob. 

Isaiah  49th." 

The  same  year  one  other  pamphlet  of  172  pages  was  published  by 
order  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  entitled  "  A  vindication  of  the  oppo- 
sition of  the  inhabitants  of  Vermont  to  the  Government  of  New  York, 
and  of  their  right  to  form  into  an  independent  State,  humbly  submitted  to 
the  consideration  of  the  impartial  world. 
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"This  vindication  is  humbly  inscribed  to  his  Excellency,  the  Governor, 
and  the  Honorable  the  Council  of  the  State  of  Vermont,  by  their  most  o- 
bedient  humble  servant,  the  writer.  If  it  meets  with  their  approbation 
and  patronage,  he  will  esteem  it  a  compliment  of  honor  and  respect,  and 
be  still  further  satisfied  if  it  may  but  contribute  towards  the  happiness 
and  establishment  of  the  people  on  whose  behalf  it  was  wrote. 

"ETHAN  ALLEN."

"  Resolved,  That  the  following  vindication  be  forthwith  published,  and 
that  a  number  of  the  pamphlets  be  sent  to  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  and  to  the  General  Assembly  of  every  of  these  States,  and  that  a 
number  be  likewise  sent  to  the  Generals  and  other  principal  officers  of 
the  Continental  Army,  for  their  consideration.

Many  other  pamphlets  were  published  at  the  expense  of  the  State,  and 
others  by  New  Hampshire  and  Massachusetts,  in  relation  to  their  con- 
troversy ;  and  many  letters,  written  by  Counsel  and  by  direction  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  this  State,  to  the  President  of  Congress  and  the 
Governors  of  several  of  the  States,  have  been  recovered. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  assure  your  Excellency  that,  in  my  humble 
opinion,  these  several  documents  will  carry  conviction  to  every  candid 
reader  that  our  forefathers  were  no  ordinary  class  of  men.  They  claim- 
ed nothing  but  what  they  had  a  just  right  to  claim.  They  were  not  to 
be  enslaved  by  New  York,  New  Hampshire,  Massachusetts,  the  American 
Congress  or  tne  British  Ministry.  They  spurned  the  idea  of  submitting 
to  that  which  was  wrong. 

As  to  the  fourth  resolution :  I  have  to  report,  that  the  Surveyor  Gene- 
ral's papers,  as  far  as  have  been  recovered,  nave  been  substantially  bound 
into  ten  volumes  with  an  Index. 

The  Instruments,  referred  to  in  the  resolution,  have  been  recovered  and 
deposited  in  the  State  Department,  except  the  chain-rods  and  case  of 
Surveyor's  instruments. 

The  volume  of  New  Hampshire  Charters,  formerly  in  the  State  De- 
partment, is  not  now  to  be  found ;  I  therefore  recommend  that  measures  be 
taken  to  procure  a  copy  from  the  original  in  the  State  Department  at  Con- 
cord, New  Hampshire. 

Permit  me  to  intimate  that  the  sum  appropriated  at  the  last  session  of 
the  General  Assembly,  to  carry  into  effect  the  said  several  resolutions,  is 
insufficient  I  therefore  ask  for  a  further  appropriation  to  complete  the  ob- 
ject contemplated. 

I  herewith  transmit  to  your  Excellency  a  Prospectus  for  publishing  the 
Annals  of  Vermont,  Historical,  Political,  and  Legislative,  from  Authentic 
Documents,  from  A.  D.  1750  to  October  A.  D.  1784. 

I  ask  to  be  patronized  by  the  State  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  consid- 
ered advisable.  This  prospectus  has  been  widely  circulated  in  the  State, 
and  I  am  happy  in  saying  that  the  people  have  manifested  great  anxiety 
to  have  the  contemplated  work  put  to  press  forthwith.

To  the  General  Assembly: 

The  Joint  Select  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  Mc.-crs. 
Goorge  P.  Marsh  and  Charles  Paine,  appointed  by  the  Governor  tr^-r 
authority  from  the  General  Assembly,  to  correspond  'with  the  en-.'i  •  *  \ 
American  Sculptor,  Hiram  Powers,  now  in  Italy,  and  ascertain  cr>  \* !  :t 
terms  he  would  engage  to  execute  stitues  of  Etht>n  Allen  and  Tlo,  :u: 
Chittenden,  to  be  placed  in  the  niches  in  the  vestibule  of  the  State  Hci:  :c, 
now  vacant,  respectfully  report: 

The  Committee  are  unomii.ous  in  applauding  the  generous  end  eleva- 
ted patriotism  that  suggested  to  the  General  Assembly  this  rrproprintfi 
method  of  commemorating  the  characters  and  services  of  tho  t/n*o  *.-»- 
nowned  Vermonters  whose  statues  ij  is  proposed  to  procure.  Th.~y  c  n 
conceive  of  no  more  worthy  and  admirable  means  of  perr*t:iatirV  t'«o 
gratitude  of  the  State  towards  men  whose  energy  ana  whose  r  rrp  }s 
have  given  to  both  her  military  and  civil  anmls  the  decisive  ni.-rh?  of 
republican  vigor  and  simplicity  which  they  possess.  The  names  of  l\  :L 
these  men  are  closely  connected  uot  only  with  each  other,  bin  with  tho 
proigrress  of  the  exciting  and  extraordinary  events  that  attended  the  foun- 
dation and  secure  establishment  of  the  Government  of  Vermont.  /.:.  :  \ 
the  storms  of  the  revolution,  when  Principle  was  waging  her  scrrrir^  v 
hopeless  contest  against  Poicer,  the  leading  spirits  of  Vermont  were  im- 
pelled to  a  more  obstinate  patriotism,  and  a  deeper  love  of  freedom  by 
the  contemporaneous  attempt,  of  some  of  the  Stntos  by  which  *-!•"  -  r 
surrounded,  to  divide  her  territory  among  them,  and  to  enst  lots  -V  o-  -» 
garment  of  her  State  independence.  No  men  were  more  resolute  in  re- 
sisting this  scheme, or  more  instrumental  in  defeating  it,  and  in  mrirt^iij- 
ing  the  dignity,  the  honor,  and  the  individuality  of  the  State  than  Alien 
and  Chittenden. 

The  committee  do  not,  however,  feel  called  on,  in  addressing  this  Leg- 
islative Assembly,  to  review  a  history  so  familiar  to  all  intelligent  Wr- 
monters  as  that  which  has  given  honorable  celebrity  to  die  names  of  E- 
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than  Allen  and  Thomas  Chittenden.  They  deem  no  argument,  nor  array 
of  motives,  necessary  to  demonstrate  the  strength  of  the  obligations 
which  the  State  is  under  to  the  firmest  and  wisest  of  her  patriots  and  de- 
fenders. There  is  one  consideration,  connected  with  the  project  referred 
to  them  however,  that  the  committee  cannot  forbear  to  notice.  Hiram 
Powers,  the  Sculptor  whose  genius  it  is  proposed  to  employ,  is  a  native 
son  of  Vermont  Yet  in  the  prime  of  manhood,  he  has  won  a  reputation 
which  suffers  nothing  in  the  comparison  with  that  of  any  Sculptor,  the 
committee  feel  little  hesitation  in  saying,  of  ancient  or  modern  times. 
This  reputation,  while  it  is  not  bounded  by  State  limits  in  its  extent,  nor 
by  any  limits  short  of  the  civilized  world  in  the  admiration  it  excites, 
unquestionably  imparts  an  interest  to  the  locality  of  his  birth  and  is  a 
matter  of  just  pride  to  his  native  State.  The  committee  do  not  entertain 
a  doubt  th  it  this  laudable  pride,  and  a  generous  desire  to  testify  their  ad- 
miration for  the  consuuunate  genius  of  a  native  son  of  Vermont,  strongly 
influenced  the  General  Assembly  of  1846  to  take  the  introductory  steps 
whose  results  are  now  under  consideration.  A  design  that  thus  proposes, 
by  one  process,  to  enlist  the  State  patronage  in  behalf  of  a  native  Artist 
of  unrivalled  merit,  and  to  record  in  the  rigid  perpetuity  of  marble,  the 
State  gratitude  for  the  great  services  of  her  departed  heroes  and  states- 
men, appears  to  the  committee  to  be  no  less  beautiful  in  its  conception 
thin  it  will  be  honorable  to  the  State  in  its  execution. 

The  committee,  therefore,  have  no  hesitation  in  avowing  their  warm 
approbation  of  the  contemplated  measure.  They  see  no  difficulty  in  the 
way  of  its  accomplishment  within  the  six  or  seven  years  which  Mr.  Pow- 
ers has  assigned  as  the  period  during  which  it  will  occupy  such  portion 
of  his  time  as  he  can  bestow  upon  it  The  annual  appropriation  that  will 
be  required  in  the  progress  of  the  work  will  not  exceed,  probably,  the 
sum  of  three  thousand  dollars,  and  the  committee  greatly  mistake  the 
character  and  temper  of  the  constituents  of  this  General  Assembly,  if  an 
appropriation  of  the  public  money  for  such  an  object  will  not  be  received 
with  universal  favor.  The  committee  are  not  prepared  to  believe  that  a 
Vermont  Legislature  will  be  restrained  from  proceeding  in  the  grateful 
and  praiseworthy  project,  which  it  has  commenced,  by  any  impediment  ari- 
sing from  this  estimate  of  its  pecuniary  cost. 

The  committee  feel  called  on  to  say,  however,  that  cordially  as  they 
are  prepared  to  recommend  the  employment  of  Mr.  Powers  in  the  work 
designated,  they  regard  the  attainment  of  authentic  Ukneeses,  to  be  repre- 
sented by  the  Statue3,  as  an  object  of  Scarcely  less  interest  and  conse- 
quence. A  purely  ideal  representation  of  either  of  the  distinguished 
men  referred  to,  or  one  drawn  from  the  records  of  their  lives  and  services, 
would  not  be  likely,  the  committee  concede,  so  as  to  enlist  the  interest  of 
the  people  as  to  warrant  any  considerable  appropriation  for  its  procure- 
ment. They  are,  therefore,  not  disposed  to  recommend  definite  action 
of  the  General  Assembly,  until  further  steps  shall  have  been  taken  to  as- 
certain the  existence  and  authenticity  of  such  liknesses.  It  appears  by 
the  interesting  report  of  Messrs.  Marsh  and  Paine,  that  a  likeness,  that  is 
said  to  present  acturately  the  features  of  Allen,  may  probably  be  obtain* 
ed  in  Montreal.  The  committee  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be 
mid 9  sufficient  to  defray  the  expense  of  an  agent  of  the  State  to  deter* 
jnine  t^is  fact,  and  in  case  such  likeness  should  be  found,  the  employment 
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of  Mr,  B.  F.  Mason,  a  competent  artist  and  a  native  of  Vermont,  to  exe- 
cute a  copy,  if  permission  to  do  so  can  be  obtained.    For  this  purpose 
they  advise  the  adoption  of  the  accompanying  resolutions.

To  the  Honorable  Senate  now  in  session  : 

The  majority  of  the  committee  of  the  Senate,  to  whom  was  refer- 

1  that  pirt  of  the  Governor's  Messige  relating  to  the  existing  war  with 
lu.;  30,  report:  Thit  the  part  of  the  message  which  they  have  hid  un- 
ci ./  consideration,  is  in  the  words  following,  to  wit  "  It  affords  occasion 
for  tiii  m^l  profound  regret  that  the  unhappy  war  with  a  neighboring 
Republic  his  not  yet  been  terminated,  but  on  the  contrary  is  making  stifl

iv  is  I)  J.i3Vw  J  that  Vermont  has  seen  nothing  in  the  progress  of  the  con- 
Uit,  u  cli  ui^e  her  sentiment,  cither  in  regard  to  the  insufficiency  of  the 
groan  \s  o:j  which  the  war  was  commenced,  or  the  unworthiness  of  the 
}\.  .)3-j  for  which  it  his  been  waged.  She  cannot  recognize  the  General 
Govern  r>?r>~  as  committed  to  any  career  of  conquest,  nor  will  she  regard 
any  uniccomplished  scheme  of  territorial  ugrandizement  as  presenting 
an  obsticlo  to  the  speedy  adjustment  of  existing  difficulties.  Peace  she 
Tin  ?quivoc  illy  and  earnestly  desires,  and  asks  for  no  territory,  whether  slave 
o:  're:,  as  a  consideration  of  its  establishment  and  security." 

j.\ie  continuance  of  the  war  for  the  avowed  purpose  of  conquest  and 
•  li'*  Jioit  and  increasing  demand*  it  is  making  upon  the  blood  and  treas- 
ure °of  the  nation,  do  indeed*  "  afford  occasion  lor  the  most  profound  re- 
gret." Your  committee  cannot  compute  with  accuracy  the  loss  our  army 
has  sustained  by  the  climate  and  in  the  battle  field,  or  the  amount  of 
ti  r.sure  expended  in  the  prosecution  of  the  war,  but  we  are  well  persua- 
ded from  the  best  information  we  have,  that  more  that  10,000  of  our  gal- 
lai,o  sons  have  perished  in  the  contest,  and  nearly  $100,000,000  has  been 
expended  in  sustaining  the  bloody  conflict  The  people  of  Vermont  have 
no  desire  to  cast  undeserved  censure  upon  this  or  any  other  administra- 
tion, but  they  have  never  been  able  to  discover  either  the  necessity  or 
*i  >tiee  of  this  Mexican  War.  Vermont  expressed  through  her  Repre- 
sentatives, at  the  last  session  of  the  legislature,  her  opinion  upon  the  sub- 
ject in  the  following  preamble  and  resolution,  to  wit: 
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"  Whereas  in  our  judgment,  the  existing  war  with  Mexico  was  not 
founded  in  any  imperative  necessity,  such  a*  losty  justify  or  excuse  a 
christian  nation  for  reporting  to  arms,  mid  has  now  manifestly  become  an 
oppressive  war  again/  r  a  iieip hborin^  republic,  and  whereas  we  have  just 
grounds  for  anticipate  ir  that  the  territory  which  ha*  boss  -;r  may  be?  oc- 
cupied or  conquered  will  become  slave  territory,  and  as  such, 
mission  into  the  Union  ;  and  whereas  its  admission  as  such,  and  with  * 
mixed  population,  degraded  by  ignorance  and  superstition,  and  allied  to 
us  neither  in  interest,  character  nor  language,  wifi  endanger  Los  h^rmony^ 
welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  Union :    Therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives^  That  the  honor 
and  best  interests  of  the  nation  will  be  subserved  by  a  speedy  end  of  the 
war  with  Mexico,  and  a  settlement  of  all  matters  in  dispute  by  arbitra- 
tion or  negotiation." 

Your  committee  believe,  with  the  Governor,  "  that  Vermont  has  seen 
nothing  in  the  progress  of  the  war  to  change  her  sentiment,  either  in  re* 
gard  to  the  insufficiency  of  the  grounds  on  which  the  war  was  commen- 
ced, or  the  unworthines8  of  the  purpose  for  which  it  has  been  waged." 

The  President  in  his  message  of  11th  May,  18443,  declared  that  war  ex* 
isted  by  the  act  of  Mexico.  Facts  which  then  existed,  and  which  have 
since  been  more  fully  developed,  prove  that  dedication  to  have  been  foun- 
ded in  error.  Events,  connected  with  the  commencement  of  hostilities, 
prove  that  war  existed  by  the  acts  of  the  President,  Before  proceeding 
to  speak  of  the  grounds  of  the  war,  and  the  purposes  for  which  its  prose- 
cution is  continued,  your  committee  will  call  the  attention  of  the  Senate 
to  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  President  in  the  settlement  of  controver- 
sies with  foreign  nations.  The  President  is  charged  by  the  constitution 
with  the  management  of  our  foreign  relations*  He  has  power  to  make 
treaties,  and  when  approved  of  by  two  thirds  of  the  Senate  present,  they 
become  the  supreme  law  of  the  land.  The  treaty  making  power  is  the 
only  power  writh  which  he  is  armed  for  the  settlement  of  disputes  and  con* 
troverBies  with  foreign  nations.  He  is,  it  is  true,  the  commander-in-chief 
of  the  army  and  navy,  but  he  has  no  power  to  assail  with  force  a  foreign 
nation  with  whom  he  has  been  unable  to  settle  a  matter  in  controversy 
by  treaty. 

"The  constitution  has  wisely  conferred  the  war  making  power  upon  Con» 
gress ;  and  the  President,  if  he  desires  to  use  the  army  and  the  navy  to 
maintain  the  rights  or  sustain  the  honor  of  the  country,  must  apply 
to  Congress  for  liberty  so  to  do.  In  other  words,  if  a  foreign  nation  with 
whom  we  have  a  controversy,  should  refuse  to  treat  or  to  receive  our  Min- 
ister, or  having  received  him  should  refuse  a  just  and  honorable  arrange- 
ment of  the  matters  in  difference,  it  would  be  the  duty  of  the  President 
to  transmit  to  Congress  the  grievances  complained  of  and  the  failure  of 
his  effort  to  adjust  the  matter  by  treaty,  and  await  their  order  for  further 
proceedings.  Congress  alone,  has  the  constitutional  power  of  changing 
the  condition  of  the  country  from  peace  to  war. 

Your  committee  will  refer  to  two  or  three  precedents  in  support  of  the 
principles  above  advanced. 

In  J  805,  matters  of  difference  existed  between  the  United  States  and 
Spain,  in  relation  to  the  boundaries  of  Louisiana  and  spoliations  upon  our 
commerce*    On  the  9th  December,  1805,  Mr.  Jefferson  transmitted  to 
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Congress  a  confidential  message,  setting  forth  the  unjustifiable  conduct 
of  Spain  towards  the  United  States ;  "that  he  had  sent  a  special  Miniate* 
to  Madrid  to  adjust  the  matters  in  difference,  and  that  after  nearly  fkve 
months  fruitless  endeavor  to  come  to  some  definite  and  satisfactory  result, 
our  Minister  ended  the  conference  without  being  able  to  obtain  indemnity 
for  spoliations,  or  any  satisfaction  as  to  the  boundaries  of  Louisiana,  other 
than  a  declaration  that  we  had  no  right  eastward  of  the  Iberville,  and 
that  our  line  to  the  west  was  one  which  left  us  a  string  of  land  on  that 
bank  of  the  Mississippi  River.  Our  injured  citizens  were  thus  left  with- 
out any  prospect  of  retribution  from  the  wrong  doer — and  as  to  boundary, 
each  party  was  to  take  his  own  course.  That  which  Spain  has  chosen 
to  pursue  will  appear  from  the  documents  now  communicated ;  they  au- 
thorize the  inference  that  it  is  their  intention  to  advance  on  our  posses* 
sums,  until  they  shall  be  repressed  by  an  opposing  force* 

"  Considering  that  Congress  alone  is  corisUtxdion^y  invested  with  tht  pow- 
er of  changing  our  condition  from  peace  to  war,  I  have  thought  it  my  duty 
to  await  their  authority  for  using  force  in  any  degree  which  could  be  avoided, 
I  have  barely  instructed  the  officers  stationed  in  the  neighborhood  of  the 
aggressions,  to  protect  our  citizens  from  violence,  to  patrol  within  the 
borders  actually  delivered  to  us  and  not  go  out  of  them,  but  when  neces- 
sary to  repel  an  inroad  or  to  rescue  a  citizen  or  his  property."  The  mes- 
sage, after  speaking  of  the  part  France  may  take  in  the  misunderstand- 
ings between  the  two  Governments,  concludes  as  follows,  to  wit : 

"  But  the  course  to  be  pursued  will  require  the  command  of  means 
which  it  belongs  to  Congress  exclusively  to  Vield  or  to  deny.  To  them  I 
communicate  every  fact  material  for  their  information,  and  the  documents 
necessary  to  enable  them  to  judge  for  themselves.  To  their  wisdom 
then,  I  look  tor  the  course  I  am  to  pursue,  and  will  pursue  with  sincere 
seal,  that  which  they  shall  approve."  The  course  of  Mr.  Jefferson  in 
this  matter  was  in  strict  conformity  to  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  consti- 
tution ;  and  your  committee  cannot  resist  the  conclusion,  that  this  war 
with  Mexico  would  have  been  avoided,  if  Mr.  Polk  had  followed  in  the 
u  footsteps  of  his  illustrious  predecessor."  On  the  3d  of  July,  1811,  Mr. 
Madison  transmitted  to  Congress  a  confidential  message,  stating  that  the 
British  Government  had  issued  an  order  for  taking  possession  ofa  portion 
of  West  Florida,  well  known  to  be  claimed  by  the  United  States,  and  re- 
commending the  passage  of  a  law  authorizing  the  Executive  to  take  pos- 
session of  the  territory  and  hold  it  for  the  United  States.  A  law  was  pas- 
sed, possession  of  the  territory  was  taken,  and  the  matter  settled  without 
an  appeal  to  arms. 

Again,  what  were  the  proceedings  of  the  President  in  regard  to  the 
war  of  1812  ?  The  journals  of  Congress  show,  that  on  the  1st  day  of 
June^  1812,  Mr.  Madison  sent  to  Congress  a  confidential  message,  and 
after  setting  forth  the  wrongs  of  Great  Britain  upon  our  commerce  and 
the  persons  of  our  citizens,  and  that  he  had  been  unable  to  obtain  redress 
by  negotiation,  he  concluded  in  the  words  following,  to  wit :  "  Whether 
the  United  States  shall  continue  passive  under  these  progressive  usurpa- 
tions and  these  accumulating  wrongs,  or  opposing  force  to  force  in  de- 
fence of  their  national  rights,  shall  commit  a  just  cause  into  the  hands 
of  the  Almighty  dispenser  of  events,  avoiding  all  connexions  which 
vngfct  entangle  4t  in  we  contests  or  views  of  other  powers,  and  preserving 
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a  constant  readiness  to  concur  in  an  honorable  reestablbhmerit  of  peace 
and  friendship,  is  a  solemn  question  which  the  constitution  inW?/  cortfidts 
to  the  legislative  department  of  the  Government. 

Who,  with  these  precedents  in  view,  can  doubt  the  unconstitutionality 
of  President  Polk's  proceedings  in  our  controversy  with  Mexico  ?  View- 
ing the  territory  between  the  Nueces  aud  Rio  Del  Norte  as  disputable 
and  in  the  possession  of  Mexico,  (which  is  the  most  favorable  ligiit  in 
which  it  can  be  regarded  for  the  Executive,]  the  President  had  no  right 
to  take  forcible  possession  of  it  without  tne  order  of  Congress.  If  he 
regarded  the  left  bank  of  the  Rio  del  Norte  as  important  to  the  United 
States  and  necessary  to  compel  Mexico  to  receive  our  Minister,  he  should 
have  communicated  the  fact  to  Congress  with  a  recommendation  that  a 
law  be  passed  authorizing  him  to  occupy  this  territory.  This  was  his  only 
constitutional  course,  and  if  it  had  been  adopted,  the  war,  in  the  opinion 
of  your  committee,  would  have  been  avoided.  Congress  was  in  session 
on  the  13th  January,  1846,  when  instructions  were  issued  to  General  Tay- 
lor to  occupy  with  his  troops  the  left  bank  of  the  Rio  del  Norte,  and 
might  have  oeen  consulted  without  the  least  inconvenience,  even  had  it 
not  been  his  imperative  duty.  No  matter  how  grievous  may  have  been 
our  Mexican  wrongs,  the  President  had  no  power  to  wage  war  for  their 
redress.     That  power  belonged  exclusively  to  Congress. 

Without  the  least  notice  of  the  President's  proceedings  in  regard  to 
our  Mexican  affairs,  Congress  was  informed  by  a  message  under  date  of 
May  11th,  1846,  that  hostilities  had  commenced  and  that  the  two  nations 
were  then  at  war.  Here  then  we  have  a  war  raging  without  the  knowl- 
edge or  consent  of  the  war  making  power,  but  by  the  act  of  the  Presi- 
dent. This  is  indeed  a  new  and  strange  state  of  things,  and  the  states- 
man who  approves  it  can  have  but  little  veneration  for  the  constitution, 
or  those  rights  of  the  people  which  they  have  wisely  confided  to  Con* 
gress  alone.  Your  committee  will  now  leave  this  branch  of  the  subject, 
and  proceed  briefly  to  examine  the  grounds  upon  which  the  war  was 
waged 

It  appears  from  the  message  of  11th  May,  1846,  announcing  the  exist- 
ance  of  the  war,  that  our  force  was  concentrated  at  Corpus  Christi,  and 
remained  there  until  after  the  President  had  received  information  from 
Mexico  that  rendered  it  probable,  if  not  certain,  that  the  Mexican  Govern- 
ment would  refuse  to  receive  our  Envoy  (Mr.  SlidelL)  This  anticipated 
refusal  of  the  Mexican  Government  to  receive  our  Envoy,  induced  the 
President  to  commence  the  war  by  ordering  the  army  on  to  the  left  bank 
of  the  Rio  del  Norte,  and  to  take  position  opposite  the  Mexican  city  of 
Matamoras.  Mexico  took  offence  at  the  annexation  of  Texas,  and  in  1844 
broke  up  her  diplomatic  relations  with  the  United  States,  by  the  with- 
drawal of  her  Minister.  This  the  had  a  right  to  do.  No  Government  is 
obliged  by  the  laws  of  nations  to  continue  her  Minister  at  a  foreign  court 
any  longer  than  she  chosses.  The  refusal  of  Mexico  to  receive  our  En- 
voy was  no  cause  of  war.  The  President  insists  in  his  message  that 
Mexico  was  solemnly  pledged  by  official  acts  to  receive  and  accredit  our 
Envoy.  The  documents  accompanying  the  message  do  not  sustain  the 
assertion  of  the  President  The  Mexican  Government  agreed  to  receive 
a  Commissioner,  to  settle  the  boundary  question,  but  not  an  Envoy  Extra- 
ordinary and  Minister  plenipotentiary.  But "  Mexico,"  says  the  President! 
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M  has  passed  the  boundary  line  of  the  United  States,  has  invaded  our  terri- 
tory and  shed  American  blood  upon  American  soil*  This,  if  true,  is  good 
cause  of  war.  No  foreign  nation  will  be  permitted  to  invade  our  territory 
and  shed  American  blood  with  impunity.  By  reference  to  the  message,  it 
will  be  found  that  this  bloodstained  soil,  claimed  to  be  American,  is  on 
the  left  bank  of  the  Rio  del  Norte,  near  Matamoras.  This  territory  can- 
not be  brought  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States,  unless  it  can 
be  shown  to  be  a  part  of  the  sovereign  State  of  Texas.  Where  then  is 
the  south-western  boundary  of  Texas  ?  Your  committee  answer,  His  the 
AVce*.  The  Congress  of  Texas,  it  is  true,  by  its  act  of  December 
19th,  1836,  declared  the  Rio  del  Norte  to  be  the  boundary  of  that  Repub- 
lic ;  but  this  act  was  founded  upon  the  treaty  made  with  Santa  Anna  in 
May,  1836,  while  a  prisoner  of  war  in  Texas.  Thst  treaty,  according-  to 
the  hws  of  nations,  was  without  any  binding  force  whatever  as  it  regards 
'Mexico,  being  made  by  a  Mexican  while  a  prisoner  of  war — but  your 
committee  find  tint  the  treaty,  so  made,  contained  an  article  declaring 
that  it  should  be  null  and  void  if  not  approved  of  by  the  Mexican  Gov- 
ernment, nnd  on  present? tion  for  that  approval,  it  was  unanimously 
rejected  by  the  proper  department  of  the  Government  Here  ended  the 
treaty,  and  the  act  of  the  Texan  Congress  founded  upon  it  Texas  has 
at  no  period  of  her  history  exercised  jurisdiction  over  one  foot  of  territory 
west  of  the  immediate  valley  of  the  Nueces.  The  opinion  expressed  by 
your  committee  as  to  the  western  boundary  of  Texas  is  well  sustained 
by  the  historical  and  documentary  evidence  of"  the  county. 

Mr.  Murray  in  his  Encyclopedia  of  Geography,  a  work  of  high  author- 
ity published  in  18*38,  gives  the  Nunces  as  the  western  boundary  of  Tex- 
as. Henry  M.  Morfit,  an  »*  cent  sent  by  the  Executive  of  the  United  States 
in  1836  into  Texio,  to  ascertain  its  political,  military  and  civil  condition, 
made  a  long  report  which  was  transmitted  to  Congress  by  General  Jack- 
son on  the  yist  December,  1836.  In  that  report  Mr.  Morfit  says  "t  >e 
political  limits  of  Texas  proper,  previous  to  the  last  revolution,  were  the 
Nueces  River  on  the  west,  along  the  Red  River  on  the  north,  the  Sabine 
on  the  east  and  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  on  the  south.  Charles  J.  Ingersoll, 
chairman  of  the  committee  of  foreign  affairs  in  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives, declared  that  "the stupendous  deserts  between  the  Nueces  and  the 
Rio  Grande  Rivers,  were  the  natural  boundaries  between  the  Anglo-Sax- 
on and  the  Mnurit^nian  races.  Here  ended  the  valley  of  the  west,  here 
Mexico  began.  While  pence  is  cherished  that  boundary  will  be  sacred ; 
not  till  trn°spirit  of  conquest  rages  will  the  people  on  either  side  molest 
or  mix  with  each  other." 

That  boundary  has  been  pa?sed  by  the  United  States,  and  the  spirit  of 
conquest  is  now  raffing.  One  more  quotation  and  your  committee  pass 
to  another  part  of  the  subject  Colonel  Benton,  in  opposing  the  treaty  of 
annexation  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  introduced  and  supported 
by  an  unanswerable  argument,  the  following  resolution  : 

44  Resolved,  Thit  the  incorporation  of  the  left  bank  of  the  Rio  del  Norte 
into  the  American  Union,  by  virtue  of  a  treaty  with  Texas,  comprehen- 
ding as  the  said  incorporation  would  do,  a  part  of  the  Mexican  depart- 
ments of  New  Mexico,  Chihuahua,  Coahuila  and  Tamaulipas,  would  be 
an  act  of  direct  aggression  on  Mexico,  for  all  the  consequences  of  which 
the  United  States  would  stand  responsible." 
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Colonel  Benton  regarded  the  incorporation  of  the  left  bank  of  the  Rid 
Grande  into  the  Union,  by  virtue  of  a  treaty  with  Texas,  as  war  upon 
Mexico ;  and  to  use  his  own  language,  "  unjust  and  unconstitutional  war;" 

"Texas,"  he  says,  "never  approached  the  Rio  Grande  except  near  its 
mouth,  while  the  whole  upper  part  was  settled  vy  the  Spanish,  and  a  great 
part  of  it  in  the  year  1694,  just  one  hundred  years  before  La  Salle  first  saw 
Texas — and  this  upper  part  was  then  formed  into  provinces  on  both  sides 
of  the  river,  and  has  remained  under  Spanish  or  Mexican  authority  ever 
since."  M  No  Texan  forces,"  he  further  says,  u  have  been  near  it  without 
being  killed  or  taken  to  a  man."  Witness  the  disastrous  expeditions  to 
Mier  and  Santa  Fe. 

Upon  this  evidence  (and  it  is  but  a  small  part  of  what  exists,)  your  com- 
mittee submit  to  the  Senate  and  the  Country,  the  question  of  the  western* 
boundary  of  Texas. 

The  immediate  cause  of  the  war,  your  committee  believe,  to  be  the 
sending  of  the  army  to  the  Rio  Grande,  an  act  which  must  be  placed  in 
the  catalogue  of  events,  resulting  from  the  annexation  of  Texas,  and  as 
having  for  its  aim  and  object,  the  same  great  end,  viz,  more  territory  for 
the  unhallowed  purpose  of  extending  and  perpetuating  American  slaveiy. 
The  annexation  of  Texas  was  sought by  our  Government,  for  the  avowed 
purpose  of  preventing  the  abolition  of  slavery  in  Texas,  and  to  strengthen 
and  perpetuate  it  in  the  United  States.  This  is  apparent  from  the  corres- 
pondence accompanying  the  rejected  treaty  of  1844 ;  among  which  is 
the  following : 

On  the  19th  of  April,  1844,  Mr.-  Calhoun,  then  Secretary  of  State,  in  a 
despatch  to  Mr.  Green,  our  charge  d'affaires  in  Texas,  says : 

u  Sir  :  A  treaty  for  the  annexation  of  Texas  to  the  United  States  has' 
been  signed  by  the  plenipotentiaries  of  the  two  Governments,  and  will 
be  sent  by  the*  President  to  the  Senate,  without  delay,  for  its  approval. 

"  In  making  the  fact  known  to  the  Mexican  Government,  the  President 
enjoins  it  on  you  to  give  it,  in  the  first  place,  the  strongest  assurance  that, 
in-adopting  this  measure,  our  Government  is  actuated  by  no  feelings  of 
disrespect  or  indifference  to  the  honor  or  dignity  of  Mexico,  and  that  it 
would  be  a  subject  of  great  regret  if  it  should  be  otherwise  regarded  by 
its  Government  And,  in  the  next  place,  that  the  step  was  forced  on  the 
Government  of  the  United  States  in  self-defence,  in  consequence  of  the 
policy  adopted  by  Great  Britain  in  reference  to  the  abolition  of  slavery 
in  Texas.  It  was  impossible  for  the  United  States  to  witness  with  indif- 
ference the  efforts  of  Great  Britain  to  abolish  slavery  there.  They  could 
not  but  see  that  she  had  the  means  in  her  power,  in  the  actual  condition 
of  Texas,  to  accomplish  the  objects  of  her  policy,  unless  prevented  by 
the  most  efficient  measures ;  and  that,  if  accomplished,  it  would  lead  to  a 
state  of  things  dangerous  in  the  extreme  to  the  adjacent  States,  and  the 
Union  itself.  Seeing  this,  this  Government  has  been  compelled,  by  the 
necessity  of  the  case,  and  a  regard  to  its  constitutional  obligations,  to 
take  the  step  it  has,  as  the  only  certain  and  effectual  means  of  preventing 
it" 

Unworthy  as  the  object  of  annexation  was,  it  might  have  been  accom- 
plished, in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  without  war,  if  no  further  dis- 
memberment of  the  Mexican  Republic  had  been  attempted. 

The  sovereign  State  of  Texas  was  in  the  quiet  and  peaceable  posse** 
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•ion  of  her  rightful  territory,  on  the  13th  January,  1846,  when  the  Presi- 
dent ordered  our  army  to  tne  Rio  Grande,  as  appears  from  the  corres- 
pondence, from  time  to  time,  of  General  Taylor  with  the  War  Depart- 
ment, from  20th  August,  1845,  to  January,  1846.  In  this  posture  of  af- 
fairs, General  Taylor  was  ordered  to  the  left  bank  of  the  Rio  Grande,  not, 
in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  for  the  defence  of  Texas,  but  for  the 
conquest  of  other  Mexican  provinces,  to  be  added  to  our  Union.  How 
much  of  the  Mexican  Republic  the  Executive  scheme  of  territorial  ag- 
grandizement embraces,  has  not  been  disclosed,  but  it  has  been  announ- 
ced, that  nothing  short  of  the  acquisition  of  New  Mexico  and  Upper  Cal- 
ifornia will  stay  the  march  of  bur  invading  forces. 

This  spirit  of  conquest,  so  incompatible  with  the  genius  of  our  Gov- 
ernment, will,  unless  rebuked  by  the  people,  bring  into  jeopardy  our  dear- 
est rights,  and  it  is  to  be  feared,  in  the  end,  overthrow  our  free  institu- 
tions. Much  as  we  admire  the  just  and  liberal  principles  of  our  own  Gov- 
ernment, we  have  no  desire  to  see  them  forded  upon  the  people  of  othet 
countries  by  the  sword.  The  right  of  self  government  has  always  beeii 
regarded,  in  this  country,  as  a  sacred  and  inviolable  right  To  invade  a 
foreign  nation,  to  compel  a  cession  of  one  or  more  of  her  provinces,  is 
an  act  not  only  unconstitutional,  but  in  violation  of  the  fundamental  prhv 
ciples  of  our  Republic,  the  principles  of  liberty  and  equality.  Nations 
are  free  and  equal  ill  respect  to  each  other,  and  entitled  to  claim  equal 
consideration  for  their  rights,  whatever  may  be  their  condition. 

Mexico,  though  weak  and  distracted  by  internal  factions,  is  yet  within 
the  pale  of  public  law.  Her  rights  are  as  sacred  and  inviolable  as  bun; 
If  cause  of  war  exists  against  her,  let  it  be  declared  by  the  war  making 
power,  and  if  the  capture  of  her  fortresses  and  cities  be  necessary  to  crip- 
ple her  power,  and  compel  hor  to  do  us  justice,  let  them  fall ;  but  let  no 
war  be  waged  or  continued  for  a  single  hour,  to  compel  a  sale  of  her  ter- 
ritory. We  have  now  territory  enough ;  more  than  we  can  occupy  for 
two  centuries  to  come.  But  if  the  Rio  Grande  be  a  more  convenient 
boundary  for  the  United  States  than  the  Nueces,  purchase  the  land  be- 
tween the  two  rivers ;  and  if  Upper  California  and  New  Mexico  are  wan- 
ted, purchase  them  also.  But  let  the  country  distinctly  understand,  that 
there  shall  be  neither  slavery  nor  involuntary  servitude  in  any  territory* 
which  shall  be  hereafter  acquired  or  annexed  to  the  United  States,  other- 
wise than  in  the  punishment  of  crime,  whereof  the  party  shall  have  been 
duly  convicted. 

Wherefore,  in  view  of  the  subject,  your  committee  recommend  the  a- 
doption,  by  the  Senate,  of  the  following  resolutions.

Resolved,  tfhat  in  the  opinion  of  this  Senate,  the  existing  war  with 
Mexico,  was  unconstitutional  in  its  inception ;  and  ite  prosecution,  with 
the  design  and  for  the  purpose  of  the  dismemberment  of  that  Republic, 
n>r  to  compel  her  to  sell  us  the  same,  is  equally  unjust 

Ruolvedy  That  it  is  the  duty  of  Congress,  to  make  all  necessary  provis- 
ions, to  bring  the  present  war  to  a  speedy  and  honorable  termination,  and  if 
necessary  to  that  end,  to  limit  and  qualify  any  appropriation  made  therefor. 
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MINORITY  REPORT 

ON  THAT  PART  OP  THE  GOVERNOR'S  MESSAGE  RELA- 
TING TO  THE  MEXICAN  WAR. 

[REFERRED  TO  ON  PAGE  141  OF  THE  JOURNAL.] 

TV  foe  Honorable  Senate  now  in  session : 

The  undersigned,  a  minority  of  the  Select  Committee,  to  whom 
was  referred  so  much  of  the  Governor's  Message  as  relates  to  the  Mexi* 
can  War,  respectfully  reports : 

That  his  other  duties  have  not  permitted  him  to  bestow  as  much  time 
in  deliberating  upon  that  portion  or  his  Excellency's  Message,  referred 
to  said  committee;  as  the  importance  of  the  subject  demands,  but  from 
the  examination  he  has  been  able  to  make,  he  is  constrained  to  disagree 
with  his  Excellency,  in  relation  to  that  part  of  his  message  so  referred, 
s.nd  also  dissents  from  the  conclusions  of  the  majority  of  the  committee. 

The  undersigned,  therefore,  respectfully  begs  leave  to  give  his  reasons! 
fbr  such  disagreement  and  dissent 

It  is  not  necessary  to  specify  the  many  causes  which  have  led  to  the 
present  war,  between  the  United  States  and  Mexico,  and  although  Mexi- 
co has  heaped  insult  upon  injury,  has  insulted  our  flag,  seized  our  vessels 
in  her  ports,  imprisoned  our  citizens  engaged  in  lawful  commerce,  and 
Condemned  them  to  her  dungeons  without  investigation  and  without  trial ; 
although  she  has  violated  her  treaty  stipulations,  insulted  our  ministers, 
railed  to  pay  what  she  acknowledged  she  owed  our  citizens ;  and  although 
there  is  a  long  list  of  other  grievances  borne  by  us,  for  which  she  has  never 
thought  of  attoning,  which  induced  President  Jackson,  during  his  admin- 
istration, to  advise  the  passage  of  an  act,  authorizing  reprisals,  yet  we 
will  pass  all  these,  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  majority  of  the  com- 
mittee upon  their  chosen  ground. 

Texas  was  discovered  and  settled  by  the  French,  in  1685,  five  years 
previous  to  any  Spanish  settlement  It  was  in  the  grant  by  Louis  to 
Crozart,  in  1712.  In  1761,  it  was  ceded  to  Spain,  when  its  boundaries 
became  not  so  important  In  1800,  when  retroceded  to,  and  occupied  by 
France,  she  claimed  as  formerly,  and  delivered  it  to  us  by  her  officers,  in 
1804,  as  extending  west  to  the  Rio  del  Norte,  by  virtue  of  the  treaty  of 
Louisiana.  We  ceded  and  relinquished  that  title  to  Spain,  by  the  treaty 
of  1819, 
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The  people  of  Texas,  as  they  had  no  voice  in  the  treaty  of  1819,  met 
at  Nacogdoches,  on  the  reception  of  the  fact  that  they  were  ceded  to 
Spain,  and  solemnly  protested,  m  the  name  of  every  thing  they  held  dear, 
against  being  transferred  like  slaves  to  a  foreign  despot,  and  declared 
themselves  ajhse  and  independent  people*  Texas  under  the  Spanish  Gov- 
ernment, therefore,  was  a  separate  and  distinct  province,  as  she  never  for 
one  moment  submitted  to  her  dominion. 

Coahuila  and  Texas,  in  1824,  joined  what  was  called  the  Mexican 
Confederacy ;  but  as  a  separate  and  independent  State.  The  Republic 
of  Mexico,  on  the  5th  October,  1835,  was  overthrown  by  Santa  Anna, 
and  he,  upon  its  ruins,  erected  a  "  military  central  consolidation."  The 
people  of  Texas  refused  to  enter  into  this  central  consolidation,  and  in 
the  overthrow  and  capture  of  Santa  Anna  and  his  army,  on  the  plains  of 
San  Jacinto,  April  21, 1836,  the  blood  of  the  brave,  patriotic  and  chival- 
rous sons  of  Texas  sealed  their  independence.  Since  then,  the  indepen- 
dence of  Texas  has  been  acknowledged  bv  the  United  States,  England, 
France,  Germany,  Holland,  Sweden  and  almost  every  nation  in  the  world. 

The  undersigned  will  now  recur  to  the  boundaries  of  Texas : 

Mr.  Madison,  expressing  his  own  views  and  those  of  Mr.  Jefferson,  in 
a  letter  of  31st  of  March,  1804,  says :  that  u  Louisiana  extended  west- 
wardly  to  the  Rio  Bravo,  otherwise  called  the  Rio  Bravo  del  Norte." 
Also,  in  a  letter  31st  January,  1804,  Mr.  Madison  says,  that  M.  Saussat, 
French  Commissioner,  by  whom  it  was  delivered  to  us,  announced  "  the 
Pel  Norte  as  its  true  boundary ." 

Mr.  Monroe,  in  letters  of  17th  of  January  and  10th  of  June,  1816,  says 
that  none  could  question  "  our  title  to  Texas,"  and  concurs  with  Jefferson 
and  M  idison  in  the  opinion,  that  our  title  to  the  Del  Norte  was  as  clear 
as  the  title  to  the  Island  of  New  Orleans. 

John  Quincv  Adams,  in  a  letter  to  Don  Onis,  of  12th  March,  1818,  says  : 
*  The  claim  of  Fiance  always  did  extend  westward  to  the  Rio  Bravo." 
"  She  a' ways  claimed  the  territory  which  you  call  Texas,  as  being  within 
the  limits,  and  forming  a  part  of  Louisiana." 

Henry  Clay,  in  his  speech  on  the  Spanish  treaty,  April  3,  1820,  said ; 
"  The  title  to  the  Perdido  on  the  one  side,  and  the  Rio  del  Norte  on  the 
other,  rested  on  the  same  principle ;  the  priority  of  discovery  and  occu- 
pation by  France."  Also,  in  his  letter  of  17th  April,  1844,  published  in 
the  National  Intelligencer,  he  says :  "  The  United  States  acquired  a 
title  to  Texas,  extending,  as  I  believe,  to  the  Rio  del  Norte,  by  the  treaty 
of  Louisiana.  They  ceded  and  relinquished  that  title  to  Spain,  by  the 
treaty  of  1819." 

Do  we  call  for  more  and  better  testimonv,  than  such  jurists  and  diplo- 
matists as  Jefferson,  Madison,  Monroe,  Livingston,  Clay  and  Adams, 
who  all  claimed  that  Texas  was  within  the  limits  of  Louisiana,  when 
bought  by  us  in  1803,  as  "  clearly  as  the  island  of  New  Orleans." 

The  reannexation  of  Texas  has  been,  since  the  administration  of  Mon- 
roe down  to,  and  including  that  of  John  Tyler,  more  or  less  favored  by 
every  President.  President  Tyler  inhaled  Texas  with  his  first  official 
breath.  He  embraced  the  "  lone  star"  in  his  first  annual  message,  and 
the  evening  before  his  term  expired,  took  the  initiatory  steps  to  carry  out 
thejoint  resolutions,  proposing  her  reannexation  to  the  United  States. 

Texas  had  been,  for  nine  yean  before  she  was  admitted  into  this  Union, 
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a  free  and  independent  Republic,  and  had  been  treated  and  acknowledge 
ed  as  such,  by  almost  every  nation  on  the  habitable  globe.  In  1836,  she 
defined  her  limits,  and  claimed  the  Rio  Grande  to  do  her  boundary. — 
She  exercised  her  jurisdiction  over  territory  between  the  Nueces  and  the 
Rio  Grande,  and  the  people  of  England  recognised  that  jurisdiction  by 
appealing  to  Texas  to  recognize  the  grants  made  to  them  to  the  Rio 
Grande,  which  were  disturbed  by  the  revolution.  They  applied  to  the 
Government  of  Texas,  through  their  Minister,  to  be  received,  that  they 
might  resume  the  possession  of  their  land,  which  was  granted  them. — 
Land  was  located  under  Texian  authority.  They  then  established  a  post* 
office,  and  extended  tneir  laws  over  the  same, 

Santa  Anna,  after  the  battle  of  San  Jacinto,  was  required  to  fall  back 
to  Monterey,  beyond  the  limits  of  Texas ;  and  he  acknowledged  the  boun- 
dary as  they  claimed  it  in  1836.  Vasquez  understood  when  he,  with  hit 
marauding  parties,  crossed  the  Rio  Grande,  that  it  was  invasion  of  Texas, 

Mexico  never  had  any  military  establishments  in  Texas,  but  her 
forces  were  always  stationed  the  other  side  of  the  Rio  Grande. 

Texas  when  annexed  on  the  1st  of  March,  1845,  was  a  sovereign  power, 
and  Mexico  had  no  more  control  over  her,  than  England  had  over  the 
free  soil  of  the  United  States,  or  Old  Spain  over  any  of  the  Mexican  de- 
partments. All  writers  of  repute  on  international  law,  claim  such  to  be 
the  doctrine. 

President  Polk  when  inaugurated,  found  Texas  annexed  de  facto,  by 
virtue  of  joint  resolutions,  which  had  passed  both  houses  of  our  National 
Legislature.  This  was  effected  at  the  request  of  Texas,  through  the  in- 
defatigable exertions  of  that  eminent  personage,  who  was  elected  by  a 
certain  party,  "  without  a  why  or  wherefore" ;  and  if  this  war  is  a  dis- 
grace to  the  nation,  it  was  caused  by  the  same  man  that  this  certain  party 
placed  in  power.  Is  this  James  K.  Polk's  war  ?  Was  it  caused  by  the 
removal  of  the  "army  of  occupation"  from  Corpus  Christi  to  the  bank  of 
the  Rio  Grande  ? 

Mexico,  upon  the  agitation  of  this  subject,  and  long  before  the  passage 
of  said  resolutions,  claimed  that  annexation  would,  on  her  part,  be  a  just 
cause  for  war;  and  within  five  days  after  the  resolutions  passed,  annexing 
Texas,  Almonte,  the  Mexican  Minister  at  Washington,  demanded  his 
passports,  declared  his  mission  at  an  end,  and  left  for  his  own  country ; 
and  Mr.  Shannon,  our  Minister  at  Mexico,  was  officially  notified  to  with- 
draw. Did  Mexico  allege,  as  a  cause  for  doing  this,  anything  in  relation 
to  the  boundary  of  Texas  ?  Not  so.  The  annexation  of  Texas  was  the 
cause.  Up  to  this  time,  nothing  had  been  said  in  relation  to  the  Nuecea 
or  Rio  Grande, 

President  Polk  was  for  peace,  and  wished  to  have  the  controversy  am* 
icably  adjusted ;  and  for  that  purpose,  Mr.  Slidell  was  appointed  Envoy 
Extraordinary,  JJerrera  was  then  President  of  Mexico,  and  Paredes, 
supposing  that  Herrera  was  about  to  receive  Mr.  Slidell,  effected,  in  De- 
cember, 1845,  a  revolution,  by  which  means  he  made  himself  President 
of  Mexico.  The  President  of  the  United  States  afterwards  made  new 
overtures  for  peace  to  Paredes.  What  was  the  answer  ?  Castillo  y  Sar- 
zas  Paredes,  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs,  in  a  letter  to  Mr.  Slidell,  of 
March  12, 1846,  says,  "  a  fact  such  as  this,  (the  annexation  of  Texas,)  or 
to  speak  with  great  exactness,  so  notable  an  act  of  usurpation,  created 
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80  imperious  necessity,  that  Mexico,  for  her  own  honor,  should  repel  k 
with  proper  firmness  and  dignity.  The  Supreme  Government  had  before 
declared,  that  it  would  look  upon  each  an  act  as  a  cast*  belli ;  and  as  a 
consequence  of  this  declaration,  negotiation  was,  by  its  very  nature,  at 
an  end ;  and  war  was  the  only  recourse  of  the  Mexican  Government" 

General  Taylor  left  Corpus  Christi,  on  his  own  suggestion  to  the  Pres- 
ident, March  11, 1846,  and  the  joint  resolutions  were  passed  28th  Febru- 
ary, 1844,  two  years  before  Almonte  demanded  his  passports  and  went 
home.  Before  General  Taylor  left  Corpus  Christi,  Mexico  had  exhaus- 
ted herself  in  preparation  for  war,  and  then  had  her  army  at  or  near  Mat- 
amoras.  And  now  does  the  opposite  party  claim  that  this  war  is  an  Ex- 
ecutive War,  caused  by  the  march  of  our  army  to  the  Rio  Grande,  when 
it  arrived  there  the  28th  March,  1846  ?  On  the  12th  of  March,  one  day 
after  General  Taylor  left  Corpus  Christi,  (and  most  certainly  before  the 
news  of  his  having  left  could  have  reached  the  city  of  Mexico,)  the  gov- 
erment  of  Paredes,  in  a  despatch,  declared  that  Mexico  had  no  alterna- 
tive left  but  a  recourse  to  arms.  The  4th  April,  the  Mexican  jGovern- 
ment  gave  orders  to  attack  our  army  by  every  possible  means,  and  this 
order  was  given  before  they  could  have  known  of  the  departure  of  Gen- 
eral Taylor. 

This  war  provoked  by  the  President  in  consequence  of  invading  Mexi- 
can territory  between  the  Nueces  and  the  Rio  Grande ! !  Such  an  ac- 
cusation is  not  founded  in  fact,  for  the  Mexicans  in  Mexico  alleged  no 
cause  of  war  except  annexation. 

Mexico  formally  declared  war  against  the  United  States,  21st  of  March, 
1846,  ten  days  only  after  our  army  left  Corpus  Christi  A  mere  subter- 
fuge, an  afterthought,  is  this  invasion  of  Mexican  territory ;  a  point  in 
the  case  which  the  Mexicans  never  would  have  known,  if  their  friend* 
hart  had  not  given  them  notice. 

Did  the  President  act  without  authority,  when  he  ordered  our  army  to 
advance  from  Corpus  Christi  ?  No.  In  the  first  place,  he  had  high  mil- 
itary authority,  ueneral  Taylor,  as  early  as  October  4, 1845,  in  a  letter 
to  the  War  Department,  says :  "  It  may  well  be  a  question,  whether  the 
views  of  Government  will  be  best  carried  out  by  our  remaining  at  this 
post  If  our  Government,  in  settling  the  question  of  boundary,  makes 
the  Hne  of  the  Rio  Grande  the  ultimatum,  I  cannot  doubt  that  the  settle- 
ment will  be  greatly  facilitated  and  hastened '• by  our  taking  possession,  at 
once,  of  one  or  two  suitable  points,  on  or  near  that  river."  February  4, 
1846,  he  again  urges  the  necessity  of  a  removal  of  his  army  in  a  letter 
to  the  Department,  and  says,  "  our  advance  to  the  Rio  Grande  will  itself 
produce  a  powerful  effect,  and  it  may  be  that  the  common  navigation  of 
the  river  will  not  be  disputed." 

In  April,  1846,  after  General  Taylor  had  arrived  on  the  Rio  Grande, 
ke  wrote  to  the  Department,  and  said  that  he  "  wanted  5,000  men  to  carry 
the  war  as  it  should  be  into  1he  enemies9  country? 

V  there  are  individuals,  who  are  determined  to  be  against  their  own 
country  in  this  controversy,  without  regard  to  facts,  they  are  reminded 
that  General  Taylor  himself  advised  to  this,  so  called,  "  wicked,  corrupt 
and  unconstitutional"  removal  of  the  army  to  the  Rio  Grande,  and  even 
wanted  more  troops  to  carry  the  war  into  the  enemies'  country,  which  was 
the  other  side  of  the  Rio  Grande,  as  he  understood  it 


APPENDIX.  iH 

The  undersigned  is  of  opinion,  that  the  President  has  still  higher  and 
better  authority :  Constitution  United  States,  Art,  2,  Sec.  2.  "  The  Pres- 
ident shall  be  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  army  and  navy  of  the  United 
States,  and  of  the  militia  of  the  several  States,  when  called  into  the  ac- 
tual service  of  the  United  States."  Art  4,  Sec  4.  "  The  United  States 
shall  guaranty,  to  every  State  in  this  Union,  a  republican  form  of  govern- 
ment, and  shall  protect  each  of  them  against  invasion."  The  President* 
then,  has  the  constitutional  right  to  order  the  army  or  navy  to  any  post 
within  the  United  States ;  and  he  would  have  proved  recreant  to  his  dirty* 
if  he  had  not  protected  Texas  "  against  invasion." 

Mexico  had  declared  war  against  the  United  States  and  Texas  in  general ; 
and  her  army  was  then  on  the  borders  of  Texas.  The  people  of  Texas 
remembered  the  JUamo  and  Goliad,  and  claimed  that  protection  from  the 
United  States,  which  was  guaranteed  to  her  by  our  Constitution. 

Congress,  on  the  13th  day  of  May,  1846,  delated  that  "tear  exists  b# 
the  cuts  of  Mexico,19  by  an  almost  unanimous  vote— only  fourteen  in  the 
House  and  two  in  the  Senate  voted  against  the  declaration.  Notwith- 
standing the  testimony  of  the  two  great  political  parties  in  our  National 
Legislature,  less  sixteen,  that  "  war  exists  by  the  acts  of  Mexico,"  vet 
since  then,  one  of  these  parties  has  seen  fit  to  claim  the  adverse  doctrine 
as  the  truth. 

Upon  what  ground  ?  Have  there  been  new  facts  presented  in  the  case  ? 
Congress,  at  the  time  of  making  this  declaration,  had  in  possession  all  the 
facts  in  the  premises.  The  despatches  of  our  army,  and  the  reports  from 
that  of  the  enemy,  were  before  that  body ;  and  they,  from  toe  honest 
conviction  of  their  hearts,  being,  for  the  time  being,  moved  with  that  pat* 
riotism  which  is  cherished  in  the  bosom  of  every  true  American,  came  to 
that  conclusion,  and  voted  men  and  money  to  prosecute  the  war  with  vigor. 

What  next  ?  In  consequence  of  the  predisposition  of  this  party  to  be 
against  the  country  in  tune  of  war,  as  it  has  been  in  every  case  of  the 
kind  since  the  revolution,  or  for  fear  the  present  administration  might 
possibly  win  the  approbation  of  the  people,  this  same  party  gave  the  lie 
direct  to  Congress,  and  at  once  claimed  that  this  war  does  not  exist  by 
the  act  of  Mexico ;  that  this  is  "  the  President's  war";  "  he  caused  it  by 
ordering  General  Taylor  to  march  from  Corpus  Christi  to  the  Rio  Grande, 
on  to  territory  that  belongs  to  Mexico";  when  every  man  must  admit  that 
the  opponents  of  the  war  in  Vermont,  and  elsewhere,  always  claimed 
that  annexation  itself  would  cause  war.  This  is  the  ground  that  Mexico 
put  it  upon;   it  was  all  of  Texas  that  she  claimed,  not  an  integral  part. 

Every  man,  of  even  common  understanding,  must  know,  if  he  has  takes 
the  least  observation  of  the  acts  of  Mexico,  that  she  declared  war  against 
us,  before  it  was  physically  possible  for  her  to  know  of  the  removal  of 
bur  troops  from  the  post  last  named.  And  Mexico  never  would  have 
made  this  point  in  her  case,  neither  would  she  have  been  advised  of  half 
her  sufferings,  if  it  had  not  been  for  her  friends  this  side  of  the  Rio 
Grande ;  those  friends  who  have  been  traversing  our  country  from  Maine 
to  Georgia,  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  making  and  war  speeches, 
endeavoring  to  satisfy  the  people  that  supplies  should  be  withheld,  and 
that  this  should  be  the  watchword  of  action  upon  the  subject  in  the  nest 
Congress*  Some  of  these  friends  are  now  in  the  field  as  candidates  fo? 
the  office  of  President 
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One  of  these  candidates  is  he,  who  daring  the  last  war,  when  an  ap- 
propriation was  under  consideration  in  Congress,  for  the  purpose  of  de- 
fending our  country  against  the  common  enemy,  said  in  substance,  that 
he  would  sooner  see  the  enemy  with  his  cannon,  battering  down  the  walls 
of  the  Capitol,  than  vote  for  the  appropriation. 

This  war,  it  is  said,  was  "  provoked  by  the  Executive";  a  war  to  extend 
slavery,  a  war  for  "  conquest" 

A  late  Governor  of  Vermont,  three  or  four  years  since,  in  his  annual 
communication,  was  of  opinion,  that  if  Texas  should  be  annexed,  Ver* 
mont  would  be  absolved  and  released  from  all  ties  and  obligations  to  the 
general  Government,  and  the  Union  would  be  dissolved. 

At  the  time  Mr.  Jefferson  made  the  Louisiana  purchase,  the  same  argu- 
ments were  used  by  the  then  (so  called,)  Federal  party,  that  are  now  used 
by  the  anti  war  party.  It  was  then,  by  that  party,  claimed  that  such  an 
act  would,  ipso  facto,  dismember  the  Union. 

The  arguments  of  the  federalits,  in  the  war  of  18152 — '14,  were  the* 
same  as  those  of  the  opponents  of  this  war.  Precisely  the  same  lan- 
guage was  then  used.  It  was  then  "the  President's  war,"  a  u  war  for* 
aggrandizement,"  for  **  territory ." 

The  Senate  of  Massachusetts,  then  declared,  "  that  the  war  was  foun- 
ded in  falsehood,  declared  without  necessity,  and  its  real  object,  the  ex- 
tent of  territory  by  unjust  conquest." 

Occasionally  one  is  found,  who  was  a  Republican  in  1813,  that 'now, 
when  our  country  is  in  danger,  exhibits  to  the  nation  that  he  has  retained 
the  true  principles  of  democracy,  although  possibly  has  not  enjoyed 
them  as  he  ought,  yet  now  is  determined  to  resuscitate  the  same.  Such 
is  the  case  with  a  distinguished  son  of  Kentucky,  and  his  testimony  is 
put  into  the  case,  as  might  be  that  of  Generals  Scott  and  Taylor,  Colonel 
Doniphan  and  many  other  officers  of  intelligence,  and  civilians  who  have 
not  been  friends  of  the  administration. 

Henrv  Clay,  in  his  speech  at  New  Orleans,  in  the  winter  of  '47,  said, 
u  I  felt  half  inclined  to  ask  for  some  little  nook  or  corner  in  the  army,  in 
which  I  might  serve,  in  avenging  the  wrongs  of  my  country."  He  spoke* 
of  avenging  **  the  wrong?*  of  his  "  country. 

His  country,  then,  has  been  wronged ;  so  has  their  (his  party's)  country 
been  wronged. 

No  principle  has  changed  in  this  case — his  party  has  changed  coun- 
tries. And  they  are  excused  for  avenging  their  country's  wrongs,  as  he 
is  his.  Principles  never  change.  To  prove  this,  attention  is  called  to 
an  extract  from  a  resolution,  adopted  at  a  State  Convention  in  Vermont 
last  summer,  that  was  opposed  to  the  present  administration :  "  We  yield 
them  (army  and  navy)  honor  equal  to  the  measure  of  our  abhorrence  of 
a  war,  provoked  by  the  Executive,  without  necessity,  prosecuted  for  the 
extension  of  slave  territory,"  &c.  How  similar  this  language  to  that 
used  in  1812,  by  the  Federal  Senate  of  Massachusetts,  above  quoted. 

The  undersigned  regrets  exceedingly  to  see  language,  such  as  the  fol- 
lowing, in  his  Excellency's  Message.  MIt  is  believed  that  Vermont  has 
seen  nothing  in  the  progress  of  the  contest,  to  change  her  sentiment, 
either  in  regard  to  the  insitfuxency  of  the  grounds  on  which  the  war  was 
commenced,  or  the  unworthiness  of the  purposes  for  uhichti  has  been  uxupcL" 
At  this  time,  when  our  country  is  bleeding  at  every  pore,  when  almost 
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every  breeze  wafts  to  us  the  news  of  the  fall  of  some  of  Vermont's  most 
heroic  sons,  covered  with  glory,  while  "avenging  the  wrongs  of  our  coun- 
try"; and  at  a  time  when  peace  is  apparently  within  our  grasp,  it  is  with 
surprise  that  I  read  from  such  a  source,  and  from  high  authority,  lan- 
guage that  tends  to  paralyze  the  best  energies  of  our  country,  and  com- 
mit the  enemy.  It  is  not  a  matter  of  so  much  wonder,  that  the  Mexi- 
cans are  so  obstinate,  and  will  not  hear  to  any  overture  which  may  be 
honorable  to  belligerents  when  they  understand,  from  men  high  in  au- 
thority, that  they  are  the  injured  party,  and  that  k  is  only  necessary  to 
get  a  change  of  adrninistration,  to  restore  to  them  Texas  and  all  their 
other  possessions. 

May  peace  be  not  afar  off;  and  in  the  mean  time,  the  blood  of  the  poor 
soldier  who  has  left  the  green  hills  of  Vermont,  and  all  else  that  is  dear  to 
him,  to  sustain  the  honor  of  his  country,  and  has  fallen  a  prey  to  Mexican 
hatred  and  revenge,  cannot  be  washed  from  the  garments  of  that  man  or 
that  party,  who  is  aiding  the  enemy  with  the  consoling  words  of  "you 
are  right  and  we  are  wrong."  That  man,  who  is  a  friend  to  his  country, 
is  ever*  ready  to  exclaim  "  our  country ;  may  she  always  be  right ;  but 
right  or  wrong,  our  country." 

The  undersigned  reports,  and  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  accom- 
panying resolutions. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  committee  appointed  to  prepare  Joint  Rules  for  both 
houses,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration  and  report 
the  following  for  the  consideration  of  the  Senate. 

JOINT  RULES  OF  THE  SENATE  AND  HOUSE  OF 
REPRESENTATIVES. 

1. 
A  joint  assembly  shall  be  formed  by  a  union  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives  in  the  hall  of  the  latter,  for 
the  purpose  of  electing  certain  State  and  county  officers,  and 
Judges  of  Probate,  in  which  the  Secretary  of  State,  or  in 
his  absence,  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  shall-  officiate  as 
Clerk.  It  shall  be  formed  only  at  such  time,  and  for  such 
specific  purpose,  as  may  be  expressed  in  a  concurrent  reso- 
lution of  both  houses ;  and  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time  du- 
ring the  sitting  of  the  General  Assembly. 


The  proceedings  of  every  joint  assembly,  including  the 
resolutions  ordering  the  same,  shall  be  recorded  by  the  Ulerk 
in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  which  shall  be  preserved  in 
the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  a  copy  of  which  shall  be 
furnished  to  the  Governor  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 

a. 

Previous  to  the  meeting  of  any  joint  assembly,  for  the 
election  of  county  officers  and  Judges  of  Probate,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  from  the 
several  counties,  shall  meet  in  conventions  and  make  a  nom- 
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Ination  of  all  the  officers  to  be  elected  in  their  respective 
counties,  and  the  members  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives residing  in  the  several  Probate  districts,  shall 
meet  in  convention  and  make  nomination  of  the  Judges  of 
Probate  for  their  respective  districts,  and  present  the  same 
for  the  consideration  of  the  joint  assembly ;  and  no  nomina- 
tion of  any  county  officers  or  Judges  of  Probate  shall  be 
finally  acted  on  by  the  joint  assembly,  until  the  same  shall 
have  been  submitted  to  the  aforesaid:  conventions,  and  in 
case  no  nomination  for  Judge  of  Probate  can  be  made  ia 
any  Probate  district  by  reason  of  disagreement,  then  such 
nomination  shall  be  made  by  the  county  convention  of  the 
county  in  which  such  district  is  situated. 

4. 
The  rules  of  the  Senate,  so  far  as  applicable,  shall  be  ob- 
served in  regulating  the  procedings  of  every  joint  assembly. 

5. 
A  joint  committee  of  three  Senators  and  three  Represen- 
tatives shall  be  appointed  by  the  presiding  officers  of  the 
two  houses  respectively,  to  whom  may  be  referred  all  doc- 
uments transmitted  by  the  Governor  for  the  use  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  that  House  from 
which  they  were  received. 

6. 
The  committees  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives, to  whom  the  same  subject  matter  shall  have  been  re- 
ferred, may  for  the  purpose  of  facilitating  business,  meet 
together  as  a  joint  committee,  and  make  a  joint  or  seperate 
report  to  either  or  both  houses,  as  they  may  think  expedient 

7. 

In  every  case  of  disagreement  between  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives,  if  either  shall  request  a  conference 
and  appoint  a  committee  for  that  purpose,  and  the  other 
House  shall  also  appoint  a  committee  on  its  part,  such  com- 
mittees shall  meet,  at  a  convenient  hour,  to  be  agreed  upon 
by  their  chairman,  in  the  conference  room,  and  state  to  each 
other,  verbally  or  in  writing,  the  reasons  of  each  house  for  its 
vote  on  the  subject  matter  of  disagreement,  confer  freely 
thereon  and  make  report -of  their  doings  to  their  respective 
houses  as  soon  as  may  be. 

8. 

Committees  of  conference  shall  consist  of  an  equal  number 
from  each  house,  and  shall  return  the  papers  referred  to  them 
to  that  house  which  last  voted  upon  the  subject  matter  of  dis- 
agreement. 

0. 
When  bills  are  on  their  passage  between  the  two  houses, 
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they  shall  be  under  the  signature  of  the  Secretary  or  Clerk  of 
each  house  respectively. 

to. 

After  bills  have  passed  both  houses,  and  a  certificate  show* 
ing  the  one  in  which  they  respectively  originated  has  been 
duly  endorsed  thereon,  they  shall  be  delivered  to  a  joint  stan- 
ding committee  of  two  Senators  and  two  members  of  th6 
House  of  Representatives,  to  be  designated  the  Committee 
on  Bills,  who  shall  make  careful  examination,  and  see  that 
they  are  correctly  engrossed,  and  when  satisfied  of  their 
accuracy,  shall  present  them  first  to  the  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  and  then  to  the  President  of  the  Sen- 
ate, for  their  official  signatures,  and  having  obtained  them 
they  shall  forthwith  deliver  them  to  the  Governor,  for  his  ap- 
proval, and  shall  make  true  report  to  both  houses  of  the  day 
on  which  such  bill  was  delivered  to  the  Governor,  which  shall 
be  duly  entered  upon  the  journal  of  each  house* 

11. 
When  a  bill  or  resolution,  which  shall  have"  passed  one 
house,  is  rejected  in  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given 
to  the  house  in  which  the  same  shall  have  passed ;  and  all 
such  rejected  bills  or  resolutions,  with  the  accompanying  pa* 
pers  shall  be  returned  to,  and  left  in  custody  of  the  house 
which  first  acted  on  them. 

12. 
Each  house  shall  transmit  to  the  othef  all  papers  on  which 
any  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  founded;  and  should  such  bill 
or  resolution  pass  both  houses,  the  same  papers  shall  be  de* 
livered  to  the  Governor. 

13. 
After  each  house  shall  have  adhered  to  the  vote  Of  disa- 
greement, a  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  lost.

No  bill  which  shall  have  passed  one  house,  shall  be  sent  fof 
concurrence  to  the  other,  on  either  of  the  two  last  days  of 
the  session.

TO  THE  COUNCIL  OF  CENSORS  NO  W  IN  SESSION. 

The  committee  on  the  powers  of  the  constitution,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  resolution,  directing  them  to  inquire  wheth- 
er the  aet  of  the  legislature,  passed  Nov.  12,  1847,  entitled  "an 
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act  relating  to  the  election  of  Senators,"  be  authorized  by 
the  constitution  of  this  State,  respectfully  report : 

That  the  constitution,  as  amended,  provides  for  a  co-ordi- 
nate branch  of  the  legislature,  called  The  Senate,  and  fixes 
the  number  of  Sentors  of  which  the  Senate  shall  be  composed, 
and  the  time  and  mode  of  their  election  and  the  time  and  place 
of  counting  the  rotes.  The  fifth  article  of  amendment  pro- 
vides that  "  the  freemen  of  the  several  towns  in  each  county 
"  shall  give  their  votes  for  the  Senators  apportioned  to  such 
"county  as  are  now  provided  for  the  election  of  councillors," 
which  is  the  first  Tuesday  in  September.  The  same  section 
also  provides  that  after  the  votes  shall  have  been  sorted  and 
counted  by  the  presiding  officer,  he  shall  make  two  lists  of 
the  names  of  each  person,  with  the  number  of  votes  given 
fbr  each  annexed  to  his  name,  one  of  which  lists  shall  be 
given  to  the  representative  of  said  town,  if  there  is  any.  and 
the  other  list  the  presiding  officer  shall,  within  ten  days,  deliv- 
er to  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  for  the  same  county ;  and. 
the  clerk  of  each  county  court,  respectively,  or  in  case  of 
absence  or  disability,  some  other  officer  of  the  county,  shall 
publicly  sort  and  count  said  votes  on  the  tenth  day  after  such 
election. 

The  Revised  Statutes,  in  making  provision  for  the  election 
of  Senators  and  the  time  and  mode  of  counting  the  votes, 
have  enacted  over  the  same  provisions  of  the  constitution 
above  referred  to. 

The  legislature,  at  its  session  holden  in  October.  1847, 
changed  the  time  in  which  the  presiding  officer  shall  deliver 
a  list  of  the  votes  given  for  Senators,to  Vm  county  clerk,from 
ten  days  to  four  days,  and  the  time  of  counting  the  votes  from 
the  tenth  to  the  fourth  day  after  the  election. 

The  time  of  electing  and  the  time  of  delivering  and  count- 
big  the  votes  is  fixed  by  the  constitution,  and  the  legislature 
have  as  much  control  over  one  as  they  have  over  the  other. 
They  can  as  well  change  the  time  of  electing  from  the  first 
Tuesday  in  September  to  some  other  day,  as  to  change  the 
day  for  counting  the  votes  to  a  day  different  from  the  one 
fixed  by  the  constitution. 

We  are.  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  the  act  referred  to  in 
said  resolution  is  not  authorized  by  the  constitution  of  this 
state,  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  accompanying  res- 
olutions.

Mr.  HOUGHTON,  the  Secretary  of  Civil  and  Military  a£ 
fairs,  appeared  on  the  floor  of  the  Senate  with  a  message,  as 
follows:— 
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Mr.  President: 

I  am  directed  by  the  Governor,  to  transmit  to  the 

the  annual  Executive  message  to  the  General  Assembly. 

And  he  then  withdrew. 

The  Message  of  the  Governor  was  thereupon  read,  as  fol- 
lows : 

FtRou>  Citizens  of  the  Senate,  and  of  the  House  of  Representatives: 
At  our  entering  upon  the  service  of  the  State  for  a  new 
political  term,  it  is  due  to  Him  from  whom  all  good  things 
proceed,  that  we  gratefully  acknowledge  His  goodness  so  sig- 
nally illustrated  by  the  ample  measure  of  temporal  blessings 
imparted  to  the  people  of  this  State,  in  the  year  past.  With 
the  deepest  conscientiousness,  our  fathers,  in  peace  and  in 
war,  in  prosperity  or  adversity,  in  all  their  public  councils, 
recognized  the  Divine  Providence  :  and  it  is  a  feet  whioh 
keeps  bright  the  hope  we  cherish  for  the  permanent  welfare 
of  our  country,  that  the  reverent  example  the  departed  com- 
mended to  us  has  not  been,  as  yet,  either  forgotten  or  slight- 
ed. The  prayer  of  the  true  patriot  is.  that  it  may  be  long 
before  human  pride  or  a  vain  philosophy  shall  seduce  us,  as 
a  nation,  to  deny  our  dependence  on  God.  or  make  us  asham- 
ed to  avow  it  And  now,  while  we  are  interchanging  congra- 
tulations over  the  physical  gifts  bestowed  upon  us,  let  us  not 
be  unmindful,  that  whatever  ol  wisdom  we  have  with  which 
to  conceive  measures  for  the  general  good,  springs  not  fltdJtt 
ourselves  but,  coraeth  down  from  above.  The  thought  Of 
this2  if  it  attend  our  legislative  deliberations,  will  chasten  the 
feeling  of  self-confidence,  and  aiding  us  in  the  exercise  of 
judgment  in  deciding,  and  of  prudence  in  acting,  will  guide 
us  the  more  surely  in  the  path  of  duty. 

You  will  not  expect  that?  in  making  this  communication,  I 
array  before  you  may  topics. — So  simple  is  the  form  and  so 
easy  the  working  of  our  State  government — so  quietly  do  our 
.civil  and  political  institutions  move  on  in  their  courses — so 
seldom,  in  our  comparative  seclusion,  is  the  surface  of  popu- 
lar content  ruffled — that  a  very  stringent  exigence  for  legis- 
lative interposition  rarely  occurs.  Our  municipal  polity  still 
rests,  mainly,  on  its  first  principles,  and  few  among  us.  it  is 
believed,  are  disponed  to  disturb  the  foundation,  its  theory 
is,  that  laws,  not  men.  govern,  and  although  the  maxim  has 
been  so  often  uttered  as  to  have  become  a  truism,  we  shall 
nevertheless  be  profited  by  frequently  recurring  to  the  essen- 
tial truth  it  contains.  In  a  political  system  based  on  the  un- 
doubted right  of  all  men  to  self-government,  the  maintenance 
of  civil  liberty  depends  upon  the  supremacy  of  the  law.  The 
proofs,  that  a  government  originated  by  and  administered  for 
the  people  is  practicable,  are  thickly  spread  on  the  pages  of 
nor  history:  and  we  are  living  witnesses  to  the  eminent  suc- 
cess of  the  experiment  for  the  enlargment  of  the  happiness 
of  the  race,  on  which  our  ancestors  hazarded  all  they  had. 
Intrinsically,  the  laws  have  no  force.     They  cannot,  so  to 
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speak,  execute  their  own  commands.  Being  only  the  expo* 
nents  of  the  resolutions  of  the  representative  body,  they  r& 
quire  the  will  and  the  action  of  the  people  to  energize  them. 
Here,  therefore,  where  no  executive  power  exists  whichjis  not 
derivative  from  the  legislative  power,  moral  submission  to  a 
law  is  a  positive  condition  of  its  supremacy.  The  sentiment 
of  reverence  of  it  should  be  early  cultivated.  No  one,  who 
loving  his  children,  loves  also  his  country,  will  neglect  to 
teach  at  his  fire-side  the  doctrines  of  respect  and  of  obedience 
to  the  laws  of  the  land. 

ft  is  truth  having  intimate  connection  with  the  idea  above 
expressed,  that  the  sense  of  obligation  to  honor  the  laws  and 
enforce  their  sanctions  is  weakened  by  very  frequent  changes 
in  them.  The  first  conception  of  a  stable  government  is  that, 
in  the  nature  of  things,  its  rules  of  duty  are  to  be  constant, 
alterable,  at  most,  only  on  imperative  necessity  for  conform- 
ing with  the  material  changes  that  grow  out  of  the  progress 
ofsociety.  ft  is  to  be  kept  in  mind  moreover,  that  no  code 
can  be  made  to  meet  and  satisfy  at  once  every  emergency  in 
the  affairs  of  life.  The  leading  provisions  of  all  statutes  are 
to  be  deemed,  in  one  view  ot  them,  mere  principles,  in  the 
adaption  of  which  [to  cases  as  they  arise,  the  tendencies 
and  effects  of  those  provisions  will  be  elicited.  Time  and 
careful  study  are  indispensable  to  the  duly  adjusting  with  the 
general  law  a  new  statute.  Besides,  no  habitual  observer  of 
the  different  sources  of  legal  controversies  can  have  failed  to 
discern,  that  some  of  them  owe  their  existence  to  the  uncer- 
tainty which  veils  the  construction'  of  some  recent  act  not 
yet  judicially  expounded.  Yielding  to  the  force  of  the  con- 
siderations thus  briefly  stated,  and  others  of  much  weight 
omitted,  I  submit  the  proposition,  which,  I  think,  should  have 
continual  presence  and  authority  in  every  law-making  body 
that  no  enactment  be  passed  until  it  shall  have  been  clearly 
shown  that  the  harmony  of  the  general  law  of  the  main  sub- 
ject would  not  be  thereby  broken.  The  matured  experience 
of  others  sustains  ray  confidence  in  the  opinion  that  were  the 
rule  intimated  adhered  to,  conjectural  emendations  of  the 
statutes  would  less  frequently  be  tried,  and  so  our  legal  sys- 
tem would  obtain  time  for  consolidation. 

The  subject  of  Popular  Education  is  one  that  must  not  pass 
unnoticed.  While  I  would  not  consciously  invade  the  prov- 
ince of  the  accomplished  State  superintendent  of  common 
schools  whose  report,  it  is  assumed,  will  soon  be  laid  before 
you,  I  should  feel  that  part  of  my  duty  remained  unperformed 
if  I  omitted  to  pay  my  tribute  of  respect  to  a  cause  so  mani- 
festly deserving  of  high  consideration.  In  this  State,  much 
to  its  honor,  an  ardent  desire  to  widen  the  scone  and  multi- 
ply the  means  of  mental  instruction,  has  evinced  its  resolute- 
ness in  persevering  efforts  on  the  part  of  the  Legislative  au- 
thorities for  the  attainment  of  those  objects ;  and  to  these  en- 
deavors the  people,  moved  by  an  impulse  too  disinterested 
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for  jealousy,  have  given  a  generous  support.    In  this  cause 
nojuurty  victories  may  be  won. 

Education  for  all.  is  now  demanded.  Inquisitive  men  long 
since  found  out,  that  there  is  no  such  a  thing  as  that  which 
literary  fops  have  called  the  "vulgar  mind."  The  artificial 
distinctions  of  the  past  are  yielding  to  the  claims  of  common 
sense  and  common  justice,  anditis  foreshadowed  that,  in  our 
country,  if  not  elsewhere,  man  is  to  take  rank  by  the  measure 
of  his  intellectual  ability  and  the  degree  of  his  moral  worth. 

Coming  up  from  all  parts  of  our  commonwealth,  you  have 
ample  information  of  the  operations  and  auspices  of  the  sys- 
tem of  common  Schools.  That  it  is  the  best  that  can  be  devi- 
sed, is  not  vet  demonstrated.  Results  in  some  of  its  provi- 
sions, remain  to  be  developed.  These  ascertained,  may  show 
that  it  has  intrinsic  defects.  As  it  might  have  been  expected, 
there  are  conflicting  opinions  pronounced  in  respect  of  its 
utility.  There  are  those  who  insist  that  it  is  encumbered 
with  too  many  officers,  and  is,  therefore,  distractedly  adminis- 
tered. Others  urge,  that  it  does  not  insure  the  requisite  com- 
petency of  those  who  are  to  decide  upon  the  qualifications  of 
teachers :  holding  that,  as  a  consequence,  the  standard  of  fit* 
ness  to  instruct  is  widely  varied  by  different  examiners.  Upon 
these  suggestions  I  make  no  comment.  In  my  view,  howev- 
er, there  rests  upon  us  a  weighty  obligation  to  create  and 
maintain  a  legal  scheme  for  common  Schools,  which  shall,  in 
due  time  become  permanent.  The  honor  of  the  State  and  the 
welfare  of  its  people  exact  it.  And  if  there  is  ever  required 
a  stout  resistance  to  frequent  radical  innovations,  it  would 
seem  to  be  emphatically  demanded  in  behalf  of  every  general 
educational  policy:  such  as  one  always  pleading,  with  cogent 
reason,  for  tune  as  the  main  criterion  of  its  merits.  If  we  bear 
in  mind  the  fact,  that  the  character  of  each  generation  is,  sub- 
stantial, formed  by  the  one  that  precedes  it,  we  shall  not  in- 
considerately very  the  course  of  public  action  upon  any  of 
the  leading  measures  that  bear  upon  that  character*  In  this 
day  of  ardent  rivalry  pervading  all  departments  of  science) 
art,  and  trading  economy,  we  may  not  deal  out  scholastio 
knowledge  to  the  youth  in  set  portions.  Nor  will  any  amount 
of  human  learning  suffice  for  them,  unless  they  are,  also, 
trained  in  the  disciplinary  exercises  that  educate,  while  they 
inform  the  mind ;  in  which  sense,  only,  is  knowledge  power. 
We  shall  not,  I  trust,  be  satisfied  with  any  advance  towards 
the  acquisition  of  a  sound  literature  for  all  classes,  until  we 
shall  have  secured  of  high  ground  of  exaltation  for  the  intel- 
lectual character  of  the  mass  of  the  people  of  this  State,  as 
they  now  occupy  for  republican  virtue.  Vermont  has  not 
many  of  the  recognized  elements  of  political  power.  But  she 
has  enough  to  satisfy  the  real  wants  of  civilized  life — enough 
for  all  desirable  renown.  Although  she  has  no  luxuries  of 
commerce  to  send  to  other  climes,  she  has  treasures  for  rich 
gifts.    Those  she  has  liberally  bestowed  without  being  in> 
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poyerished  by  it.  Many  of  her  son*  have  gone  forth,  whose 
well- schooled  minds,  firm  morals,  and  {enterprising  spirits 
enabled,  them,  wheresoever  they  alighted,  together  and  send 
home  contributions  to  the  honest  fame  of  the  common  parent. 
We  can  all  join  to  wish,  that  the  characteristic  institutions  of 
this  State  and  of  her  New  England  sisters,  might  diffuse 
throughout  our  country  the  social  happiness  that  radiates  its 
gentle  light  for  us.  How  long  Vermont  shall  hold  her  place 
m  the  union  as  she  now  does— or  how  soon  be  turned  off  when 
mightier  and  prouder  soverignties  shall  have  arisen  and  over- 
shadowed the  broad  West — it  is  idle  to  enquire.  Be  that  as  it 
may,  this  State  has  in  hand  her  own  independent  guaranties. 
Whatever  may  be,  in  the  future,  her  relations  to  the  rest  oi" 
the  world  she  will,  we  trust,  forever  remain  the  same — her 
citizens  industrious  and  frugal,  religious  in  sentiment  and  in 
life,  sturdy  in  republicanism,  unbending  in  adherence  to4he 
unpretending,  yet  conservative  system  of  g07ernment  under 
which  they  have  hitherto  found  peace  and  security,  and  ce- 
mented in  unity  as  a  free  and  highly  educated  yeomary. 

Is  it  not  due  to  the  cause  of  popular  education,  that  we 
consider  whether  instruction  in  political  science  should 
not  be  engrafted  on  the  body  of  our  schooling?  Under 
the  constitution  of  this  State:  he  who  attains  to  the  prescrib- 
ed age  is  thenceforth,  theoretically,  a  politician ;  and  whether 
qualified  or  not  to  act  discreetly  in  the  new  character,  he  is 
now  one  of  the  constituents  of  the  government  and  of  its 
laws.  They  that  would  ascertain  the  principal  source  of  the 
political  knowledge  by  which  the  electors  are  guided,  will  find 
it  in  the  public  journals.  Comparatively,  few  study  the 
science  of  politics  to  its  widest  range— few,  indeed,  have  leis- 
ure to  pursne  to  its  full  extent.  Yet,  on  it  every  free  govern- 
ment leans,  and  from  it  draws  its  necessary  aliment.  All 
may  understand  so  much  of  the  science,  as  to  have  acquain- 
tance with  the  forms,  and  correct  understanding  of  the  na- 
ture, of  different  governments — to  be  cognizent  of  the  princi- 
ples and  the  spirit  of  law  as  a  rule  of  human  conduct — to 
know  the  distinctions  in  rights — and  to  have  clear  comprehen- 
sion of  their  obligations  as  citizens.  A  much  more  extended 
indoctrination  or  the  young  men  of  our  country  in  political 
truth  than  they  have  yet  had  is,  in  my  view,  indicated  as  a 
precaution  by  numerous  "signs  of  the  times ;"  and  I  am  not 
now  aware  of  any  mode  in  which  the  proposed  object  could 
so  easily  be  accomplished  as  by  making  a  text-book  of  the 
science  for  Common  Schools.  He  who  should  apply  the  en- 
ergies of  a  disciplined  mind  to  the  preparation  of  such  a 
work,  and  render  it  acceptable  for  its  completeness  and  ac- 
curacy, will  have  conferred  upon  his  countrymen  an  invalua- 
ble favor. 

Recent  events,  of  which  none  of  us  are  ignorant,  have  placed 
in  unusual  prominence  before  the  public  eye  a  subject  which 
it  is  impossible  to  touch  without  stirring  the  sensibilities  of 
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the  whole  Union.  One  of  the  effects  of  the  war  with  Mexicor  is 
the  acquisition  of  large  portions  of  her  domain,  which  are 
now  waiting  to  be  placed  by  the  United  States  under  territo* 
rial  government.  Of  the  character  of  that  war,  or  the  just- 
ness of  that  acquisition,  I  do  not  propose  here  to  speak,  being 
forbidden  so  to  do  by  the  respect  due  unto  the  opinions  ot 
others,  and  by  the  rales  of  official  decorum.  But,  the  territo- 
ry is  the  common  property  of  all  the  States,  and  upon  the 
point  of  the  disposal,  or  of  the  management  of  it,  Vermont  is 
entitled  to  be  heard,  and  to  act.  It  is,  therefore,  a  matter  of 
domestic  interest,  and,  as  such,  claims  our  attention  and  vig- 
ilance. The  country  yielded  by  our  sister  republic  being  con- 
tiguous to  the  sl&veholding  States,  and  much  of  it  being  sup- 
posed to  be  naturally  suited  to  the  labor  of  the  black  man,  it 
is  insisted  that  slave  owners  should  be  allowed  to  carry  their 
sl%ves  into  it  a*d  there  hold  them  as  property :  that  Congress^ 
in  providing  a  government  for  it,  shonld  expressly  legalize 
slavery  therein.  1  do  not  understand  that  tne  Statesmen  of 
the  slave  States,  except  the  few  that  ascribe  to  slavery  a  di-* 
vine  origin,  claim,  any  natural,  or  unqualified,  right  in  one 
man  to  enslave  another — nor,  allowing  the  same  exceptions* 
do  they  hold  that  slavery  exists  as  an  institution.  It  was  not 
established  by  the  federal  government,  but  tolerated  only : 
and  this  was  a  reluctant  concession  to  a  supposed  necessity. 
Whether  Congress  can,  rightfully  ft  by  act  of  legislation  put 
slaveholding  under  guaranty  in  any  place  where  it  did  not 
exist  when  the  constitution  was  formed,  and  its  compromises, 
so  called,  were  arranged,  the  people  of  this  State,  I  appre- 
hend, do  not  consider  to  be  debateable — they  denying  to  that 
body  such  right.  But,  that  Congress,  in  making.4'  all  needful 
rules  and  regulations  respecting  the  territory"  belonging  to 
the  United  States,  may,  and  ought  to,  put  an  interdict  upon 
Slavery— that,  although  they  may  not  legislate  for  the  intro- 
duction of  it,  they  may  for  its  exclusion.  If,  viewed  as  a 
compound  case  of  right  asserted,  and  of  power  exercised  and 
in  some  degree  submitted  to,  it  has  come  to  be  considered  as 
settled  by  practical  construction,  that  national  legislation  can 
be  properly  exercised  in  either  way ;  still,  this  State,  in  con- 
fining herself  to  protests,  has  not  surrendered  the  principle. 
The  attempt  to  procure  the  allowance  of  slaveholding  in 
Oregon,  and  its  failure,  are  fresh  in  the  recollection  of  all. — 
Upon  that  defeat  of  a  design  to  extend  slavery  and  upon  the 
evidence  it  affords  of  a  resolution  of  the  free  States  to  re- 
strict the  institution  to  its  present  limits,  I  heartily  congratu- 
late you — not  in  exultation  as  for  a  sectional  ascendency 
gained,  but  in  joy  that  humanity  has  achieved  a  victory— the 
joy  not  a  little  enhanced  by  the  belief,  that  ere  long,  our  south- 
ern brethren  will  ennoble  themselves  and  make  the  world 
glad,  by  voluntary  removal  of  the  blasting  evil  from  their 
fair  fields,  and  then  start  away  with  unshackeled  limbs,  to  run 
the  race  of  national  prosperity. 
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In  relation  to  the  point  of  Slavery,  the  position  of  this  State 
cannot  be  misunderstood.  This  institution  was  interlaced 
with  the  fabric  of  the  federal  constitution,  and  it  may  not  be 
violently  extracted.  Yet  as  it  injuriously  affects  our  repre- 
sentative rights,  no  further  similar  enchroachment  thereon 
will  be  consented  to.  For  a  sufficient  political  reason,  then 
this  State  objects  to  the  extension  of  slavery. 

There  is,  however,  a  profounder  cause  for  her  uncompro- 
mising opposition  to  it.  The  people  of  Vermont  have  never 
needed  lessons  in  humanity ;  nor  nave  they  yet  to  learn  how 
to  distinguish  between  what  they  owe  to  the  Union  and  what 
to  themselves.  Hostility  to  Slavery  is,  in  them,  an  instinct. 
From  the  first,  they  have  ever  stood  before  the  world  and 
avowed  their  determination  to  make  no  other  terms  with  it 
than  those  that  now  bind  them.  This  resolve  Vermont  has, 
at  all  times  to  which  it  was  appropriate,  distinctly  announced 
in  clear  consciousness  of  her  maintaining  the  right  She  has 
proclaimed  in  her  legislative  assemblies  and  in  the  national 
councils,  by  her  own  voice  and  the  voices  of  her  faithful  rep- 
resentatives, as  is  fully  attested  by  her  highest  records.  There 
is  no  ground  for  fear  that  she  will  not  continue  steadfast 
therein.  In  performing  their  part  of  the  work  of  destroying 
slavery,  her  people  will  not  falter  at  that  which  they  can 
rightfully  do.  They  will  not  do  evil  that  good  may  come, 
but  they  will  obey  the  voice  of  an  enlightened  conscience, 
and  labor  when,  where  and  how,  it  bids  them  do  so.  Humbly 
following,  not  running  before,  the  indications  of  the  designs 
of  the  Infinite  Mind  herein,  they  may  trustfully  abide  the  is- 
sues. 

A  copy  of  the  Memorial  of  inhabitants  of  the  county  Mis- 
sisquoi,  Canada,  to  the  Governor  General  of  British  North 
America,  upon  the  subject  of  obstructing  the  navigation  of 
the  waters  of  Lake  Champlain,  communinicated  by  the  Charge 
d'Affairs  of  her  Britanic  Majesty  to  the  Department  of  State, 
of  the  United  States,  has  been  transmitted  from  that  depart- 
ment to  this :  and  it,  with  sundry  communications  from  other 
states  and  public  bodies,  will  shortly  be  submitted  to  you.

Mr.  MERRILL,  the  Clerk  »f  the  House  of  Representatives, 
appeared  on  the  floor  of  the  Senate  with  a  message  as  fol- 
lows :— 

Mr.  President: 

The  House  of  Representatives  have  considered  the  resolu- 
tion of  the  Senate  prescribing  proceedings  proper  to  be  ha4 
in  reference  to  the  restoration  to  the  possession  of  this  State^ 
by  the  General  Government,  of  the  cannon  taken  from  the 
British  at  Bennington  in  1777,  and  have  adopted  the  same  in 
concurrence. 

The  House  have  adopted  a  resolution  providing  for  4  Joint 
Assembly  to  elect  an  Auditor  of  Accounts,  arid  a  Bank  In- 
spector for  the  year  ensuing,  in  which  I  am  directed  to  re- 
quest the  concurrence  of  the  House. 

And  he  then  withdrew. 

The  resolution  from  the  House  appointing  a  Joint  Assem- 
bly for  this  afternoon  at  3  o'clock,  to  elect  an  Auditor  of  Ac- 
counts and  a  Bank  Inspector,  for  the  year  ensuing,  was  read 
and  adopted  in  concurrence. 

Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  acquaint  the  House  there- 
with. 

Mr.  KIMBALL,  for  the  Select  Committee  appointed  to  re- 
port Rules  of  the  Senate  for  the  session,  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing : 
To  the  Senate: 

Your  Committee  on  Rules  report  the  following  as  the  Rules 
of  the  Senate  for  the  present  Session,  and  recommend  their 
adoption : 

RULES  OF  THE  SENATE. 

1. 
The  credentials  of  Senators  shall  he  presented  to  the  Sec- 
retary or  Assistant  Secretary,  previous  to  nine  o'clock  in  the 
morning  of  the  second'  Thursday  of  Oct6ber^  at  which  time 
the  Senate  shall  be  called  to  order.  TIih  names  of  the  Sena- 
tors shall  be  called  over,  and  when  a  quorum  shall  have  taken 
their  seats,  they  shall,  having  first  taken  the  necessary  oaths, 
on  nomination  of  the  President,  appoint  a  canvassing  com- 
mittee, consisting  of  one  Senator  from  each  county,  "to  join 
such  committee  as  the  House  of  Representatives  may  ap- 
point, whose  duty  shall  be  to  receive,  sort,  and  count,  the 
votes  for  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  and  Treasurer, and 
make  report  thereof  to  the  joint  assembly  of  both  houses. 
o 
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2. 

The  Senate  shall  meet  every  day  (Sundays  excepted)  at 
nine  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon, 
unless  otherwise  specially  ordered. 

3. 
The  President  having  taken  the  chair,  and  a  quorum  being 
present,  the  journal  of  the  preceding  day  shall  be  read,  and 
all  errors  therein  corrected. 


In  case  no  quorum  shall  assemble  within  fifteen  minutes 
after  the  time  to  which  the  Senate  was  adjourned,  those  pres- 
ent shall  have  power  to  send  the  Sergeant-at-arms,  or  other 
officer,  after  the  absentees  and  compel  their  attendance. 


Whenever  the  Senate  shall  assemble,according  to  adjourn- 
ment, or  at  the  commencement  of  a  session,  and  the  Presi- 
dent shall  be  absent  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary,  if 
present,  if  not,  of  a  Senator,  to  call  to  order;  and  the  Sena- 
tors present,  if  a  quorum,  shall,  by  ballot,  elect  a  President 
pro  tempore.

No  Senator  shall  be  absent  without  leave,  unless  he  is  sickj 
or  otherwise  necessarily  detained. 

7. 
No  Senator  shall  audibly  speak  to  another,  or  otherwise 
interrupt  the  business  of  the  Senate,  while  the  journals  or 
other  public  papers  are  being  read,  or  while  a  Senator  is  or- 
derly speaking  in  debate. 

8. 
Every  Senator,  when  he  speaks,  shall,  standing  in  his  place 
address  the  President,  and  when  he  has  finished  shall  sit 
down. 

9. 
No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  ques- 
tion, without  leave  of  the  Senate ;  and  Senators  who  have  once 
spoken  shall  not  again  be  entitled  to  the  floor,  (except  for 
the  purpose  of  explanation,)  to  the  exclusion  of  another  who 
has  not  spoken. 

10. 
In  "all  cases,  the  Senator  first  arising  and  addressing  the 
President,  (subject  to  the  restriction  of  rule  9,)  shall  be  en- 
titled to  the  floor,  and  when  two  or  more  arise  at  the  same 
time,  the  President  shall  name  the  one  who  is  to  speak.

11. 

When  a  Senator  shall  be  called  to  order,  he  shall  sit  down 
and  every  question  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President 
without  debate,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Senate. 

%    12. 
If  a  Senator  be  called  to  order  for  the  words  spoken,  the 
exceptionable  words  shall  be  immediately  taken  down  in 
writing  by  the  Senator  calling  to  order,  that  the  President 
may  be  better  enabled  to  judge  of  the  matter. 

13. 
The  first  hour  of  each  morning's  sitting  may  be  devoted  to 
the  reception  and  disposal  of  petitions,  memorials,  remon- 
strances, motions,"re  solutions,  and  the  introduction  of  bills ; 
after  which,  the  orders  of  the  day,  or  other  proper  business, 
shall  be  announced,  always  commencing  with  the  unfinished 
business  of  the  last  sitting.  The  first  hour  of  the  afternoon's 
sitting  may  be  occupied  in  the  receiving  and  disposing  of 
reports  of  committees,  and,  in  completing  the  business  of  the 
morning  hour ;  at  the  expiration  of  which  the  Senate  will  again 
take  up  the  orders  of  the  day. 

14. 
Reports  of  committees  may  be  signed  by  any  member  in 
behalf  of  the  committee,  and  shall  be  oy  him  presented  to  the 
Senate,  when  a  call  for  reports  is  made.  The  signer  of  each 
report  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  accuracy  of  its  state* 
ments  and  the  propriety  of  its  language,  and  when  the  same 
shall  be  under  consideration,  he  shall  be  further  liable  to  give 
additional  statement  of  facts,  or  other  explanations,  in  ans- 
wer to  the  call  of  any  Senator. 

15. 
The  proceedings  of  the  Senate,  except  when  acting  as  In 
Committee  of  the  Whole  embracing  the  titles  of  bills  and  such 
part  thereof  as  may  be  affected  by  proposed  amendments,  and 
also  the  names  of  Senators,  and  the  votes  which  they  give  on 
every  question  decided  by  yeas  and  nays,  shall  be  by  the 
Secretary  accurately  and  concisely  inserted  in  the  journals.

The  Senate  shall,  annually,  within  the  first  four  days  of 
actual  sitting,  elect  by  ballot,  (and  a  majority  of  all  present 
shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice)  a  Secretary,  and  an  Assistant 
Secretary,  who  shall  be  ex  officio  Engrossing  Clerk,  who  shall 
be  severally  sworn  to  theTaithful  discharge  of  their  duties, 
and  shall  hold  said  offices  until  superseded  by  a  new  elec- 
tion.

When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for,  and  the  same  is 
objected  to  by  a  Senator,  the  question  shall  be  determined  by 
a  vote  of  the  Senate. 

29. 
The  yeas'and  nays  shall  be  taken,  on  the  call  of  a  Senator, 
and  every  Senator  present  shall  vote,  unless  excused  by  the 
Senate  ;  but  no  Senator  shall  be  compelled  to  vote,  who  was 
absent  when  the  question  was  stated  by  the  President,  nor 
shall  any  one  be  permitted  to  vote,  who  was  absent  when  his 
name  was  callect  nor  after  the  decision  of  the  question  has 
been  announced  from  the  chair.

No  Senator  in  the  minority,  nor  one  who  did  not  vote  on  the 
decision  of  a  question,  shall  have  a  right  to  move  a  reconsi-

No  person  shall  be  admitted  within  the  lobby  of  the  Senate 
chamber,  except  the  Governor.  Treasurer  of  the  State,  Audi- 
tor of  Accounts,  members  of  the  other  House,  Judges  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress, 
Ex-Governors  and  Lieutenant  Governors,  Ex  Judges  of  the 
Supreme  Court  Ex-Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress 
Ex-Senators  or  the  State  Senate,  District  Judge  and  Attorney 
of  the  United  States,  members  of  other  State  Legislatures, 
and  such  gentlemen  and  ladies  as  the  President  or  a  Senator 
may  introduce.

Upon  any  disorderly  conduct  in  the  gallery,  the  President 
may  order  the  same  to  be  cleared.

Whenever  a  bill  or  resolutions  is  laid  on  the  table,  by  order 
of  the  Senate,  and  shall  have  remained  on  the  table  twenty* 
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four  hours,  it  shall  be  subject  to  be  taken  up  by  the  chair,  and 
presented  for  the  consideration  of  the  Senate,  without  a  call 
or  order  on  the  subject.

They  are  of  opinion,  that  no  legislative  body  should  be 
without  a  record,  or  history,  of  all  its  proceedings  ;  and  they 
were  greatly  surprised  to  find  that  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  Vermont,  had  no  record  of  its  doings  for  ma- 
ny years,  and  that  during  a  period  of  great  interest  to  the 
people  or  the  State.  From  the  first  organisation  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  in  1777,  to  1784,  there  appears  to  be  no  Journ- 
als of  its  proceeding,  and  from  that  time,  to  the  year  1803,  we 
find  the  Journals  few  in  number,  mutilated,  and  in  a  very  un- 
satisfactory condition.  From  the  year  1803  up  to  the  present, 
time,  we  have  a  more  full  supply  of  the  Journals  and  they 
are  in  a  much  better  state  of  preservation,  although  in  one  of 
these  years,  we  have  no  legislative  records  of  any  kind. 

Your  Committee  are  or  the  opinion  that  it  is  due  to  the 
character  of  this  assemby,  as  well  as  the  interests  of  the  peo- 
ple, that  some  more  efficient,  and  effectual  measures  should b« 
instituted  by  this  assembly  with  a  view  to  fill  up  the  deficien- 
cesof  the  past,  and  to  insure  the  preservation  of  our  Journals 
for  years  to  come.

REPORT. 

The  contemplated  preparations  for  making  out  the  results 
of  the  survey  have  been  carried  Into  effect,  according  tn  'the1 
plan  described  in  the  last  report.  The  ticketed  series  of  the 
specimens  belonging  to  the  state  collection,  and  all  the  fos- 
silSj  have  been  arranged  for  the  examination  requisite  in  pre- 
paring the  Final  Report,  and  now  remain  at  the  residence- of 
the  principal  Geologist.  The  remaining  specimens  of  the* 
rocks  and  the  specimens  of  minerals  have  been  deposited, 
and  now  remain,  in  charge  of  Mr,  Thompson  at  Burlington. 

yhe  field  books  containing  notes  of  the  explorations,  which 
have  been  made,  and  the  manuscript  catalogues  of  the  speci- 
mens, are  with  tne  principal,  and,  with  the  specimens  collect- 
ed, constitute  the  materials  for  making  out  the  results  of  the 
survey.  No  provision  having  been  made  for  this  labor,  the 
principal  has  been  continued  in  office  by  your  Excellency, 
without  salary  after  the  expiration  of  the  third  year  of  the 
survey,  and  has  been  entrusted  with  the  care  of  the  property 
belonging  to  the  survey.  This  trust  has  been  executed  in 
the  manner  above  mentioned. 

The  survey  having  been  essentially  completed,  according 
to  the  plan  which  was  required  by  the  limit  of  expense,  it  now 
remains  to  make  out  the  results  and  to  render  them  available 
to  the  people  at  large.  This  has  not  been  done  in  the  annual 
reports,  which  contain  only  a  small  fraction  of  the  results 
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obtained,  and  which  do  not  present  them  in  axjonnected  man- 
ner. The  greater  part  of  the  facts  collected  liave  riot' been 
published^  and  are  as  yet  described  only  in  the  brief  short 
land'  disconnected  notes  made  in  the  field,  and  are  partly? 
^jprepente^bV  specimens  of  which  only  a  portion  have  been; 
examined  and  catalogued^  It  is  obvious  that  if,  after  collect- 
ing the  materials  for  a  description  of  the  Geology  and  the; 
mineral  resources  of  Vermont,  such  description  should  Uot  W 
prepared,  tjie  greater  part  of  the  labor  and  expense  Of  the  sur- 
vey wifl  nave  been  lost.  A  survey  6f  which  the  results  Should 
never  be  made  out,  whether  it  may  have  been  ably  dr  f$£bl$r 
executed,  must  be  a  failure.  '    '  -  .- rj» 

,  In  the  coinpletiori  of  two  railroads,  which  run  through  the, 
state  centrally  and  diagonally,  we  see  rapidly  'approaching 
the  most  important  era  which  has  ever  occurred  in  the  history* 
of  the  pnysical  resources  of  Venriont.  The  results  corise- 
quent  on  the  general  growth  of  the  country  will  be  multiplied. 
Not  only  will  those  mineral  resources 'which  have  been  avail- 
able, give  Employment  to  a  multiplied  amount  of  capital  and 
labor,  but  other  localities  will  become  valuable,  and  new  oner 
will  be  sought  for.  The  Geological  survey  will  lfave  been  ex-1 
ecuted  seasonably  for  this  emergency,  if  the  restarts  shall  be 

gven,  without  needless  delay,  to  the  public,  so  As1  to  present 
a  cohrie'cted  view  the  facts  which  have  been  collected  itf 
the  survey  and  others  which  are  scattered  througth  scientific 
journ&te,  and  So  as,  by  exhibiting  the  geological  structure  of 
the  State,  to  furnish  a  guide  to  future  discoveries.*  While* 
those  great  rail-roads  thus  tend  to  a  greatly  enlarged  devet- 
opement  of  the  mineral  resources  of  Vermont,  a  reciprocal  ad* 
vantage  will  be  enjoyed  by  the  roads  themselves  in  a  corres- 
ponding increase  of  business. 

Not  only  will  the  description  of  the  mineral  resources  and 
structure  of  the  State  be  available  directly  in  the  increase  of 
wealth,  but  the  same  facts  will  be  a  contribution,  not  altogeth- 
er useless  because  small,  to  science.  The  temple  of  science 
is  the  glory  of  our  race,  and  with  a  reflux  influence  on  the 
minds,  which  c  nstruct  it  or  admire  its  fair  proportion,  it  in- 
vigorates ther-  and  gives  additional  power  to  that  intellectual 
machinery  in  man  which  is  the  creator  of  all  wealth?  In  diffus- 
ing therefore  throughout  the  State  a  scientific  knowledge  of 
its  structure  and  composition,  not  only  is  something  added  to 
the  means  of  intellectual  progress,  but  such  progress  increas- 
es the  power  of  creating  physical  wealth. 

In  making  out  the  results  of  the  Geological  Survey,  the 
labor  to  be  performed  is  the  following.  All  the  specimens  of 
minerals,  consisting  chiefly  of  ores  of  iron,  manganese, 
chrome,  &c.  are  to  be  examined  and  determined.  They  arc 
then  to  be  ticketed  and  distributed  in  the  manner  described 
in  previous  reports.  The  same  processes  are  to  be  performed 
on  all  the  fossils  which  have  been  collected,  and  on  the  speci- 
mens of  rocks  which  were  collected  during  the  last  year  of 
field  labor.  The  facts  which  have  been  observed  during  the 
Survey  are  to  be  written  out  systematically,  and  their  scien-

tilic  and  economical  relations  discussed':  in  other  words 
a  Pinal  Report  is  to  be  written.  Th  s  will  involve  a 
great  amount  of  labor  both  of  investigation  and  of  writing. 
Fortunately  however  the  residence  of  the  Principal  is  situated 
very  favorably  for  this  difficult  and  responsible  wort.  In  its 
progress  occasional  re-examination  of  localities  and  visits  to 
new  localities,  especially  in  the  Southern  part  of  t  »e  State 
will  be  necessary,  but  not  to  an  extent  which  will  require 
much  labor  or  expense.  The  completion  of  th&  Geological 
Map  of  the  State,  and  the  preparations  of  ftgute*  illustrative 
of  the  Final  Report,  will  also  require  much*  labor.  Some  ad- 
ditional chemical  analyses  will  also  be  necessary  to  the  de- 
termination of  the  true  character  and  value  of  some  ores,  * 
rocks.  &c. 

In  the  ticketing  and  distribution'  of  specimens,  to  the  chem- 
ical analyses,  and  in  tjfe  employment  of  a  clerk,  assistance 
may  be  advantageously  rendered  to  the  Principal  Geologist; 
but  the  chief  labor  of  investigation  and  description  cannot  be 
deputed  to  others.  A  more  mature  consideration  of  the  work 
to  be  done  h*s  satisfied  me,  that  three  years  is  the  least  time, 
which  should  be  assigned  to  a  labor  of  this  magnitude.  In 
extending  the  time,  however,  beyond  what  was  contemplated 
in  the  last  report,  tne  expenses  will  not  be  proportionally  in- 
creased. The  estimates  have  been  reduced  to  the  lowest 
possible  terms,  and  they  presume  much  on  the  interest,  which 
if  felt  by  all  who  have  been  engaged  in  the  survey,  in  t  ring- 
ing their  labors  to  a  conclusion,  which  shall  be  honorable  to 
themselves  and  to  the  State.

I  was  Commissioned  by  His  Excellency  Horace  Eaton,  Au- 
gust last  to  receive  from  Major  Barker  Superintendent  of  the 
United  States  Arsenal  at  Watervliet  New  York,  the  two  Can* 
non  captured  at  Bennington,  August  16th,  1777,  recently  or- 
dered "by  Congress  to  be  delivered  to  this  State.  I  was  author- 
ized to  take  said  cannon  to  Bennington,  (See  copy  of  Com- 
mission No.  1,)  to  be  exhibited  there  on  the  seventy-first  An- 
niversary of  said  Battle.  I  accordingly  proceeded  to  Ben- 
nington, and  called  together  the  descendants  of  the  Council 
of  Safety,  A.  D.  1777,  who  forthwith  issued  from  the  Press  the 
enclosed  card  marked  "  No.  2.;' 

The  Committee  invited  Their  Excellencies  the  Governors

On  the 
16th  the  collection  of  People  being  very  numerous,  the  can- 
nons being  mounted,  Horses  attached  to  the  Carriages,  Ar- 
tillery men  fully  equipt,  were  most  joyfully  welcomed.  On 
the  morning  of  the  17th,  I  prepared  to  return  with  the  cannon 
to  Troy,  then  to  Whitehall,  Burlington  and  to  this  place  as 
directed  by  His  Excellency  to  the  State  House. 

Inclosed  you  have  an  order  from  the  War  department  to 
Major  Baker,  also  a  bill  of  the  articles  I  received  from  him 
which  I  desire  might  be  made  part  bf  the  record.  Permit  me 
to  ask  for  an  appropriation  to  remunerate  me  for  cash  ex- 
pended, and  for  a  few  days  service  in  doing  this  business.  I 
also  recommend  that  a  case  be  procured  in  order  to  preserve 
the  Artillerymens  equipments.

OP  SELECT  COMMITTEE  ON  SCHOOL  FUND. 

[REFERRED  TO   OR   PAGE   111   OF  THE  JOURNAL.] 

The  Select  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution 
relating  to  the  State  School  Fund,  beg  leave  to  report  that 
they  find  due  said  fund  in  notes  against  different  individuals, 
Six  thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty-six  dollars  and  fifty 
cents,  about  three  hundred  of  which  is  worthless ;  the  bau- 
lance  it  is  believed  can  be  collected ; — of  this  $4,047,38  is  a 
note  due  from  certain  individuals  of  Burlington,  for  the  ben- 
efit of  Burlington  College.  This  has  been  running  more  than 
five  years,  on  which  there  appears  to  have  been  no  interest 
paid.  The  other  notes  are  against  individuals  averaging 
In  amount  from  $50,  to  $250 ;  the  interest  on  which  has  been 
paid  in  part,  some,  up  to  this  time,  on  others  there  is  due  inter- 
est yet  for  some  years.  That  it  appears  by  a  Joint  Resolution 
of  the  General  Assemblyin  the  year  1841,the  Treasurer,as  Com- 
missioner of  the  State  School  fund  was  directed  to  collect 
the  demands  due  from  individuals  to  said  fund,  by  install* 
ments.  In  1842  there  was  a  Joint  Resolution  postponing  the 
collection  of  this  demand  for  one  year,  and  in  1843,  a  similar 
Resolution  postponing  the  collection  of  the  same  for  two 
years  ;  Since  which  there  appears  to  have  been  no  action  of 
the  General  Assembly  in  regard  thereto,  and  no  attempt  has 
been  made  to  collect  it.  It  appears  also,  that  there  are  yet 
many  unsettled  accounts  with  persons  who  have  from  time 
to  time,  been  appointed  agents,  to  collect  the  debts,  and  close 
the  affairs  of  the  Vermont  State  Bank ;  It  is  believed  by  your 
Committee,  that  every  bill  has  been  paid  to  the  commission- 
ers, bv  these  agents,  and  that  many  of  them  have  never  re- 
ported, and  it  is  not  known  whether  there  is  anything  now  in 


RESOLUTIONS.

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REPORT 

OP  COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE,  ON  THE  REPORT  OF 

HENRY  STEVENS'  AND  ACCOMPANYING 

PAPERS. 

(referred  to  on  page  135  OF  the  journal.) 

To  the  Honorable  Senate: 

Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  Mr. 
Henry  Stevens,  and  that  of  Hon,  Charles  K.  Williams,  and 
the  Hon.  William  A.  Palmer  beg  leave  respectfully  to  render 
the  following  report 

Your  Committee  find  that  under  certain  resolutions  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  passed  in  1846,  the 
Governor  was  authorized  to  take  measures  for  procuring 
from  different  sources  at  home  and  abroad,  and  for  preserv- 
ing various  documents  and  copies  of  documents  deemed  im- 
portant for  the  interest  of  the  State.  '  They  also  find  that  un- 
der these  resolutions  Mr.  Henry  Stevens  was  employed  by 
His  Excellency,  the  late  Governor,  and  has  made  very  con- 
siderable collections  which  are  of  great  value,  at  least,  to  all 
who  are  interested  in  the  early  history  of  the  State.  The 
Governor  was  directed  by  the  same  resolutions  to  draw  his 
warrant  on  the  Treasurer  to  defray  the  expenses  incurred  in 
carrying  them  into  effect.  It  is  now  held  however  that  this 
method  of  drawing  money  from  the  Treasury  is  repugnant 
to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution.  They  would  therefore 
recommend  the  passage  of  a  law  authorizing  the  Governor 
to  settle  the  expenses  already  incurred,  and  to  draw  his  or- 
der on  the  Treasurer  for  the  same,  and  they  submit  there- 
with a  bill  for  that  purpose. 

While  your  Committee  refrain  from  expressing  any  opin- 
ion as  to  the  propriety  of  prosecuting  the  object  of  these  res- 
olutions any  further  under  any  circumstances,  they  cannot 
but  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity  to  object  to  any 
further  expenses  being  made  until  those  already  incurred 
shall  have  been  definitely  ascertained,  and  spread    before 
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the  Senate,  and  reliable  estimates  obtained  of  those  which 
may  hereafter  arise. 

Your  Committee  learn  from  Mr.  Stevens'  report  as  well  as 
from  other  sources  that  the  original  charters  under  which  a 
large  portion  of  the  lands  in  this  State  are  holden,  are  of 
record  in  the  department  of  State  in  New  Hampshire,  and 
perhaps  elsewhere.  These  charters  are  often  essential  to  the 
evidence  of  title  in  those  lands ;  and  without  certified  cop* 
ies  of  them  from  that  department  the  proprietors  of  such 
lands  cannot  vindicate  their  claims  in  a  court  of  law.  Your 
Committee  believe  that  this  not  only  involves  an  unsuitable 
dependence  upon  other  governments,  but  imposes  undue  , 
hardships  upon  such  proprietors.  They  would  therefore  rec- 
ommend the  passage  of  a  resolution,  which  they  submit 
therewith,  directing  the  Governor  to  take  measures  for  pro- 
curing properly  authenticated  copies  of  all  such  charters,  to 
be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State.  When 
obtained  it  will  be  proper  also  to  enact  a  law  making  copies 
of  those  copies  evidence. 

Mr.  Stevens'  report  also  suggests  some  advantage  which 
might  be  derived  to  the  State  from  the  condition  usually  in- 
serted in  those  charters,  requiring  the  grantees  to  erect 
dwellings,  and  to  take  other  incipient  measures  towards  an 
active  settlement  of  the  land,  which  conditions  it  appears 
have  been  to  a  great  extent  disregarded.  Your  Committee 
apprehend  that  the  justice  of  this  suggestion  can  be  but  de- 
termined by  experienced  civilians,  and  that  it  may  require  a 
more  deliberate  examination  than  your  Committee  have  been 
able  to  give  the  subject.  They  recommend  therefore  that  the 
Governor  be  requested  to  have  the  question  suitably  exam- 
ined, and  they  submit  a  resolution  to  that  effect* 

Your  Committee  also  find  that  under  a  joint  resolution  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  passed  at  their 
last  Session ;  Messrs.  Williams  and  Palmer  were  constituted 
a  Committee  to  examine  Mr.  Stevens'  historical  collections, 
and  "  make  such  selections  as  they  might  deem  beneficial  ta 
the  State  and  appraise  the  same."  Such  us  the  language  of 
the  resolution ;  and  it  seems  that  the  committee  appointed 
understood  that  they  were  thereby  authorized  to  complete 
the  purchases,  and  that  they  accordingly  selected  the  pro- 
ductions, of  which  a  list  is  annexed  to  their  report,  consist- 
ing almost  entirely  of  newspapers,  and  appraised  them  at 
the  sum  of  $1321,50.  Your  committee  are  inclined  to  believe 
however  that  such  was  not  the  design  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives ;  that  by  the  expression,  "  make 
such  selections"  it  was  intended  that  the  selection  should  be 
made  with  a  view  to  a  future  purchase  should  it  be  after* 
wards  approved  by  the  Legislature.  Your  Committee  sup- 
poses it  will  not  be  expected  that  they  should  revise  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  former  Committee,  or  pronounce  any  opinion 
upon  the  judiciousness  of  their  selection  ;  that  the  Legisla- 
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"ture  will  look  to  the  report  of  that  Committee  and  decide 
thereupon  whether  they  will  complete  the  purchase  of  the 
publications  selected  and  make  an  appropriation  for  that  pur- 
pose. As  your  Committee  could  not,  without  impropriety, 
anticipate  this  decision,  nor  be  sure  that  the  Legislature 
might  not  consider  themselves  bound  by  the  action  of  the 
former  Committee,  the  bill  therewith  submitted  contains  a 
section  carrying  out  such  views  and  making  the  requisite 
appropriation. 

As  to  the  propriety  of  making  any  further  selections  from 
Mr.  Stevens'  Library  and  purchasing  them  your  Committee 
have  been  unable  to  agree,  and  are  not  prepared  therefore 
to  recommend  any  further  measures  for  your  adoption.

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REPORT 

OP  HENRY  STEVENS,  REFERED  TO  BY  SENATE 
COMMITTEE  IN  PRECEEDING  REPORT. 

To  His  Excellency  Carlos  Coolidge, 

Governor  of  the  State  of  Vermont: 
The  undersigned,  appointed  by  your  predecessor,  in  pur- 
suance of  Resolutions  of  the  Legislature  at  their  session,  A. 
D.  1846,  a  Commissioner  to  carry  into  effect  the  first,  second, 
third,  fourth  and  fifth  resolutions,  I  refer  your  Excellency  to 
my  report  made  to  your  predecessor,  October  last.  I  now  have 
to  report  that  I  have  procured  the  last  years  copies  of  impor- 
tant documents  in  the  State  departments  at  Albany,  New 
York  and  Boston  Massachusetts ;  as  well  as  Original  docu- 
ments, and  copies  of  documents  in  the  hands  of  individuals, 
which  go  to  illustrate  the  early  history  of  this  State. 

As  to  the  fourth  Resolution,  I  have  selected  classed  and  ar- 
raigned about  fifty  volumes  of  manuscript  papers  in  the 
State  department  from  the  Origin  of  Government  to  1800, 
some  of  said  volumes  are  bound  and  others  are  ready  for 
binding,  as  to  the  fifth  Resolution  I  have  made  further  collec- 
tion of  documents  in  a  measure  connected  with  the  Survey- 
or Generals  office,  and  the  titles  of  Lands  within  this  State. 
I  have  again  to  report  that  the  volume  of  New  Hampshire 
Charters  formerly  in  the  State  Department,  is  not  yet  record- 
ed, I  am  of  the  opinion  that  Copies  of  said  charters  could  be 
procured  for  less  than  $100  dollars  at  the  department  in  New 
Hampshire  properly  certified.  Permit  me  to  observe  that  the 
Colony  of  Massachusetts  Bay,  as  early  as  A.  D.  1734.  granted 
the  Charter,  of  Westminster  as  well  as  most  of  tne  lands 
south  of  Wethersfieldj  and  east  of  the  Green  Mountains,  and 
north  of  the  present  line  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts  pre- 
vious to  A.  D.  1749,  and  that  between  the  years  A.  D.  1749,  and 
1764.  The  Province  of  New  Hampshire,  gave  new  Charters 
to  the  Grantees  under  Massachusetts. 

His  Magesty,  July  1764  entered  the  jurisdiction  of  New 
York  to  the  west  bank  of  Connecticut  River,  Charters  were 
again  issued  under  the  authority  of  the  Province  of  New 
York*  from  1764  to  1777.  It  is  now  a  subject  of  enquiry  at 
what  office,  were  the  deeds  of  conveyance  from  the  Grantees 
under  Massachusetts,  New  Hampshire  and  New  York,  recor- 
ded during  the  time  that  such  province  claimed  jurisdiction 
in  whole  or  in  part  of  the  New  Hampshire  Grants.    Again 
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much  of  the  Lands  granted  by  the  authority  of  this  State, 
was  conveyed  by  the  grantees  to  speculators  living  without 
the  State,  our  first  Constitution  adopted  1777,  required  that 
all  deeds  and  conveyances  of  land  should  be  recorded  in  the 
Town  Clerk's  Office  in  their  respective  towns.  This  Consti- 
tution was  not  altered  until  4th  July  1786 ;  I  have  good  rea- 
son to  believe  that  there  is  now  nearly  two  millions  of  acres 
of  wild  land  within  this  State,  of  which  no  regular  chain 
of  title  can  be  traced  from  the  Original  Grantees  from  any 
records  within  this  State.  This  quantity  of  wild  land  is  now 
,  held  by  vendue  Deeds.  But  few  of  said  vendues  have  by 
our  courts  been  considered  legal ;  would  it  not  be  even  hand- 
ed Justice  to  require  that  the  persons  claiming  should  be  re- 
quired to  build  a  Settlement  House,  and  clear  land,  &c.  as  re- 
quired by  the  Original  Charter  or  forfeit  said  lands.  I  do  not 
propose  in  this  report  to  name  the  details  of  a  Bill  designed 
to  improve  our  present  system  of  collecting  taxes.  Yet  so 
larjge  a  quantity  of  wild  lands,  so  long  abandoned  by  the 
Original  Grantees  or  their  heirs  and  so  good  a  quality  for 
Settlement  I  consider  worthy  of  consideration  by  the  Gene- 
ral Assembly. 

Permit  me  to  observe  that  the  sum  appropriated  the  last 
Session  of  the  Legislature  is  not  sufficient  to  meet  the  ex- 
penditures the  last  year  in  carrying  into  effect  the  said  seve- 
ral resolutions,  a  further  appropriation  is  necessary  to  accom- 
plish so  desirable  an  object.  I  also  recommend  that  to  a  por- 
tion of  said  manuscript  volumes  of  papers  bound  and  to  be 
bound,  a  suitable  index  be  made. 

I  have  been  furnished  with  a  copy  of  the  report  made  by 
Hon.  Charles  K.  Williams,  and  Wm.  A.  Palmer,  Commission- 
ers on  the  part  of  the  State  to  examine  my  Historical  Collec- 
tion which  report  I  herein  enclose. 

Happy  shall  I  be  if  an  arrangement  can  be  made  so  as  to 
have  my  private  Historical  Collection  with  the  Historical 
Collection,  made  by  the  Vermont  Historical  and  Antiquarian 
Society,  deposited  in  some  of  the  upper  spare  rooms  in  the 
State  House.  Every  encouragement  will  on  my  part  and  on 
the  part  of  the  said  society  be  granted  in  order  to  accom- 
plish so  desirable  an  object

LECTION OF  HENRY  STEVENS. 

The  undersigned  appointed  by  His  Excellency  the  Gover- 
nor a  Committee  to  make  a  thorough  examination  of  the  his- 
torical collection  of  Henry  Stevens  Esq.  referred  to  in  the 
report  made  at  the  last  session  of  the  legislature  by  the  Hon. 
Mr.  Crafts  and  to  make  such  selections  astbey  may  deem  ben- 
eficial to  the  State  and  appraise  the  same,  respectfully  report. 

That  of  the  news  papers  referred  to  by  Mr.  Crafts,  they 
have  selected  and  appraised  all  those  printed  in  this  state 
consisting  of  499  volumes,  considering,  that  it  was  intended 
by  the  legislature  that  some  of  the  newspapers  in  Mr.  Stevens 
collection  should  be  selected  we  could  make  no  better  selec- 
tion than  to  take  those  panted  in  this  State  only.  The  said 
newspapers  are  enumerated  in  the  schedule  accompanying 
this  report 

We  have  also  selected  and  appraised  the  several  books  Ac. 
enumerated  in  the  said  schedule  which  we  consider  beneficial 
to  the  State  and  which  ought  to  be  kept  and  preserved  in  the 
State  library. 

We  have  also  appraised  three  sets  of  the  laws  of  this  State 
in  Mr.  Stevens'  collections,  not  as  benificial  to  the  State  for 
use  and  preservation  in  the  State  library,  but  as  benificial  for 
the  purposes  of  exchange  or  otherwise  as  the  legislature  may 
hereafter  direct. 

It  is  understood  that  the  several  newspapers  above  named 
which  are  enumerated  as  unbound  aie  to  be  bound  by  Mr. 
Stevens  at  his  expense  and  delivered  to  the  State  library. 

In  making  the  selection  and  appraisal  we  considered  that  by 
the  resolution  of  the  legislature  we  were  to  take  and  accor- 
dingly we  have  taken  only  such  as  we  thought  it  advisable  to 
retain  and  place  in  the  State  library.  We  think  however  the 
whole  collection  of  Mr.  Stevens,  including  all  the  manuscripts, 
books  and  papers,  are  valuable  have  been  collected  by  him  at 
great  expense  and  it  would  be  highly  desirable  that  they 
should  be  retained  in  the  State  in  some  place  and  under  the 
care  of  some  person  so  that  they  could  be  oare fully  arranged 
and  preserved.  Under  the  resolution  of  the  legislature  we 
do  not  deem  it  proper  to  select  and  appraise  the  same  but  it 
Is  for  the  legislature  to  take  such  measures  in  regard  to  them 
as  they  may  judge  proper.

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REPORT 

OF  THE  COMMITTEE  APPOINTED  UNDER  THE  JOINT 

RESOLUTION  PASSED  BY  THE  LEGISLATURE,  A. 

D.  1847,  RELATIVE  TO  THE  STATE  PRISON. 

[referred  to  on  page  42  or  the  journal.] 

To  the  Legislature. 

The  Committee  appointed  in  pursuance  of  the  joint  resolu- 
tions relative  to  a  site  and  plan  for  a  State  Prison,  passed  at 
the  last  session  of  the  legislature,  having  attended  to  the  du- 
ties of  their  appointment,  respectfully  report: 

That  in  executing  the  trust  conferred  by  the  resolutions, 
the  Committee  proceeded  to  examine  the  State  Prison  at 
Windsor,  and  the  following  prisons  and  penetentiaries  in  other 
states,  to  wit :  New  Hampshire,  Massachusetts,  Connecticut, 
New  Jersey,  and  the  Eastern  penetentiaries  of  Pensylvania, 
Mount  Pleasant,  Albany  City,  and  one  in  Clinton  County,  in 
the  State  of  New  York,  visiting  those  prisons  was  deemed 
sufficient  for  all  the  purposes  contemplated  by  the  resolutions. 

New  Hampshire  prison,  at  Concord,  contained,  May  31.  1847, 
seventy-four  male,  and  three  female  convicts.  The  convicts 
are  let  put  to  individual  contractors,  at  from  thirty  to  thirty- 
three  cents  per  day,  and  are  kept  under  the  discipline  of  the 
State.  They  are  employed  »in  manufacturing  cabinet  furni- 
ture, boots  and  shoes,  brooms  and  baskets.  The  expense  of 
the  prison,  over  the  earnings,  for  the  last  year,  was  $1548,14. 

The  Warden  reports,  that  "  the  result  of  the  last  year  busi- 
ness, was  not  as  properous  as  could  be  desired,  owing  to  the 
small  number  of  convicts." 

At  this  prison,  the  convicts  were  formerly  employed  in  ham- 
mering stone,  but  this  business  was  wholly  abandoned,  in 
consequence  of  the  heavy  expense  attending  the  transporta- 
tion, wharfage  and  commission,  and  for  the  further  reason, 
that  the  Q,uincy  granite  was  generally  preferred  in  market. 

Massachusetts  prison  at  Charlestown,  contained,  Septem- 
ber 30, 1847,  two  hundred  and  eighty-eigh  convicts,  sixty-eight 
of  whom  are  employed  in  stone  cutting,  and  the  remainder  in 
blacksmithing,  brush  making,  and  as  cabinet  makers,  uphols- 
terers and  tinsmiths,  all  but  the  stone  cutters  are  let  out  to 
contractors,  at  prices,  varying  from  thirty  to  forty  cents  per 
day. 

The  Warden  in  his  official  report  says:  "  The  small  number  of 
convicts  the  high  price  of  provision,  additional  salaries  or  the 
watchmen,  and  an  appropriation  from  the  funds  of  the  prison. 
for  the  Lsnefit  of  the  library,  together  making  an  additional 
expense  of  $1200,  led  me  to  apprehend  a  deficiency  of  income 
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to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  prison,  but  I  am  able  to  state  that 
the  whole  income  of  the  prison,  during  the  year  is  $32,397,97, 
and  the  whole  expnse  $32,171,71,  eleaving  a  surplus  of  income 
of  $126,26. 

This  prison  appears  to  be  extremely  well  managed,  and  the 
most  profitable  business  followed  by  the  convicts,  is  stone 
cutting. 

Connecticut  state  prison  at  Weathersfield.  contained.  March 
31, 1848,  one  hundred  and  fifty  convicts,  fourteen  or  whom 
were  females,  they  were  employed  under  contract,  as  follows: 
In  making  chairs,  thirty-three,  cuttlery  thirty-two,  shoes,  eigh- 
teen, mechanics'  rules,  thirteen,  on  account  of  the  state, 
making  chair  seats,  twenty-nine,  waiters  eleven,  females  em- 
ployed:  in  cooking,  washing,  making  and  mending,  twelve, 
and  binding  boots  two.  The  price  per  day  of  those  employ- 
ed under  contract,  is  thirty-five  centsueach.  The  Warden's  re- 
port of  the  financial  condition  of  the  prison  for  the  past  year, 
shows  a  balance  of  earnings  over  expenses  of  $1508.64,  the 
gain  being  less  than  in  former  years.  This  is  one  of  the  best 
managed  prisons  visited  by  us,  having  never  drawn  for  cur- 
rent expenses,  any  thing  from  the  state  treasury,  since  it  went 
into  operation,  in  1827.  The  average  earnings  above  all  ex- 
penses have  been  about  $50002  annually,  for  the  whole  time. 
At  this  prison,  the  business  of  shoe  making  and  chair  making 
is  considered  the  safest  and  most  productive. 

Mount  Pleasant  prison  at  Sing  Sing,  New  York,  September 
30,  1847,  contained  seven  hundred  and  twenty-five  convicts. 
At  this  prison,  most  of  the  convicts  are  let  out  to  contractors, 
and  are  employed  in  making  hardware,  boots,  shoes  and  hats, 
in  carpet  weaving  and  making  lime. 

The  contractors  pay  from  thirty-two,  to  forty-two  centsper 
day,  the  average  being  about  thirty-five  cents  per  day.  This 
prison  is  located  on,  or  near  an  exhaustible  marble  quarry, 
lor  the  purpose  of  employing  the  convicts  in  quarrying  and 
cutting  marble  for  market.  The  business  was  pursued  for 
some  years  with  a  good  degree  of  success,  but  in  consequence 
of  its  coming  in  competition  with  free  lauor,  it  was  abandon- 
ed for  a  time.  It  was  however,  partially  resumed  again,  in 
March  last,  and  it  is  believed  that  it  may  be  pursued  success- 
fully, and  with  profit  to  the  State. 

The  prison  in  Clinton  County  New  York,  August  24,  1848, 
contained  one  hundred  and  fifty  convicts.  This  prison  was 
located  upon  a  bed  of  iron  ore  with  a  view  of  employing  the 
convicts  in  mining.  The  site  contains  two  hundred  acres, 
and  was  purchased  by  the  State  at  a  cost  of  $17,500,  tempora- 
ry buildings  were  first  put  up  there,  and  a  lot  of  twelve  acres 
enclosed  by  picxets.  A  number  of  convicts  were  then  remov- 
ed there,  and  put  to  labor.  The  buildings  were  principally 
built  by  convict  labor,  of  stone  quarried  from  the  yard,  we 
were  unable  to  procure  a  printed  report  of  the  affairs  of  the 

Erison,  but  learned  from  the  Warden,  that  the  appropriation 
y  the  state,  on  account  of  the  prison,  had  been  $230,000,  of 
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which  only  $11,000,  remained  unexpended*  This  of  course, 
includes  the  cost  of  the  site,  buildings,  furniture,  fixtures, 
tools  support  of  convicts,  pay  of  officers  and  guards.  Thus 
far,  mining  has  not  turned  out  profitable,  at  this  prison. 

New  Jersey  prison  at  Trenton,  Dec.  31,  1847,  contained 
one  hundred  and  fifty  three  convicts.  They  are  employed  by 
contractors  under  the  discipline  of  the  officers  of  the  prison, 
at  from  thirty  to  forty  cents  per  day.  Chair  making  ana 
carpet  weaving  is  here  carried  on  by  them.  The  Warden  of 
the  prison  considers  it  more  advantageous  to  the  State,  to 
let  tne  prisoners  out  by  contract  The  nett  gain  for  the  last 
year,  as  per  official  report  is  $5090,67.  Deduct  from  this  the 
sum  drawn  for  salaries  of  the  officers,  and  it  shows  a  loss  to 
the  state  of  $1057,49,  for  the  year. 

The  Eastern  penetentiary  of  Pennsylvania  Dec.  31,  1847, 
contained  two  hundred  and  ninety-four  convicts,  they  are 
principally  employed  in  weaving.  cordwaining,blacksraitting 
and  carpentry.  This  prison  and  the  New  Jersey  prison  are 
both  conducted  on  the  separate  or  solitary  plan.  The  earn- 
ing of  the  convicts  in  prison  conducted  on  this  plan,  are  be* 
lieved  by  your  Committee  to  be  much  less  than  those  conduct- 
ed on  the  social  or  congregate  system,  indeed,  the  Warden 
of  the  fomer  observed  to  us,  that  it  was  not  so  much  a  matter 
of  dollars  and  cents,  as  of  reformation. 

The  committee  proceeded  on  the  26th  of  August  to  visit  the 
various  marble  quarries  at  Isle  La  Motte.  we  there  exam- 
ined the  marble  quarries  of  Mr.  Hill  and  Mr.  Reynolds  Vying 
upon  the  east  shore  of  the  island,  and  the  quarries  of  Mr. 
Pisk  and  Messrs.  Fleury  and  Eddy  upon  the  west  the  latter 
some  eighty  rods  from  the  shore  of  the  lake.  At  all  these 
quarries  we  found  an  abundant  supply  of  beautiful  black  and 
dark  marble ;  but  the  one  at  Fisk's  presents  some  varieties 
not  yet  discovered  at  the  others.  Messrs.  Hill's  and  Reynolds' 
are  of  easy  access  by  boats,  both  extending  to  the  water's 
edge. 

From  a  survey  made  by  Messrs.  Allen  and  Thompson  a 
copy  of  which  accompanies  this  report,  it  appears  that  the 
different  strata  of  Fisk's  quarry  presents  a  breast  of  thirty 
eight  feet  nine  inches  above  the  level  of  the  lake,  varying  in 
thickness  from  nine  inches  to  ten  feet,  presenting  also  a 
variety  of  colors,  to  wit :  light  and  dark  blue,  black  and  blue, 


ray,  dark  and  light  gray,  purple  and  variegated  with  pink. 

'he  expense  of  quarrying  this  marble  as  stated  to  us  by 

Messrs.  Hodyson  and  Fisk,  is  six  cents  per  cubic  foot,  calcu- 
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lating  the  price  of  labor,  at  eighty  five  cents  per  day.  The 
sales  of  stories  from  this  quarry,  during  the  past  three  rears 
to  different  public  works  in  Canada,  and  at  Rouse's  Point 
has  amounted  to  ninety  two  thousand  four  hundred  and  eigfe^ 
ty  five  feet,  and  sold  at  a  nett  profit  of  six  cents  per  foot, 
amounting  to  $5,549,00.  The  advantages  which  this  quarry 
possesses  over  the  others  on  the  island,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
committee  are  first.    The  location  which  is  favored  with  one 
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of  the  best  harbors  on  the  lake,  being  upon  a  bay  shore,  well 
protected  from  the  prevailing  winds  by  projecting  points  of 
land  on  either  side,  and  has  a  convenient  dock  already  con- 
structed, at  which  the  steamboats  make  their  daily  landings. 
'  Second.  The  cheapness  and  ease  with  which  the  marble 
can  be  quarried  and  laid  upon  the  dock. 

Third.    The  greater  varieties^  as  before  stated. 

On  the  28th  of  August  we  visited  a  marble  quarry  at  Shore* 
ham,  known  as  Judd's  quarry. 

It  is  situated  on  the  Eastern  shore  of  the  lake,  with  a  good 
harbor.  The  quarry  contains  a  sufficient  amount  of  the  stone 
and  of  apparent  good  quality.  The  quarry  was  opened  in  the 
year  1820,  and  worked  with  some  degree  of  success  until  the 
year  1837,  since  which  time  the  working  of  it  has  been  wholly 
discontinued.  Your  committee  are  unable  to  observe  any  ad- 
vantages this  quarry  possesses  over  others,  but  many  disad- 
vantages. They  are  therefore  clearly  of  opinion  that  the  in- 
terest of  the  state  would  not  be  promoted  Dy  the  removal  of 
the  prison  to  this  place. 

On  the  30th  August,  we  visited  the  granite  quarries  at  Barre 
about  nine  or  ten  miles  from  the  village  of  Montpelier.  These 
quarries  have  been  wrought  several  years.  From  Millstone 
hill  was  taken  the  stone  for  the  State  House  except  the  pil- 
lars, which  were  taken  from  Cobble  hill.  The  quantity  of 
stone  to  be  found  in  these  quarries  seems  literally  inexhausti- 
ble. The  following  statement  of  the  expense  of  quarrying, 
hammering,  and  freight  of  stone  to  market,  was  furnished  us 
by  respectable  individuals  of  that  town.  The  common  price 
of  quarrying,  is  five  cents  per  cubic  foot,  hammering  eight 
cents  per  foot,  superficial  measure,  the  freight  from  the  quar- 
ry to  Montpelier  Dy  teams  is  $1,00  per  ton,  thence  by  Rail 
Road  to  Burlington,  estimated  at  $1,50  per  ton,  and  from  Bur- 
lington to  New  i  ore  $2,00  per  ton.  By  Kail  Road  from  Mont- 
§elier  to  Boston,  the  freight  is  estimated  at  $5,00  per  ton. 
rom  conversation  with  different  individuals,  both  in  our 
own  and  other  states,  and  from  the  experience  had  in  the  bu- 
siness, in  the  state  prison  in  New  Hampshire,  your  committee 
are  fully  of  the  opinion  that  a  prison  could  not  be  advantage- 
ously located  at  that  place. 

On  the  second  day  of  September,  one  of  your  committee 
visited  a  number  of  the  white  marble  quarries  at  West  Rut- 
land and  among  others,  the  quarry  owned  by  Messrs.  Ripley 
Barnes.  This  quarry  is  situated  within  about  two'  miles  of 
the  line  of  the  Rutland  and  Burlington  Rail  Road,  and  within 
about  half  a  mile  of  the  contemplated  Rail  Road  from  Rutland 
to  Whitehall,  and  is  considered  one  of  the  best  quarries  of 
white  marble' in  the  state,  and  by  some,  the  quality  is  consid- 
ered fully  equal  to  the  Italian  marble.  The  quantity  is  appa- 
rently sufficient  for  all  purposes  required  by  the  state  for  the 
employment  of  convict  labor.  The  following  account  of  the 
cost  of  quarrying,  saving  freighting,  sale  and  demand  of  the 
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marble,  was  furnished  by  one  of  the  owners,  of  the  quarry, 
to  wit : —

Costing  at  Whitehall  23  cents  per  foot  of  two  inches  thickness 
superficial  measure.  The  sales  average  at  Whitehall,  over 
80  cents  per  foot.  The  white  marble  is  carried  to  almost  all 
the  large  markets  in  the  United  States.  The  sajes  for  the 
present  year  from  this  quarry  alone,  will  amount  to  80,000 
feet,  the  demand  is  constant  and  steady  and  sales  are  readily 
effected,  both  at  Whitehall  and  in  the  principal  cities. 

There  seems  to  be  strong  feeling  manifested  in  different 
parts  of  the  state,  for  the  removal  of  the  prison  from  its  pre- 
sent location  at  Windsor.  This  feeling  has  doubtless  origin- 
ated in  consequence  of  the  continual  draft  on  the  treasury  of 
the  state;  for  its  support,  over  and  above  all  the  earnings  of 
the  convicts.  The  only  places  visited  by  your  committee,  with 
a  view  of  changing  the  location  of  the  prison,  and  the  labor 
of  the  convicts,  holding  out  any  prospect  of  success,  are  at 
the  marble  quarries  on  Isle  La  Motte  and  the  white  marble 
quarries  at  Rutland.  From  observation  and  enquiries  made 
at  the  different  prisons,  visited  by  us,  we  are  satisfied  that 
the  business  of  raising  cutting,  and  hammering  stone,  is  well 
adapted  to  convict  labor,  and  the  committee  are  of  opinion, 
that  the  Fisk  quarry  on  Isle  La  Motte,  could  be  worked  at  a 
profit,  if  the  demand  for  the  marble  should  be  equal  to  the 
supply.  From  our  inquiries  of  the  different  marble  dealers  of 
Boston,  New  York  ana  Albany,  it  appears  that  the  demand  for 
the  Isle  La  Motte  marble  is  very  limited,  and  that  it  is  sold  in 
those  cities,  only  for  hearths  and  lining  stone,  the  Glen's 
Falls  marble,  which  is  of  superior  quality,  and  is  afforded 
cheaper,  superceding  it  to  a  considerable  extent  for  all  pur- 
poses of  polishing.  But  from  information  derived  from  intelli- 
gent men  of  business,  upon  the  borders  of  the  lake  it  appears 
that  the  demand  has  been  increasing  for  several  years,  for 

J  private  buildings;  and  if  the  present  and  contemplated  pub- 
ic works  near  the  line,  and  in  Canada,  should  go  on,  as  there 
is  good  reason  to  believe  they  may,  tne  demand  will  be  stilj 
farther  increased. 

As  the  legislature  will  be  furnished  from  another  source, 
with  a  particular  report  of  the  affairs  of  the  prison  at  Wind- 
sor the  Committee  do  not  deem  it  necessary  for  them  to  go 
into  a  particular  statement  of  its  condition,  but  it  may  not  be 
improper  to  say,  that  should  the  present  prison  be  continued 
for  the  confinement  of  convicts,  our  opinion  is,  as  derived 
from  the  information  we  have  obtained  upon  the  subject,  and 
from  the  experience  had  in  other  prisons  that  we  have  visit- 
ted,  all  of  which  let  a  portion,  and  some  of  them,  all  their  con- 
victs, and  the  uniform  opinion  of  their  officers,  that  the  nett 
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earnings  are  more,  and  the  expense  of  government  less ;  and 
hence  that  it  would  be  less  hazardous,  and  more  profitable  to 
the  state,  to  let  out  the  labor  of  their  prisoners,  by  contract, 
if  reasonable  wages  could  be  obtained.  Should  the  Legisla- 
ture however,  deem  it  proper  to  remove  the  prison,  with  a 
view  of  changing  the  labor  of  the  convicts,  the  committee  are 
of  opinion,  that  Isle  La  Motte  or  Rutland,  hold  out  the  most 
favorable  prospects  of  success.  A  site  for  a  prison  at  Isle  La 
Motte  can  be  obtained,  varying  in  cost,  according  to  location 
at,  from  one  hundred  to  one  thousand  dollars  per  acre.  Bonds 
from  Mr.  Fiskand  Mr.^Hill  have  been  furnished.  The  mem- 
ber of  the  committee  who  visited  the  Rutland  quarries,  was 
assured  that  a  bond  should  be  furnished  for  a  site  there,  but 
it  has  not  been  received,  and  we  are  without  any  information 
of  the  probable  cost  of  a  site  at  that  place.  It  will  however 
be  obvious  to  the  legislature,  that  a  definite  price  for  any  loca- 
tion, could  not  be  reasonably  fixed,  unless  the  particular  li- 
mits were  designated  and  this  can  best  be  done  when  the  le- 
gislature shall  have  decided  on  a  removal,  and  proper  agents 
shall  be  selected  to  make  a  definite  location.  As  it  was  made 
the  duty  of  the  committee  to  furnish  a  plan  for  a  prison,  it 
became  necessary  to  decide  upon  the  system  to  be  adopted, 
whether  the  solitary  or  social  system.  Your  Committee 
have  not  deemed  it  necessary  to  a  light  understanding  of 
the  matter,  to  go  into  an  extended  argument  to  show  the  su- 
perior advantages  of  the  one  system  over  the  other,  that  sub- 
ject being  fully  discussed  in  the  reports  herewith  submitted. 
We  are  however  convinced  from  what  we  have  seen  of  the 
operation  of  the  two  systems,  that  the  Auburn  or  social  sys- 
tem is  the  best,  and  have  accordingly  adopted  it. 

As  to  particular  estimates,  your  committee  are  not  able  to 
come  to  any  satisfactory  results,  as  to  the  cost  of  the  differ- 
ent materials,  in  details,  as  in  the  final  construction  of  the 
prison,  if  one  is  built,  more  or  less  of  one  or  another  material 
may  be  used,  without  perhaps,  varying  the  aggregate  cost. 
Besides,  we  are  of  opinion,  that  in  case  of  removal,  the  erec- 
tion and  completion  of  the  buildings  ready  for  the  reception 
and  confinement  of  the  convicts,  should  be  let  out  by  con- 
tract, to  some  responsible  person,  for  a  definite  sum,  to 
be  agreed  upon  in  the  outset  and  that  a  suitable  prison  may 
be  built,  with  suflicient  workshops,  for  the  hammering  and 
cutting  of  stone?  agreeably  to  a  plan  herewith  submitted  at  a 
cost  not  exceeding  twenty-five  thousand  dollars. 

This  opinion  is  based  upon  information  derived  from  those 
acquainted  with  the  cost  of  prisons  recently  built,  particular- 
ly the  cost  of  the  new  County  prison  at  Hartford,  Connecticut, 
and  the  Albany  penitentiary  at  Albany.

%t  this  time,  and  presented  the  Rules  as  agreed  on  by  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee, as  follows : — 

JOINT  RULES  OF  THE  SENATE  AND  HOUSE  OF 
REPRESENTATIVES. 

1. 

A  Joint  Assembly  shall  be  formed  by  a  union  of  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  in  the  Hall  of  the  latter,  for  the  purpose  of  electing 
certain  State  and  County  Officers  and  Judges  of  Probate,  in  which  the 
Secretary  of  State,  or  in  his  absence,  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  shall 
officiate  as  Clerk.  It  shall  be  formed  only  at  such  time,  and  for  such 
specific  purpose,  as  may  be  expressed  m  a  concurrent  resolution  of  both 
Houses ;  and  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time  during  the  sitting  of  the 
Crenerai  Assembly. 

2. 

The  proceedings  of  every  Joint  Assembly,  including  the  resolutions 
ordering  the  same,  shall  be  recorded  by  the  Clerk,  in  a  book  kept  for  that 
purpose,  which  shall  be  preserved  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  a 
copy  of  which  shall  be  furnished  to  the  Governor  by  the  Secretary  of 
State. 

3. 

Previous  to  the  meeting  of  any  Joint  Assembly,  for  the  election  of 
County  Officers  and  Judges  of  Probate,  the  members  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives,  from  the  several  conntietv  shall  meet  in  Con- 
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ventions,  and  make  a  nomination  of  all  the  officers  to  be  elected  in  their 
respective  counties,  and  the  members  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives residing  in  the  several  Probate  districts,  shall  meet  in  Conven- 
tion and  make  nomination  of  the  Judges  of  Probate  for  their  respective 
districts,  and  present  the  same  for  the  consideration  of  the  Joint  Assembly  ; 
and  no  nomination  of  any  County  Officers  or  Judges  of  Probate  shall  oe 
finally  acted  on  by  the  Joint  Assembly,  until  the  same  shall  have  been 
submitted  to  the  aforesaid  Conventions. 

4. 

The  Rules  of  the  Senate,  so  far  as  applicable,  shall  be  observed  in  re- 
gulating the  proceedings  of  every  Joint  Assembly. 

5. 

A  Joint  Committee  of  three  Senators  and  three  Representatives  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  presiding  officers  of  the  two  Houses  respectively,  to 
whom  may  be  referred  all  documents  transmitted  by  the  Governor  for  the 
use  of  the  General  Assembly,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  that  House  from 
which  they  were  received. 

6. 

The  Committees  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  to  whom 
the  same  subject  matter  shall  have  been  referred,  may,  for  the  purpose  of 
facilitating  business,  meet  together  as  a  Joint  Committee,  and  make  a 
joint  or  separate  report  to  either  or  both  houses,  as  they  may  think  expe- 
dient 

7. 
In  every  case  of  disagreement  between  the  Senate  and  the  House  of 
Representatives,  if  either  shall  request  a  conference  and  appoint  a  com- 
mittee for  that  purpose,  and  the  other  House  shall  also  appoint  a  Com- 
mittee on  its  part,  such  Committee  shall  meet,  in  the  conference  room,  at 
a  convenient  hour,  to  be  agreed  upon  by  their  Chairman,  and  state  to  each 
other,  verbally  or  in  writing,  the  reasons  of  each  House  for  its  vote  on  the 
subject  matter  of  disagreement,  confer  freely  thereon,  and  make  report  of 
their  doings  to  their  respective  Houses  as  soon  as  may  be. 

8. 
Committees  of  Conference  shall  consist  of  an  equal  number  from  each 
House,  and  shall  return  the  papers  referred  to  them  to  that  House  which 
last  voted  upon  the  subject  matter  of  disagreement 

9. 

When  bills  are  on  their  passage  between  the  two  Houses,  they  shall 
be  under  the  signature  of  the  Secretary  or  Clerk  of  each  House  respec- 
tively. 

10. 

After  bills  have  passed  both  Houses,  and  a  certificate  showing  the  one 

in  which  they  respectively  originated  has  been  duly  endorsed  thereon, 

they  shall  be  delivered  to  a  Joint  Standing  Committee  of  two  Senators 

and  two  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  to  be  designated  the 

•  Committee  en  Bills,  who  shall  make  careful  examination,  and  see  that 
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they  are  correctly  engrossed,  and  when  satisfied  of  their  accuracy,  shall 
present  them,  first  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and 
then  to  the  President  of  the  Senate,  for  their  official  signatures,  and  hav- 
ing obtained  them,  they  shall  forthwith  deliver  them  to  the  Governor  for 
his  approval,  and  shall  make  true  report  to  both  Houses  of  the  day  on 
which  such  bill  was  delivered  to  the  Governor,  which  shall  be  duly  en- 
tered upon  the  Journal  of  each  House. 

11. 
When  a  bill  or  resolution,  which  shall  have  passed  one  House,  is  re- 
jected in  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  to  the  House  in  which 
the  same  shall  have  passed ;  and  all  such  rejected  bills  or  resolutions, 
with  the  accompanying  papers  shall  be  returned  to,  and  left  in  the  custo- 
dy of,  the  House  which  first  acted  on  them. 

12. 
Each  House  shall  transmit  to  the  other  all  papess  on  which  any  bOl  or 
resolution  shall  be  founded ;  and  should  such  bill  or  resolution  pass  both 
Houses,  the  same  papers  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Governor. 

13. 

After  each  House  shall  have  adhered  to  the  vote  of  disagreement,  a 
bOl  or  resolution  shall  be  lost 

14. 

No  bill  which  shall  have  passed  one  House,  shall  be  sent  for  concur- 
rence to  the  other,  on  either  of  the  last  two  days  of  the  i 


15. 

No  bill  to  incorporate  any  Bank,  or  any  Railroad,  or  other  private  cor- 
poration, shall  be  introduced  in  either  House  after  a  bill  for  the  same 
purpose  and  object  shall  have  been  introduced  into  the  other  House.

Mr.  Houghton,  the  Secretary  of  Civil  and  Military  Affairs,  appeared  m 
the  Senate  with  a  message,  as  follows: — 
Mr.  President  : 

I  am  directed  by  the  Governor  to  transmit  to  the  Senate  the  Annual 
Executive  Message  to  the  General  Assembly. 

And  he  then  withdrew. 

The  Message  of  the  Governor  was  thereupon  read,  as  follows  :— 
Fellow  Citizens  of  the  Senate  and 

House  of  Representatives : 

With  a  grateful  sense  of  the  confidence  reposed  in  me  by  the  people, 
and  by  you,  their  delegates,  I  tender  to  you  my  unfeigned  respects,  ana 
cordially  proffer  my  best  efforts  for  the  public  service.  The  chronicles 
of  the  political  year,  just  closed,  bear  no  record  of  adversity  inflicted  upon 
us  or  upon  our  cherished  institutions.  In  prosperity  we  and  they  stand, 
testimonials  of  the  goodness  of  Him  who  ruleth  over  all :  and  as  well  the 
secret  as  the  audible  invocation  shall  rise  from  each  heart,  that  these  in-* 
stitutions,  alike  our  glory  and  security,  may  ever  remain,  as  hitherto  they 
have  been,  the  supports  of  civil,  political  and  religious  liberty. 

In  presenting  to  you  such  topics  as  I  deem  appropriate  to  this  comimj* 
nication,  I  may  seem  to  draw  too  largely  on  your  courtesy  by  commenting 
on  a  subject  which  I  discussed  to  some  extent  on  a  former  occasion,  My 
reason  for  reviving  the  consideration  of  it  b>  that  I  am  confirmed  in  the 
conviction  that  it  involves  the  vitality  of  the  State  government  aa  it  t#, 
and  the  welfare  of  those  who  shall  succeed  us*  In  performing  the  variosa 
duties  constitutionally  enjoined  upon  them,  trie  General  Assembly  are 
charged  with  a  large  number  which  are  special  or  temporary— which  re- 
late to  persons,  offices  and  corporations — which,  in  short,  ore  not  laws  in 
the  political  sense  or  character  of  law.  Important,  highly  ho,  indeed,  as 
all  tnese  are,  they  do  not  make  any  part  of  the  legislation  of  the  State — 
the  framing  of  statutes  that  are  to  constitute  lite  law  of  the  land.  The 
influences  from  acts  of  the  former  kind  are  transient — they  injure  no  pub- 
lic interest,  disturb  no  public  peace.  It  is  not  so  with  the  latter*  Tnese 
depict  the  prevalent  characteristics  of  the  times,  both  moral  and  intellec- 
tual :  so  that  the  laws  of  a  State  may  be  justly  called  the  reflex  of  tho 
character  of  the  people. 

In  clear  perception  of  the  qualities  of  the  people,  and  aiming  to  provide 
only  so  much  of  government  as  should  meet  their  actual  wants,  the 
framers  of  our  Constitution  carved  it  out  in  simplicity  of  design,  and  thus 
rendered  easy  the  task  of  developing  the  principles  of  that  instrument. 
It  was  the  peculiar  felicity  of  the  earliest  political  age  of  this  State,  that 
the  framing  of  the  statutes  was  committed  to  men  who,  in  performing  that 
work,  added  to  the  purest  intentions  and  the  soundest  judgment  the 
knowledge  derived  from  profound  study  and  observation.  Hence  sprang 
that  admirable  system,  or  codified  series,  of  laws,  which  for  so  many  yearn 
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remained  intact,  and  which  even  now  constitutes  the  vigorous  body  of  oar 
statutory  enactments. 

But  the  a  spirit  of  the  ace* — and  that  spirit  is  ever  restless,  innovating 
upon  what  is — has  laid  its  hand,  as  well  on  the  laws  of  our  country  as  on 
other  things  valuable.  The  consequences  are  seen  in  the  decay  of  that 
reverence  for  the  law  which  is  its  best  sanction — in  the  contempt  of  legal 
restraints,  in  many  portions  of  the  Union  daringly  avowed — and  in  the 
greatly  multiplied  outrages  that  are  heard  of,  are  soon  forgotten,  and 
never  punished. 

At  the  present,  the  bias  of  many  men  of  upright  minds  but  ardent 
temperament  is  strongly  set  towards  the  most  serious  changes  in  the  rules 
of  civil  duty  and  conduct:  and  principles,  long  held  to  be  so  essential  to 
the  security  of  human  rights  as  never  to  be  debated,  much  less  impugned, 
are  now  regarded  by  some  as  obstacles  in  the  path  of  improvement  which, 
the  genius  of  reform  is  soon  to  remove,  as  so  much  lumber  of  the  past. 
Such  a  spirit,  having  ascendency,  would  make  the  laws  bend  to  the  im- 
pulses of  society — in  other  words,  they  would  have  no  force  other  than 
that  of  popular  passion — a  state  of  things  which  is  the  chief  condition  of 
anarchy.  Believing  that  instability  in  the  laws  of  any  state  invariably 
opens  the  way  for  ultimate  denial  of  obedience  to  the  civil  power,  I  submit 
that  prudence  demands  a  steadfast  opposition  to  every  legal  change  which 
is  radical,  until  its  necessity  shall  be  made  manifest  Let  us  preserve 
something  of  the  past  to  hold  on  by.  The  anchor  must  not  drag.  What- 
ever changes  in  our  legal  code  may  be  projected,  now  or  hereafter,  it  is 
to  be  fervently  desired  that  the  cardinal  doctrines  on  which  our  fathers 
settled  the  government  of  this  State,  may  be  held  firmly  in  their  places, 
and  have  all  honor.  The  celerity  in  which  the  thoughts  and  passions  of 
men  are  forced  onward  warns  them  who  have  in  charge  the  public  peace 
and  safety,  to  watch  more  intently  the  tendencies  of  the  day. 

Our  little  republic  contains  all  the  elements  of  true  greatness,  with  tin- 
limited  resources  for  all  innocent  enjoyment  in  social  life.  That  so  many 
of  these  elements  have  been  put  in  motion  and  so  many  of  these  resources 
have  been  opened — producing  for  her  people  a  happiness  in  measure  never 
surpassed,  snared  by  all  in  remarkable  nearness  to  equality — is  justly  to 
be  ascribed  to  the  vigorous  impress  made  on  the  character  of  our  political 
forefathers  by  the  excellent  constitutional  and  legal  doctrines  under 
which  they  deposited  their  rights  and  privileges  as  citizens  and  as  free- 
men. In  view  of  this  subject,  and  trusting  in  your  indulgence  of  these 
prolonged  remarks  upon  it,  I  have  embraced  the  few  opportunities  falling 
to  me  to  urge  upon  the  elevated  patriotism  and  discriminative  judgment 
of  my  fellow-citizens  the  exercise  of  increasing  vigilance,  lest  the  inovat- 
ing  spirit  of  the  day  shake  our  honest  polity. 

In  discharging  the  duty  assigned  to  me  by  the  Constitution,  I  have  to 
inform  you  that  in  compliance  with  the  requirement  of  a  resolution  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  1846,  directing  the  appointment  of  three  persons 
"to  digest  and  prepare  a  general  law  regulating  and  governing  all  Rail- 
road Corporations,''  &c.,  I  appointed  as  Commissioners  for  that  service, 
Messrs.  Charles  K.  Williams,  of  Rutland,  Lucius  B.  Peck,  of  Mont- 
pel  ier.  and  Erastus  Fairbanks,  of  St  Johnsbury. 

Railroads  have  proved  themselves  to  be  powerful  agents  in  controlling 
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in  social  as  well  as  commercial  intercourse,  is  apparent ;  and  it  is  obvious 
that  similar  results,  in  conformity  to  the  law  of  self-interest,  will  ever  fol- 
low the  establishment  of  these  new  modes  of  communication.  Although 
the  Railroads  of  this  State  are  not  yet  entirely  completed,  the  facilities- 
afforded  by  such  portions  of  them  as  have  been  put  to  use,  are  daily  testi- 
fying to  the  large  influence  over  our  internal  trade  which  these  modern 
improvements  are  destined  to  exert  It  is  not  presumptuous  to  express 
the  opinion  that,  notwithstanding  the  great  changes  to  be  wrought  by 
these  agents  in  the  particulars  alluded  to,  and  in  others — and  allowing- 
lull  weight  to  the  immense  capital  absorbed  by  them — the  spirit  of  enter- 
prise in  our  inhabitants  will  be  quickened — the  agricultural  power  of  the 
State  enlarged,  its  general  resources  developed,  and  its  aggregate  wealth 
enhanced — and  all  to  a  degree  that  will  remove  every  doubt  of  the  utility 
of  railroads.  They  are  already  among  the  wants  of  the  civilized  world. 
They  will  become  features  of  its  glory.  The  invagination  cannot  now 
grasp  the  magnificent  aspect  of  our  country  as  it  will  open  to  the  vision 
of  those  who  may  live  to  see  the  whole  land  interlaced  by  one  vast  net- 
work of  iron. 

Vermont  is  geographically  divided  by  her  noble  mountain  range. 
Common  trials  and  dangers  united  the  earliest  settlers  of  these  wilds,  and 
formed  and  fixed  in  them  a  common  character.  The  dwellers  on  both 
sides  of  this  physical  barriers  were  brethren.  They  constituted  but  one> 
household:  when  one  member  suffered,  the  other  members  shared  in  the 
suffering.  The  unity  thus  created  has  never  been  broken.  From  that 
time  till  now,  the  people  have  held  the  State  administration  far  above 
sectional  jealousies-— thereby  signally  illustrating  the  patriotism  that  first 
regards  the  whole.  It  is  worthy  of  observation,  however,  in  respect  of 
trade  and  social  intercourse  between  the  residents  of  the  East  and  the 
West,  that  this  lofty  pile  of  nature  has  caused  a  practical  severance  be- 
tween communities  and  persons  who,  being  bound  by  political  ties,  would 
wish  to  be  ever  cemented  by  interest,  sympathy  and  friendship.  It  is  an 
enlivening  anticipation  that  when  the  elliptical  lines  stretched  across  our 
beautiful  mountain,  with  all  their  connecting  ways,  shall  be  completed. 
we  shall  become  one  in  the  interchange  of  the  social  offices  that  make  up 
human  happiness,  knowing  more  of  each  other,  and  loving  each  other  not 
less.  ^ 

The  subject  of  International  Exchanges  will  doubtless  secure  your  at- 
tention if,  as  I  trust,  it  has  retained  its  hold  in  your  favor.  The  provision 
heretofore  made  for  this  agency  is  not,  in  terms,  made  permanent.  It 
will  be  for  you  to  determine  on  what  basis  it  shall  be  put 

la  November  last,  I  received  M.  Alexandre  Vattekare's  Report  of 
his  operations,  which  will  be  transmitted  to  you.  This  communication  is 
not  the  place  for  a  review  of  that  report;  but  I  cannot  refrain  from  solicit- 
ing your  favorable  consideration  of  the  subject  While  the  commerce  of 
fre  world  brings  to  us,  in  our  insular  position.the  physical  comforts  and 
luxuries  that  other  countries  produce  and  diffuse,  let  it  be  our  endeavor 
to  draw  from  every  source  the  products  of  science,  literature  and  the  arte, 
and  look  to  the  time  and  the  occasions  when  we  may  recompense  them  to 
whom  we  thus  become  indebted.  The  strength  of  Vermont  consists  in  the 
intellectual  character  of  her  people,  and  therein  is  the  element  of  her  re- 

Bown.    She  can  bring  from  afar-— from  every  land,  distant  as  it  may  be 

the  true  riches,  the  fruits  of  mental  labor  and  the  refinements  of  pure  taste. 
amd  incorporate  them  with  her  own  solid  virttes.     She  can  educate  iff 
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her  ehjsirea,  tod  do  it  thoroughly.  She  can  raise  men,  and  they  may 
kelp  to  move  the  world.  Let  her  then  study  how  she  can  most  completely 
prepare  herself  to  maintain  her  just  claim  to  equality  of  honor  among  her 
confederate  States,  and  before  foreign  nations ;  and,  as  means  to  the  end, 
emuloosly  do,  and,  according  to  her  ability,  give,  all  that  is  required  for 
the  attainment  of  a  distinguished  reputation  in  the  world  of  letters. 

A  resolution,  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  having 
assigned  to  the  board,  to  whom  should  be  committed  the  framing  of  a 
general  railroad  law,  the  further  service  of  preparing  a  general  law  for 
incorporating  Manufacturing  Companies,  that  subject  has  been  submitted 
to  the  CtamniBsioners  before  named. 

In  accordance  with  an  act  of  the  last  General  Assembly,  entitled  u  An 
Act  to  provide  for  the  expenses  incurred  under  certain  resolutions  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,''  I  have  received  and  g™niw«fl 
copies  of  documents  which,  in  my  judgment,  u  serve  to  illustrate  the  early 
history  of  this  State,"  and  having  accepted  them,  I  have  ascertained  the 
«oqnflP—»  of  the  same  and  drawn  a  warrant  therefor. 

Acting  under  the  resolution  passed  in  1848,  u  providing  for  preserving 
the  imfr*"*1*  for  completing  the  Geological  Survey,"  f  appointed  Mr. 
Zadock  Thompson,  of  Burlington,  to  perform  the  service  contemplated 
by  the  General  Assembly.  That  gentleman  having  undertaken  it,  his 
report  upon  the  state  of  those  materials  will  be  soon  laid  before  you. 

Mr.  James  McM.  Shaptke  resigned  the  office  of  Secretary  of  State,  in 
January  last,  and  I  appointed  Mr.  Feeeaito  F.  Merrill,  of  Montpelier, 
then  the  Secretary's  Deputy,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  said  resignation, 

In  June  last,  Mr.  C.  N.  Carpenter  resigned  the  office  of  State  Libra- 
rian, and  to  supply  the  vacancy,  I  appointed  Mr.  Georoe  Nichols  of 
Northfield. 

The  grave  subject  of  Slavery,  as  it  exists  within  the  American  Union, 
stands  in  the  line  of  topics  appropriate  to  this  communication,  and  I  am 
sot  at  liberty — nor  have  I  the  disposition — to  recede  from  it  It  is  the 
heavy  burden  of  millions  of  generous  hearts.  It  being  evil  and  only  evil, 
these  hearts  will  never  find  rest  until  all  shall  have  been  done  for  the  ex- 
tinction of  it  that  man  may  rightfully  do.  It  would  appear,  perhaps,  to 
all  the  rest  of  the  civilized  world,  merely  supererogatory  for  Vermont  to 
reiterate,  what  she  has  so  often  and  so  emphatically  declared,  her  unre- 
lenting hostility  to  the  bondage  of  human  beings.  But  it  is  fit — nay 
more,  it  is  our  duty — as  a  State,  and  as  a  people,  to  make  every  leading 
public  occasion  commemorative  of  our  sentiment  and  purpose  in  respect 
of  this  highest  national  crime. 

In  relation  to  Slavery  within  the  States  that  compose  the  Union,  it 
•offices  to  remark,  that  this  State  having  entered  the  Confederacy  under 
a  federal  constitution  that,  by  compromises,  guarantied  to  the  States 
in  which  Slavery  then  existed,  the  continuance  of  such  dominion  over 
their  black  population  as,  to  the  shame  of  humanity,  was  maintained  at 
that  period— -and  having  continued  in  the  confederacy  on  the  same  terms 
until  now— she  can  not,  perhaps,  justly  assail  the  institution,  as  it  is  in 
those  States,  by  any  other  than  the  moral  agencies  which  are  calculated, 
as  persuasives,  to  work  out  desirable  changes  in  the  opinions  of  men.  But, 
to  the  utmost  possible  extent,  in  the  employment  of  such  agencies,  we 
are,  I  fl""kg  justified ;  and,  to  my  view,  it  is  worse  than  a  political  blun- 
der in  our  fellow-citizens  of  the  Slave  States,  to  attempt  to  shut  out  from 
themselves  by  statutes,  resolutions  and  paper  burnings,  the  light  of  that 
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troth  which  will,  in  due  time,  penetrate  all  minds,  and  animate  all  men 
with  the  love  of  pure  freedom.  The  anti-slavery  spirit  of  the  people  of 
this  great  nation  will  not  slumber  nor  falter.  Against  all  opposition  on 
the  part  of  Slaveholders,  the  great  work  of  enlightening  the  general  mind 
in  Slave-holding  States  goes  steadily  forward;  and  if  they  that  labor 
therein  do  not  forget  that  great  physical  changes  in  the  condition  of 
mankind  are  the  results  of  agencies  directed  by  One  wiser  than  they,  and 
shall  not  impiously  attempt  to  forestal  His  designs — the  freedom  of  the 
Slaves  in  these  States  will  be  attained,  and  that  just  when  and  in  what 
manner  it  is  best  it  should  be. 

The  continued  existence  of  slavery,  and  of  its  traffic,  in  the  District  of 
Columbia,  is  an  anomaly.  That  small  national  domain  having  been  made 
up  by  cessions  from  slave  states,  it  is  objected  to  the  abolition  of  slavery 
therein  that,  whatever  rights  of  legislation,  government  and  police  the 
Federal  Government  acquired  by  the  acts  of  cession,  individual  rights  of 
property  were  not  thereby  changed,  or  rendered  changeable,  but  that  the 
citizens  of  the  territory  conveyed  continued  to  have  the  riffht  to  purchase 
and  hold  slaves,  under  the  federal  jurisdiction,  as  under  their  former  re* 
epective  state  governments.  The  conclusion  drawn  by  those  who  main* 
tain  the  objection  is,  that  Congress  has  no  constitutional  power  to  abolish 
slavery  in  the  district,  without  the  consent  of  the  owners  of  the  slaves* 
While  the  question  has  been  much  considered  and  many  able  minds  have 
taken  an  opposite  view  of  the  case,  and  while  in  relation  to  this,  some 
difficulties  exist,  not  insuperable,  yet  embarrassing — it  is  enough  for  us 
to  say,  that  the  people  of  this  State  cannot  concede  to  slavery  on  any  fe- 
deral territory  a  power  superior  to  that  of  the  Federal  Government,  nor 
be  made  to  believe  that  there  is  not  a  way  by  which  this  foul  blot  upon 
the  national  escutcheon  may  be  removed.  They,  therefore,  insist  that  it 
should  be.  They  have  no  doubt  that  if  Congress  will  do  in  this  behalf 
what  it  may,  the  flag  of  the  Union — emblem  of  liberty — would  no  longer 
throw  its  graceful  folds  from  the  capitol  over  the  slave  pen  and  its  con- 
tents of  unmitigated  misery. 

The  imminent  question  of  this  time,  touching  the  peace  of  the  Union, 
is  that  of  the  extension  of  slavery.  Under  circumstances  so  peculiar  as 
to  have  impressed  the  event  very  deeply  in  the  public  mind,  Congress 
failed  to  establish  territorial  governments  for  New  Mexico  and  California. 
The  inhabitants  of  these  territories  have,  therefore,  been  constrained  to 
regulate  their  civil  affairs  as  they  best  could,  under  the  laws  of  the  country 
existing  when  it  was  acquired,  so  far  as  those  laws  have  not  been  affected 
by  the  exercise  of  a  military  jurisdiction,  maintained  by  the  Executive  of 
the  United  States.  It  is  not  easy  to  define  the  nature  of  the  government 
under  which  the  people  of  those  lands  have  lived ;  but  it  is  apparent  they 
were  abandoned  by  the  power  that  owed  them  protection.  Being  thus 
remitted  to  their  natural  indefeasible  rights — rights  recognized  by  our 
Declaration  of  Independence — rights  which  the  founders  of  the  organic 
law  of  our  State  emphatically  asserted — the  inhabitants  of  these  territories 
have  instituted  proceedings  towards  the  formation  of  a  State  Government 
for  each,  and  therein  made  such  progress  that,  in  much  probability,  one 
of  them,  if  not  both,  will  be  found,  with  a  State  Constitution  in  hand, 
knocking  at  the  door,  during  the  next  session  of  Congress,  for  admission 
into  the  union.  These  constitutions  may  contain  provisions  excluding 
slavery  from  the  soil  thev  cover,  or  they  may  be  silent  upon  the  subject. 
With  respect  to  that  which  the  people  of  California  shall  present,  there  is 
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little  room  for  doubt  that  it  will  bear  express  terms  of  exclusion.  New 
Mexico  being  in  greater  proximity  to  the  Slave  States,  and  having,  as  k 
is  represented,  a  portion  of  its  land  suited  to  slave  labor — it  may  he  ap- 
prehended that  her  organic  law  will  leave  the  subject  untouched.  In 
such  case,  it  will  be  insisted  by  all  slave  owners,  and  doubtles  by  many 
others  who,  preferring  the  non-extension  of  slavery,  nevertheless  regard 
the  question  more  as  political  than  moral,  that  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the 
present  States  to  admit  her  into  the  confederacy,  on  the  ground  that 
slavery  being  a  State  institution  it  may  be  allowed  or  repudiated  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  particular  State.  But  whenever  a  constitution  for  a  new 
State  shall  be  presented,  without  guaranty  against  involuntary  servitude, 
except  for  crime,  Vermont,  if  I  do  not  greatly  misapprehend  the  sentiment 
of  her  people,  will  be  found  opposed  to  the  admission  sought  for,  and  en- 
forcing her  opposition  in  all  the  ways  in  which  she  may  constitutionally 
act  She  holds  that  slavery  is  a  moral  evil — not  merely  a  physical  ana 
political  one :  and  hence  she  deduces  the  conclusion  that,  upon  first  prin- 
ciples, no  community  of  men,  in  either  separate  or  confederate  relations, 
ought  to  be  permitted  to  establish  institutions  for  enslaving  men.  As  a 
member  of  the  Union,  she  has  an  undoubted  right  to  consent  or  object  to 
the  coming  in  of  a  new  member.  That  she  will  feel  it  to  be  her  duty  to  ob- 
ject on  the  occurrence  of  the  supposed  case,  I  do  not  entertain  the  slightest 
doubt  And  she  will  not  stand  alone  in  making  such  demonstration.  So 
rapidly  has  been  evolved  the  sensibility  of  the  people  of  the  easternv 
middle  and  western  sections  of  the  country,  in  relation  to  this  eminently 
critical  question — uttering  but  one  sentiment  and  one  determination — 
that  we  may  confidently  trust,  that  it  is  too  late  for  slavery  to  succeed  in 
placing  her  foot  on  American  soil  not  now  within  her  control. 

I  need  hardly  add,  in  conclusion,  that  any  action  that  the  General  As- 
sembly may  in  its  wisdom  think  proper  to  take,  to  embody  the  long-en- 
tertained and  deeply  seated  sentiment  of  the  great  mass  of  our  common 
constituency  in  relation  to  the  manifold  evils  of  domestic  slavery,  will 
assuredly  command  my  ready  assent  and  co-operation.

Mr.  COLBURN  presented  the  following  resolutions,  which  were  read 
twice  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary;— 
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Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  Howe  of  Representatives,  That  our  pre- 
sent National  Revenue  system  is  inadequate  to  the  protection  of  our 
domestic  industry ; — that  the  substitution  of  the  Tariff  of  1846  for  that  of 
1842,  connected  as  it  is  with  an  odious  warehousing  system,  and  its  ad 
valorem  instead  of  specific  duties,  is  rapidly  tending  to  break  down  Ameri- 
can competition  ana  build  up  our  foreign  rivals,  by  enabling  them  to  evade 
the  duties  (even  as  low  as  they  are)  by  fraudulent  and  false  invoices, 
cheating  our  labor  of  its  protection,  our  treasury  of  its  revenue,  and  driv- 
ingthe  American  merchant  out  of  his  own  market 

Resolved,  That  we  look  upon  the  Tarff  issue  as  an  important  question 
in  our  domestic  policy,  and  we  look  to  the  next  Congress  for  an  early 
adjustment  of  this  much  vexed  question,  upon  fair  and  reasonable  jrotec- 
Hoe  principles.  That  our  tariff  of  duties  on  foreign  imports  ought  always 
to  be  so  regulated  as  to  give  a  broad  field  to  commerce,  in  those  produc- 
tions of  common  necessity  which  we  do  not  create,  and  to  secure  to  the 
fanner  and  mechanic  of  the  country  a  market  for  every  thing  they  can 
produce.  In  this  division  there  will  always  be  scope  enough  for  a  large 
and  prosperous  foreign  commerce,  which  will  be  sustained  by  an  equally 
prosperous  and  always  enlarging  home  industry. 

Resolved,  That  we  cannot  subscribe  to  the  doctrine  that  the  Tariff  of 
1846  was  passed  in  concurrence  with  the  will  of  the  American  people. 
We  look  upon  it  as  an  Executive  and  not  a  Legislative  measure ;  its  de- 
tails having  been  arranged  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  and  passed  by  Executive  solicitation  and  influence.  And  now 
that  there  are  no  more  famines  in  Europe  to  neutralize  its  effects,  we  are 
beginning  to  realize  its  withering  and  blighting  influence  upon  many  of 
the  great  industrial  pursuits  of  the  country — particularly  the  iron  and 
woolen  business — so  essential  to  our  independence  and  happiness. 

Resolved,  That  we  recognize  not  only  the  constitutional  right  but  the 
duty,  of  Congress,  in  arranging  a  Tariff  for  revenue,  so  to  discriminate  as 
to  secure  protection,  not  incidental  nor  accidental,  but  direct  and  posi- 
tive, to  our  farmers,  manufacturers,  mechanics  and  artisans ;  thereby  pro- 
moting the  success,  comfort  and  happiness  of  the  toiling  millions  of  our 
land. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  furnished  to  each  of  our 
Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress,  and  that  our  Senators  be  in- 
structed and  our  Representatives  requested,  to  exert  their  influence  to 
repeal,  modify  or  revise,  the  odious,  unjust,  and  oppressive  Tariff  of 
1846. 

Mr.  DEAN  presented  the  following  resolution,  which  was  read  and 
adopted  :— 

Resolved,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor  be  requested  to  communi- 
cate to  the  Senate  any  information  he  may  possess  in  relation  to  the  sub- 
ject matter  embraced  in  a  resolution  of  the  two  Houses,  passed  at  the 
October  Session  of  1847,  for  remuneration  for  expenses  incurred  in  our 
late  border  difficulties  with  Canada.

adopted: — 

RULES  OF  THE  SENATE. 


The  credentials  of  Senators  shall  be  presented  to  the  Secretary  or  As- 
sistant Secretary,  previous  to  ten  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  sa^onJ 
Thursday  of  October,  at  which  time  the  Senate  shall  be  caNed  to  order. 
The  names  of  the  Senators  shall  be  called  over,  and  when  a  quorum  ahal 
have  taken  their  seats,  they  shall,  having  first  taken  the  necessary  oaths, 
on  nomination  of  the  President,  appoint  a  Canvass  ng  Committee,  con- 
sisting of  one  Senator  from  each  county,  to  join  such  committee  as  the 
House  of  Representatives  may  appoint,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive, 
sort  and  count,  the  votes  for  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor  and  Treasuec, 
and  make  report  thereof  to  the  Joint  Assembly  of  both  Houses. 

2. 

The  Senate  shall  meet  every  day  (Sundays  excepted,)  at  nine  o'clock 
in  the  morning,  and  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  unless  otherwise 
specially  ordered. 

3. 
The  President,  having-  taken  the  Chair,  and  a  quorum  being  present, 
the  journal  of  the  preceding  day  shall  be  read,  and  all  errors  therein  cor- 
rected. 

4. 
In  case  no  quorum  shall  assemble  within  fifteen  minutes  after  the  time 
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to  which  the  Senate  was  adjourned,  those  present  shall  have  power  to 
send  die  Sergeant-at-Arms,  or  other  officer,  after  the  absentees  and  com- 
pel their  attendance. 

5. 
Whenever  the  Senate  shall  assemble,  according  to  adjournment,  or  at 
the  commencement  of  a  session,  and  the  President  shall  be  absent,  it  shall 
be  the  duly  of  the  Secretary,  if  present,  if  not,  of  a  Senator,  to  call  to 
order ;  and  the  Senators  present,  if  a  quorum,  shall  by  ballot,  elect  a 
President  pro  tempore. 

6. 
No  Senator  shall  be  absent  without  leave,  unless  he  is  sick  or  otherwise 
necessarily  detained. 

7. 

No  Senator  shall  audibly  speak  to  another,  or  otherwise  interrupt  the 
business  of  the  Senate,  while  the  journals  or  other  public  papers  are  be- 
ing read,  or  while  a  Senator  is  orderly  speaking  in  debate. 

8. 
Every  Senator,  when  he  speaks,  shall,  standing  m  his  place,  address 
the  President,  and  when  he  has  finished  shall  sit  down. 

9. 
No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question,  without 
leave  of  the  Senate ;  and  Senators  who  have  once  spoken  shall  not  again 
be  entitled  to  the  floor  (except  for  the  purpose  of  explanation,)  to  the  ex- 
clusion of  another. 

10. 
In  all  cases,  the  Senator  first  arising  and  addressing  the  President, 
(subject  to  the  restriction  of  rule  9,)  shall  be  entitled  to  the  floor,  and 
when  two  or  more  arise  at  the  same  time,  the  President  shall  name  the 
one  who  is  to  speak. 

H. 

When  a  Senator  shall  be  called  to  order,  he  shall  sit  down,  and  every 
question  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President,  without  debate,  sub- 
ject to  an  appeal  to  the  Senate. 

12. 

If  a  Senator  be  called  to  order  for  words  spoken,  the  exceptionable 
words  shall  be  immediately  taken  down  in  writing  by  the  Senator  calling 
to  order,  that  the  President  may  be  better  enabled  to  judge  of  the  matter. 

13. 

The  first  hour  of  each  morning's  sitting  may  be  devoted  to  the  recep- 
.'  tion  and  disposal  of  petitions,  memorials,  remonstrances,  motions,  resolu- 
.  tions,  and  the  introduction  of  bills ;  after  which,  the  orders  of  the  day,  or 
other  proper  business,  shall  be  announced,  always  commencing  with  the 
unfinished  business  of  the  last  sitting.      The  first  hour  of  the  afternoon's 
sitting  may  be  occupied  in  the  receiving  and  disposing  of  reports  of  com- 
.mktees,  and  in  completing  the  business  of  the  morning  hour ;   at  the  ex- 
piration of  whfch  the  Senate  will  again  take  up  the  orders  of  the  day. 
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14. 

Reports  of  committees  may  be  signed  by  any  member  in  behalf  of  the 
committee,  and  shall  be  by  him  presented  to  the  Senate  when  a  call  for 
reports  is  made.  The  signer  of  each  report  shall  be  held  responsible  for 
the  accuracy  of  its  statements  and  the  propriety  of  its  language,  and  when 
the  same  shall  be  under  consideration,  he  shall  be  further  liable  to  give 
additional  statements  of  facts,  or  other  explanations,  in  answer  to  the  call 
of  a  Senator. 

15. 
The  proceedings  of  the  Senate,  except  when  acting  as  in  Committee 
of  the  Whole,  embracing  the  titles  of  bills  and  such  parts  thereof  as  may 
be  affected  by  proposed  amendments,  and  also  the  names  of  Senators,  ana 
the  rotes  which  they  give  on  every  question  decided  by  yeas  and  nays, 
shall  be  by  the  Secretary  accurately  and  concisely  inserted  in  the 
journal 

16. 

The  Senate  shall,  annually,  within  the  first  four  days  of  actual  sitting, 
elect  by  ballot,  (and  a  majority  of  all  present  shall  be  necessary  to  a 
choice,)  a  Secretary  and  an  Assistant  Secretary,  who  shall  be  ear  qficw 
Engrossing  Clerk,  who  shall  be  severally  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge 
of  their  duties,  and  shall  hold  said  offices  until  superceded  by  a  new 
election.  The  Senate  shall  also,  within  the  same  time,  elect  the  follow- 
ing Standing  Committees,  to  consist  of  thre*  members  each,  to  wit:  On 
Finance,— on  the  Judiciary,— on  Claims,— on  Education, — on  Agricul- 
ture,—on  Manufactures, — on  Elections,— on  Military  AffaiT8r— on  Roads, 
—on  Banks, — and  on  Land  Taxes. 

17. 

In  the  appointment  of  Standing  Committees,  (except  the  one  mentioned 
in  rule  1,)  the  Senate  shall  proceed,  by  ballot,  severally  to  appoint  the 
chairman  of  each,  and  then,  by  one  ballot,  the  other  members  necessary  to 
complete  the  same.  In  the  election  of  a  chairman,  a  majority  of  the  votes 
given  shall  be  necessary,  but  for  the  others  a  plurality  shall  be  sufficient. 
All  Select  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless  other- 
wise ordered  by  the  Senate. 

18. 

All  bills,  after  the  second  reading,  and  all  petitions,  memorials,  remon- 
strances, resolutions  and  other  papers  calling  for  legislative  action,  (except 
such  as  have  been  reported  by  a  committee,)  no  objection  being  made, 
shall  be  referred  by  the  President  to  appropriate  committees. 

19. 

Before  any  resolution,  any  petition,  or  other  paper,  addressed  to  the 
Senate,  shall  be  received  and  read,  whether  the  same  shall  be  introduced 
by  the  President  or  a  Senator,  the  title  shall  be  fairly  endorsed  thereon; 
and  a  brief  statement  of  its  object  or  contents  shall  be  made  by  the  intro- 
ducer. 

20. 
Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  by  the  mover,  if  require  there- 
to by  the  President  or  a  Senator,  and  a  motion  to  lay  another  motion,  the 
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latter  not  being  in  writing,  on  the  table,  or  otherwise  to  dispose  of  it,  shall 
not  be  in  order. 

21. 

Every  bill  shall  receive  three  readings  before  it  is  passed ;  the  Presi- 
dent shall  give  notice  at  each  reading  whether  it  be  the  first,  second,  or 
third  ;  the  last  of  which  readings  of  public  bills  shall  be  at  least  twenty- 
tour  hours  after  the  first  reading,  unless  the  Senate  unanimously  direct 
otherwise.  Provided,  that  private  bills  shall  be  read  the  second  time  by 
their  title*  Resolutions  requiring  the  approbation  and  signature  of  the 
Governor,  shall  be  treated  in  all  respects  as  bills ;  and  the  third  reading 
of  all  bills  of  a  public  nature  shall  be  ordered  for  some  particular  day. 

22.

The  yens  and  nays  shall  be  taken  on  the  call  of  a  Senator,  and  every 
Senator  present  shall  vote,  unless  excused  by  the  Senate;  but  no  Senator 
shall  be  compelled  to  vote,  who  was  absent  when  the  question  was  stated 
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by  the  President,  nor  shall  any  one  be  permitted  to  vote,  who  was  absent 
when  his  name  was  called,  nor  after  the  decision  of  the  question  has  been 
announced  from  the  chair.

Treasurer  of  the  State,  Auditor  of  Accounts,  mem- 
bers of  the  other  House,  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  Senators  and 
Representatives  in  Congress,  Ex-Governors  and  Lieutenant-Governors, 
Ex-Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  Ex-Senators  and  Representatives  in 
Congress,  Ex-Senators  of  the  State  Senate,  District  Judge  and  Attorney 
of  the  United  States,  members  of  other.

Whenever  a  bill  or  resolution  is  laid  on  the  table,  by  order  of  the  Sen- 
ate, and  shall  have  remained  on  the  table  twenty-four  hours,  it  shall  be 
subject  to  be  taken  up  by  the  chair,  and  presented  for  the  consideration  of 
the  Senate,  without  a  call  or  order  on  the  subject.

The  PRESIDENT  laid  before  the  Senate  a  communication  from  the 
Hon.  the  Speaker  of  the  Provincial  Parliament  of  Canada,  relative  to  the 
destruction  by  fire  of  the  Parliamentary  Library. 

And  it  was  read  as  follows : — 

Montreal,  Canada,     } 
22nd    September,    1849.  J 

Sir, — You  have  doubtless  been  informed,  through  the  ordinary  chan- 
nels of  intelligence,  of  the  disastrous  loss  which  the  Legislature  and 
People  of  this  Province  have  sustained,  in  the  total  destruction,  by  fire, 
of  tne  buildings  in  which  the  sittings  of  the  Provincial  Parliament  were 
held,  by  a  riotous  assemblage,  on  the  25th  of  April  last. 

Of  the  many  deplorable  consequences  which  have  resulted  from  this 
outrage,  the  entire  destruction  of  the  valuable  1  ibraries  attached  to  the 
two  Houses  of  the  Legislature,  and  which  contained  in  all  about  25,000 
volumes,  may  be  reckoned  as  among  the  greatest  In  this  instance,  es- 
pecially, the  loss  has  fallen,  not  merely  upon  the  Parliament  itself,  bat 
upon  the  people  of  the  Province,  who,  by  the  liberality  of  the  members  of 
both  Houses,  were  permitted  access  to  the  books,  in  default  of  other  op- 

Eortunities  for  literary  gratification  and  research,  there  being  no  other 
braries  in  Canada,  of  any  magnitude,  to  which  the  public  were  admitted. 
In  the  session  of  Parliament  that  has  recently  terminated,  a  general 
anxiety  was  manifested  among  members  that  efforts  should  be  made  to 
replace  the  collection  as  soon  as  practicable.  The  existing  state  of  the 
provincial  finances,  however,  not  warranting,  for  the  present,  any  con- 
siderable outlay  on  this  behalf,  our  efforts  for  the  re-construction  of  the 
library  are  unavoidably  postponed  until  another  year,  when  it  is  in  con- 
templation to  establish  one  Joint  Library,  for  both  Houses  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, to  which,  there  is  no  doubt,  the  public  will  be  as  freely  admitted  as 
heretofore. 

Meanwhile,  as  it  has  been  thought  that  much  sympathy  would  be 
entertained,  both  on  this  continent  and  in  the  United  Kingdom,  for  the 
calamitous  event  which  hps  occasioned  so  grievous  a  deprivation  to  the 
people  of  Canada,  I  have  been  empowered  by  the  Legislative  Assembly 
to  communicate  officially  with  the  principal  Representative  Bodies  in 
America  and  England,  acquainting  them  of  the  extent  of  our  loss,  and 
soliciting  their  generous  assistance  in  our  endeavors  to  replace  the  Library, 
by  sending  us  copies  of  such  of  their  Journals,  Statutes  or  other  docu- 
ments as  could  be  spared,  to  be  deposited  therein. 

I  shall  therefore  esteem  it  a  great  favor  if  you  will  kindly  aid  our  un- 
dertaking, by  obtaining  for  us  a  copy  of  such  works,  whether  official 
publications  or  otherwise,  as  you  might  think  would  prove  desirable 
acquisitions  and  could  conveniently  send.  In  so  doing,  you  would  be 
conferring  an  obligation  upon  the  Canadian  public,  which  it  would  at  all 
times  afford  them  the  highest  gratification  to  reciprocate.    Any  < 
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connected  with  this,  we  would  of  coarse  cheerfully  repay,  and  should,  at 
the  same  time,  remain  largely  your  debtors  for  any  such  friendly  dona- 
tions.

OP  THE  SELECT  COMMITTEE  ON  TARIFF  RESOLUTIONa 
[REFERRED  TO  ON  PAGE  44  OF  THE  JOURNAL. 

The  Committee  to  whom  were  referred  Joint  Resolutions  in  relation  to 
a  revision  of  the  Taring  make  the  following  Report: — 

It  has  been  incontestibly  proved  by  the  experience  of  all  nations,  that 
the  general  comfort  and  prosperity  of  a  nation  have  solely  depended  upon 
the  diversified  industry  of  the  people ;  that  agriculture  lays  the  foundation 
of  national  wealth,  and  the  superstructure  is  in  the  mechanic  arts,  manu- 
factures and  commerce ;  that  they  are  the  help-mates  of  each  other,  and 
that  the  whole  are  necessary  to  promote  the  welfare  and  power  of  a 
nation. 

If  examples  are  wanted  to  prove  this  political  economical  axiom, 
Europe  will  furnish  several ;  but  we  will  quote  Spain  as  one  of  the  most 
striking.  Prior  to  the  discovery  of  America  by  that  power,  she  stood 
foremost  in  Europe  as  a  flourishing  agricultural,  manufacturing  and 
commercial  nation.  But  in  discovering  the  vast  amount  of  precious  me- 
tals which  that  country  yielded,  gold  was  all  the  cry ;  agriculture  was 
neglected,  manufactures  disregarded,  and  commerce  left  to  take  care  of 
itself  The  natural  result  followed.  One  branch  of  industry  after  another 
disappeared,  until  one  of  the  finest  countries  in  the  world  became  depen- 
dent upon  other  nations  for  a  part  of  the  grain  she  consumed,  and  for 
nearly  all  the  manufactures  that  the  wants  of  the  mother  country  and  die 
colonies  required;  and  one  of  the  most  prosperous  and  powerful  nations 
of  the  world,  from  the  twelfth  to  the  latter  part  of  the  fifteenth  century, 
has,  since  that  period,  gradually  declined,  until,  in  the  19th  century,  it  has 
become  the  poorest,  most  imbecile  and  feeble  kingdom  of  Europe. 

But  the  warnings  of  history  produce  but  little  effect  upon  the  minds  of 
visionary  theorists,  who,  deluded  by  the  syren  song  otjree  trade,  have 
joined  with  the  foreign  merchants,  who,  from  cupidity,  are  advocating  the 
same  doctrine,  in  order  to  monopolize  the  foreign  commerce  of  the  coun- 
try which  rightfully  belongs  to,  and  ought  to  be  enjoyed  by  the  citizens 
of  the  U.  States,  as  tax-payers  and  defenders  of  the  rnzhts  and  honor  of  our 
country  against  the  aggressions  of  foreign  nations.  The  South,  too,  have 
entered  into  this  "  holy  alliance,"  under  the  impression  that  their  local  in- 
terests would  be  subserved  by  the  doctrine  or  free-trade,  when,  strange 
to  believe,  South  Carolina,  which  has  taken  the  lead  in  opposition  to 
the  encouragement  and  protection  of  American  industry,  was  one  of  the 
earliest  States  of  the  Union  to  pray  Congress  to  lay  additional  duties  on 
foreign  raw  cotton  imported  into  the  United  States,  in  order  to  aid  and 
protect  the  early  cultivation  of  cotton  in  the  Southern  States  \  and  the 
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most  stringent  duty  that  ever  was  enacted,  commonly  called  "the  square- 
yard  duty,  was  laid  by  the  instrumentality  of  the  Hon.  John  C.  Calhoun, 
on  foreign  manufactures  of  cotton,  aided  by  that  able  statesman,  Mr. 
Lowndes,  both  of  whom  were  members  of  Congress  from  Sooth  Carolina, 
in  1816. 

But  these  duties  were  then  deemed  by  Southern  members  of  Congresi 
legitimate  objects  of  protection;  but  when  the  North  apply  die  same 
principle  to  the  wool-growing  business  and  its  manufactures,  to  the  iron 
of  Pennsylvannia  and  its  manufactures,  and  various  other  articles,  the 
growth  and  production  of  the  Middle,  Western  and  Northern  States,  by 
a  refinement  of  sophistry  it  was  attempted  to  be  proved,  that  what  had 
been  previously  considered  as  constitutional  for  the  productions  of  the 
South,  was  unconstitutional  for  those  of  the  North.  And  the  farther  dis- 
covery was  made  that  the  constitution  did  not  authorize  the  industrial 
pursuits  of  the  people  to  be  protected  by  law.  Now  as  the  constitution 
of  the  United  States  was  made  by  the  people  and  for  the  people,  if  this 
assumption  is  correct,  it  must  be  an  impeachment  of  the  intelligence  and 
capacity  of  the  people  for  self-government ;  for  it  amounts  to  a  declaration 
that  by  this  instrument  they  had  so  completely  tied  up  the  hands  of  Con- 
gress, as  to  prevent  that  body  enacting  such  laws  as  were  beet  adapted 
to  promote  their  welfare.  This  professed  conscientious  scrupulosity,  too, 
about  violating  the  letter  or  spirit  of  the  constitution,  on  the  part  of  a 
party  whose  construction  was  broad  enough  to  incorporate  Texas  with 
the  Union,  and  to  make  war  upon  a  neighboring  Republic  to  divest  her  of 
a  part  of  her  territory,  is  too  supremely  ridiculous  to  need  a  comment 

Of  this,  these  professed  strict  constructionists  seem  to  be  aware,  at 
they  have  changed  their  ground  to  free-trade  and  a  tariff  for  revenue, 
professing  a  willingness  for  incidental  protection,  if  such  a  tariff  can  afford 
it;  and  yet  in  order  to  defeat  even  incidental  protection,  the  system 
adopted  by  the  first  Congress,  and  by  every  Congress  since,  down  to 
J846,  was  deviated  from  by  the  tariff  enacted  in  that  year.  The  role 
adopted  by  the  first  Congress  in  assessing  duties,  was  to  lay  specific  duties 
on  every  article  of  import  which  could  be  reached  in  this  way,  on  all  ar- 
ticles which  are  bought  and  sold  by  weight  or  by  liquid  or  dry  measure. 

By  the  common  sense  of  the  commercial  world  this  seems  to  be  the  only 
safe  method  for  a  government  to  collect  its  revenue.  It  is  the  system  that 
has  been,  from  time  immemorial,  adopted  in  England,  in  France,  in  Hol- 
land, in  Portugal,  Spain  and  Italy,  and  we  believe  in  every  European 
nation;  and  it  must  be  recollected  that  when  this  system  was  adopted  bv 
tine  first  Congress,  it  was  under  no  party  influence,  but  it  was  adopted 
under  a  full  conviction  that  it  was  the  only  safe  method  of  collecting  the 
revenue  intended  to  be  assessed  by  law*  With  those  nations  of  Europe, 
which  have  been  large  importers  of  foreign  manufactures,  and  where 
specific  duties  could  not  be  so  accurately  laid,  owing  to  the  different 
qualities  and  prices  of  the  same  denomination  of  goods,  (for  example, 
muslins,  broadcloths,  &c,)  a  home  valuation  has  been  uniformly  made. 

As  duties  are  laid  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  government  of  a  nation, 
it  must  be  obvious  to  every  reflecting  mind  that  those  duties  must  be  col' 
lected  in  such  a  manner  as  is  most  certain  to  secure  the  amount  intended  to 
be  assessed,  and  to  prevent  the  government  being  cheated  by  the  frauds 
of  unprincipled  men.  But  Mr.  Secretary  Walker,  in  his  wise  discretion, 
deviated  from  the  safe  rule  for  collecting  the  duties  on  imported  goods 
laid  down  by  the  fathers  of  the  revolution,  and  which  worked  so  well,  that 
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with  the  exception  of  some  stringent  alterations  for  its  better  collection, 
continued  through  every  administration  down  to  1846.  In  that  year,  br 
the  urgent  recommendation  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  second- 
ed by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  this  system  was  entirely  overthrown, 
and  the  system  of  ad  valorem  duties  on  all  articles  of  import  adopted  in 
its  stead.  The  result  has  been  that  the  iron  business  of  the  country  has 
been  almost  entirely  destroyed,  the  woolen  business  has  been  greatly 
depressed,  many  of  the  manufacturers  of  these  two  great  leading  interests 
have  become  bankrupt,  many  have  stopped  their  machinery  for  fear  of 
the  same  fate ; — and  the  agricultural  classes  and  the  labor  of  the  country 
have  been  seriously  injured  by  this  policy. 

But  it  may  be  said  that  this  tariff  has  yielded  revenue  enough ;  but 
every  wise  man  must  see  that  a  large  revenue  raised  upon  foreign  imports, 
must  ultimately  prove  ruinous  to  any  country  where  the  exports  of  that 
country  are  not  adequate  to  pay  for  the  imports.  A  national  bankruptcy 
must  as  certainly  ensue  from  such  a  state  of  things,  as  would  result  to  an 
individual  who  annually  expended  more  than  his  income. 

But  another  strange  commercial  fatality  is,  our  warehounng  sydem; 
warehouses  prove  so  many  watch-towers  from  whence  our  foreign  maua*- 
facturing  rivals  vigilantly  watch  the  phases  of  our  market,  and  which  en- 
ables them  to  perpetrate  the  greatest  injury  upon  our  manufactures  and 
the  agricultural  and  other  industrial  classes,  with  the  smallest  possible 
amount  of  loss  to  themselves.  What  makes  this  advantage  more  certain, 
which,  by  a  blind  fatuity,  we  have  given  them,  is,  that  money  is  worth 
only  tnree  per  cent,  in  England,  whereas  in  this  country  it  is  worth  from 
six  to  nine  per  cent,  consequently,  the  American,  with  his  high  interest 
and  limited  capital,  cannot  wait  one,  two  and  three  >ears  for  a  rise  of  the 
market,  when  the  foreigner,  with  his  low  interest  and  large  capital,  cam 
What  possible  advantage  this  warehousing  system  was  likely  to  be,  either 
to  our  commerce  or  the  revenue,  compared  with  the  incalculable  injury 
that  must  result  from  it,  would  puzzle  any  sensible  and  experienced  man 
to  point  out 

If  foreign  goods  are  wanted  for  export  at  any  time,  our  drawback  sys- 
tem has,  for  over  half  a  century,  amply  answered  that  purpose.  It  is  true 
that  England,  a  few  years  since,  introduced  the  warehousing  system ;  but 
if  England  is  to  be  our  examplar,  why  did  we  not  adhere  to$pecjfic  duties 
as  she  has  strictly  done,  as  being  the  most  certain  method  of  collecting 
the  revenue  on  all  articles  sold  by  the  gallon,  by  the  pound  or  bushel. 
But  the  motives  which  we  have  reason  to  suspect  induced  the  British 
Government  to  introduce  the  warehousing  system,  are  as  diflgimifar  irom 
those  which  ought  to  have  influenced  an  American  statesman,  as  the  light 
of  noon-day  is  from  the  darkness  of  night  It  may  also  be  said  that  the 
warehousing  system  is  a  liberal  provision  of  government,  indicating  an 
approach  to  the  free  trade  and  reciprocal  treaty  policy  which  the  British 
Government  is  now  strenuously  advocating ;  and  which  policy,  if  she  could 
persuade  other  nations  to  adopt,  would  prove  altogether  one-sided,  the 
benefit  being  on  her  side,  and  the  injury  on  that  of  the  people  who  were 
weak  enough  to  adopt  it  It  is  worthy  of  remark,  that  England,  in  the 
early  part  of  the  reign  of  Edward  III.,  was  without  manufactures, 
without  commerce,  and  without  navigation,  and  she  was  then  one  of  the 
poorest  nations  of  Europe.  The  first  Edward  made  some  attempts  to  en- 
courage manufactures,  which  were  improved  and  carried  into  efficient 
operation  by  his  successor,  Edward  IIL 
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From  his  reign,  down  to  within  the  last  three  or  four  years,  protection 
to  all  branches  of  home  industry,  by  means  of  absolute  prohibitions,  pro- 
hibitory duties,  by  bounties  and  drawbacks,  has  been  systematically  and 
steadily  pursued.  And  what  has  been  the  effect  of  this  system  of  perse- 
verance for  over  five  hundred  years?  English  history  supplies  the 
answer.  By  her  steady  perseverance  in  this  policy,  under  all  the  changes 
of  her  dynasty  and  government,  s^e  has  now  become  the  first  manunc- 
turing,  commercial  and  maritime  nation  of  the  world,  as  well  as  the  most 
wealthy  and  powerful.  So  long  as  the  protective  nolicy  advanced  the 
wealth  and  prosperty  of  the  nation,  so  long  was  it  adhered  to ;  but  now 
that  their  manufactures  have  attained  to  such  a  degree  of  perfection  as  to 
defy  foreign  rivalry,  she  is  all  at  once  enamoured  mjrte4rade  and  recipro- 
cal treaties ;  being  satisfied  if  she  can  induce  other  nations  to  adopt  this 
policy,  that  by  her  cheap  labor,  superior  manufacturing  skill  and  over- 
whelming capital,  she  must,  inevitably,  become,  within  a  few  years,  the 
work-shop  of  the  world,  and  thus  indirectly  levy  tribute  upon  all  the  na- 
tions of  the  earth  that  fall  into  her  snare.  We  are  aware  that  apprehen- 
sions of  the  most  serious  nature  have  sometimes  existed  in  the  prolific 
brain  of  some  wild  theorists  upon  political  economy,  who  professedly 
have  the  best  good  of  the  people  so  near  at  heart,  and  they  warn  us  of 
the  danger  of  pursuing  the  protective  policy :  a  it  will  make  the  rich  grow 
richer,  and  the  poor  poorer,  its  tendency  is  to  concentrate  the  wealth  of 
the  nation  in  few  hands,  while  the  masses  will  become  impoverished"' 

Can  the  farmer,  can  the  mechanic,  can  the  laborer,  be  impoverished  by 
a  system,  the  direct  tendency  of  which  is,  to  create  and  secure  a  market 
for,  and  enhance  the  value  of  his  productions  and  a  demand  for  his  labor? 
In  this  country  we  have  no  system  of  entails ;  we  are  not  circumscribed  by 
oceans  and  seas  to  a  narrow  and  limited  territory ;  we  are  not  oppressed 
by  an  insurmountable  national  debt,  and  there  is  not  the  first  cause  in 
existence  among  us  that  need  alarm  the  most  timid,  for  fear  the  protectifa 
system  can  ever  bring  poverty  and  wretchedness  to  the  doors  of  the 
American  people.  The  virgin  soil  of  our  vast  domain,  inviting  by  its 
cheapness,  fertility  and  facilities  for  reaching  it,  will,  for  a  century  to  come, 
if  not  for  all  future  time,  be  a  sufficient  guarantee  against  any  monopoly 
for  the  control  and  the  reduction  of  the  prices  of  labor.  We  beliefs, 
however  conflicting  opinions  may  be  upon  this  subject,  in  our  sister 
States  of  the  North  and  West,  that  fortunately  for  us  there  does  not  exist! 
but  to  a  limited  extent,  but  one  opinion  in  the  State  of  Vermont 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  unanimously  recommend  the  adoption 
of  the  resolutions.

To  Hit  Excellency  the  Conrniander-in-Chief: 

Sir,— I  herewith  submit  my  Annual  Returns  of  the  Militia  of  tail 
State,  so  far  as  they  have  been  received : — 

Under  the  existing  condition  of  the  militia  system,  I  hare  found  it  im- 
possible to  obtain  returns  from  the  uniform  companies — there  being,  is 
many  instances,  no  officers  through  whom  those  returns  should  be  made. 
In  some  Regiments  there  are  but  one  or  two  such  companies,  and  those 
without  officers,  and  in  others  no  uniform  companies  at  all. 

So  little  encouragement  is  there  to  sustain  the  few  aw^ng  uaifonn 
companies,  and  less  for  the  forming  of  new  ones,  that  soon  no  act  will 
be  necessary  for  disbanding  them  entirely. 

It  being  necessary  that  General  Officers  should,  by  law,  be  elected 
from  Field  Officers  of  Regiments,  and  these  from  Officers  of  Companies, 
and  there  being  but  few  Regiments  in  which  there  are  any  such  Officen 
at  all,  it  is  apparent  that  it  will  not  be  long  before  there  will  be  no  Com- 
pany Officers  from  whom  General  and  Field  Officers  can  be  elected,  con- 
sequently no  organization,  under  the  State,  will  exist  whatever. 

Such  being  the  state  of  the  militia,  may  not  the  suestion  arise,  whether, 
by  the  laws  of  the  General  Government  we  shall  not  be  thrown  back 
upon  the  obligation  to  call  out  and  train  all  that  are,  by  those  laws,  mads 
the  militia  of  the  State?

LETTER  FROM  HON.  H.  EATON. 

Middleburt,  November  9, 1848. 

Dear  Sir, — Your*s  of  the  7th  instant,  enquiring  what  steps  have  been 
taken  under  a  resolution  pertaining  to  a  claim  of  this  State  against  the 
United  States,  was  received  to-day. 

After  ascertaining  the  condition  "of  an  application  made  to  Congress  for 
a  remuneration  of  part  of  the  expenses  referred  to  in  the  resolution  of 
1847 — an  application  made  six  or  eight  years  since — I  put  together  such 
materials  as  seemed  necessary  for  a  proper  understanding  of  the  claim, 
and  forwarded  them  to  Mr.  Marsh,  requesting  him  to  take  charge  of  the 
matter,  and  present  the  subject  in  such  shape  as  he  might  judge  proper— 
whether  in  form  of  a  bill  or  otherwise.  This  was  done,  I  think,  about  the 
last  of  February — as  I  had  been  delayed  in  ascertaining  some  facts  reJat* 
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ing  to  the  subject,  which  seemed  proper  to  be  ascertained.  Mr.  Marsh 
wrote  me  in  reply,  that  he  would  take  charge  of  the  matter,  but  did  not 
think  it  probable  that  any  final  action  could  be  had  upon  the  subject  dur- 
ing the  then  present  session.  Since  that  time  I  have  receired  no  infor- 
mation on  the  subject,  but  presume  that  the  claim  was  not  definitely  dis- 
posed of.  I  doubt  not  that  Mr.  Marsh  will  bring  the  matter  forward  at 
the  commencement  of  the  approaching  session  of  Congress,  but  think  it 
might  be  well  again  to  call  his  attention  to  it 

Mr.  Marsh  will,  of  course,  be  able  to  give  yon  more  definite  information 
in  regard  to  the  present  position  of  the  affair,  if  anything  more  definite  is 
needed.

LETTER  FROM  HON.  L.  B.  PECK. 

MozttFELiER,  October  20, 1849. 
8 1  a, — I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of 
yesterday.  No  resolution  of  our  Legislature  was  ever  sent  to  me,  nor  was 
my  attention  called  to  the  subject  to  which  you  refer,  until  I  received 
▼our  letter  during  the  last  session  of  Congress.  Immediately  thereafter, 
I  called  on  Mr.  Marsh,  for  such  information  as  might  be  in  his  possession, 
who  informed  me  that  he  received  a  letter  from  Governor  Eaton,  touching 
the  matter,  but  had  not  been  placed  in  possession  of  any  papers  which 
would  furnish  any  evidence  of  the  claim.  The  session  being  the  short 
one,  and  that  somewhat  advanced,  it  was  not  thought  advisable  to  call  the 
attention  of  Congress  to  the  subject,  as  there  was  no  probability  that  any 
definite  action  could  be  had,  before  the  session  would  terminate.  There 
can  be  no  doubt  that  Congress  will  re-imbnrse  the  State  for  the  expendi- 
ture, as  the  claim  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  for  similar  services,  was  re- 
cognized and  paid  some  years  since,  under  an  act  of  Congress,  passed  for 
that  purpose.  I  shall  not  fail  to  submit  the  matter  to  the  early  attention 
of  Congress,  at  the  coming  session,  if  such  be  your  desire.  I  hope  to  be 
furnished  with  the  necessary  vouchers,  in  support  of  the  claim,  at  an  early 
day.

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives : 

The  Joint  Committee,  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  a 
Legislative  recommendation,  on  the  part  of  this  State,  or  the  establish- 
ment, in  the  National  Department  of  the  Interior,  of  a  Bureau  of  Agri- 
culture for  the  promotion  of  the  great  interest  of  Agricultural  Improve- 
ment in  this  Union,  respectfully  Report: — 

The  founders  of  our  government  were  desirous  for  the  organization  of 
a  Home  Department,  devoted  to  the  fostering  and  encouragement  of 
Agriculture  and  other  Industrial  Arts ;  but  it  seems  that  for  want  of  pro- 
per persons  to  organize  and  manage  such  a  department,  it  was  laid  aside. 

At  a  later  period,  Washington  recommended  an  organization,  entitled, 
"  A  Home  Department  of  Agriculture."  His  conceptions  upon  this  sub- 
ject,— like  everything  else  emanating  from  his  practical,  tar-seeing  mind, 
— are  exactly  to  the  purpose,  comprehending  more  or  less  directly,  about 
all  that  need  be  said  in  its  favor.    They  are  as  follows: — 

"  It  will  not  be  doubted  that  with  reference  either  to  individual  or  na- 
tional welfare,  agriculture  is  of  primary  importance.  In  proportion  as  na- 
tions advance  in  population,  and  other  circumstances  of  maturity,  this  truth 
becomes  more  apparent,  and  renders  the  cultivation  of  the  soil  more  and 
more  an  object  of  public  patronage.  Institutions  for  promoting  it  grow  up, 
supported  by  the  public  purse,  and  to  what  object  can  it  be  dedicated  tenth 
greater  propriety  %  Among  the  means  which  have  been  employed  to  this 
end,  none  have  been  attended  with  greater  success  than  the  establish- 
ment of  Boards,  composed  of  proper  characters,  charged  with  collecting 
and  diffusing  information,  and  enabled  by  premiums  and  small  pecuniary 
aid,  to  encourge  and  assist  a  spirit  of  discovery  and  improvement,  by 
stimulating  to  enterprise  and  experiment,  and  by  drawing  to  a  common 
centre,  the  results  everywhere,  of  individual  skill  and  observation,  and  by 
spreading  them  thence  over  the  whole  nation.  Experience  has  accordingly 
■nown,  that  they  are  very  cheap  instruments  of  immense  national  benefits. 

The  methods  of  agriculture  pursued  by  our  fathers,  in  a  new  counter, 
with  a  virgin  soil  and  sparse  population,  were,  perhaps,  necessarily  mis 
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and  iinproviSent ;  bat  with  a  rapid,  and  unprecedented  increase  of  popu- 
lation, improvements  in  tillage  have  not  advanced  with  corresponding 
steps,  or,  generally  speaking,  been  of  long  standing.  By  no  more  than  a 
half  century  of  bad  cultivation,  the  soil  of  the  older  States  has  become 
either  entirely  ran  down,  or  greatly  impoverished  of  fertility ;  and  insects, 
blights,  noxious  weeds,  &c.,  the  usual  attendants  of  imperfect  tillage, 
have  increased  and  become  accumulated  to  an  alarming  extent 

But  the  evil  does  not  stop  here.  Too  many  of  our  intelligent,  enter- 
prising young  men,— observing  the  sad  condition  of  ^ie  soil,  and  trained 
to  false  impressions, — suppose  that  the  agricultural  profession,  instead  of 
being  an  open  field  for  the  efforts  of  science  to  improve,  is  but  an  arena, 
fit  only  to  be  occupied  by  the  illiterate  and  unenterprising,  under  the  guid- 
ance of  blind  tradition.  They  accordingly  press  in  masses  into  other 
callings,  filling  them  to  overflowing,  and  leaving  the  u  Art  of  Arts,"  to  its 
fate. 

The  same  process  of  deterioration,  which  has  been  so  nearly  completed 
in  the  Atlantic  States,  is  now  going  on  at  the  West  Although  nature, 
by  a  long  and  most  liberal  process,  has  endowed  the  lands  of  that  section 
with  a  fertility  unknown,  still  they  can  be  impoverished  by  die  hand  of 
man.  The  gradation  to  the  same  -climax  which  has  obtained  in  the  older 
States  may  be  slower,  yet,  in  the  nature  of  things,  it  must  be  sure.  Many 
of  the  occupants  of  those  now  generous  soils,  under  the  same  mistaken 
impression  that  they  are  inexhaustible,  which  possessed  the  first  settler* 
of  the  more  fertile  tracts  of  the  Eastern  States,  will  probably  live  long 
enough  to  find  that,  under  a  constantly  depleting  and  careless  husbandry, 
what  has  been  done  can  be  done  again.  These  remarks  are,  of  course, 
subject  to  exceptions ;  but  they  are  still  quite  too  generally  true. 

While  this  rapid  destruction  of  fertility  has  been  going  on  among  us, 
several  of  the  States  of  Europe  have  been  as  rapidly  advancing  in  produc- 
tiveness. There,  agriculture  is  fostered  and  encouraged  by  government; 
men  of  the  first  attainments,  and  in  the  highest  walks  of  life,  devote  their 
time  and  talents  to  its  improvement;  the  Tights  of  several  sciences  have 
been  shed  upon  it;  lands,  under  the  cultivation  of  ages  previous,  have 
been  so  changed  within  sixty  or  seventy  years  past,  by  a  judicious  rotation 
of  crops,  and  a  system  of  manuring  adapted  to  the  soil  and  the  crop,  as  to 
increase  three-fold  in  productiveness ;  thousands  of  acres  of  wet  lands, 
heretofore  of  little  or  no  value,  have  been  drained,  and  are  now  under 

Citable  cultivation  ;  agricultural  schools  and  colleges  have  been  estab- 
ed ;  and  the  breeding  of  agricultural  animals  has  been  carried  to  so 
high  perfection  in  England  and  Scotland,  that  any  other  breeds,  in  the 
known  world,  may  be  improved  by  a  cross  with  them. 

It  may  be  said  that  such  high  cultivation  can  not  be  profitable  here, — 
Neither  can  we  afford  to  pursue  our  exhausting  system  of  cultivation 
much  further ;  for  the  decreased  :ind  decreasing  crops  will  not  remunerate 
our  labor.  If  the  state  of  things  in  our  country  will  not  warrant  high 
farming,  to  the  extent  to  which  it  is  now  carried  in  the  countries  spoken 
of,  we  certainly  are  warranted  in  the  employment  of  far  more  enlightened 
and  correct  principles  of  tillage  than  are  now  common. 

It  has  been  well  said,  that  "  a  prosperous  agricultural  district  is  not 
without  patriots  to  defend  it  f  and  it  is  undoubtedly  true,  that  a  high  stato 
of  intelligence  and  scientific  knowledge  among  oar  farmers,  would  con- 
duce, more  than  anything  else,  to  the  stability  and  perpetuity  of  our  Re- 
public, and  to  the  rapid  and  full  development  of  its  vast  agricultural  ca- 
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pabsUtie*.  We  may  truly  say,  in  this  connection,  that "  evefy  accossisa 
which  man  gains  to  his  knowledge,  ia  also  an  accession  to  hie  power ;  and 
extends  the  limits  of  his  empire  orer  the  world  which  he  inhabits.11 

About  three-fourths  of  the  population  of  our  country  are  engaged  ia 
tilling  the  soil.  Legislation  to  promote  the  prosperity  of  this  interest,  di- 
rectly benefits  the  greater  portion  of  the  people ;  and  indirectly,  but  art 
less  surely,  the  remainder  also.  Now  our  Legislators  and  others  have  not 
been  wanting  heretofore  in  eulogy  upon  the  antiquity,  dignity,  importance 
and  pleasures  of  agriculture ;  but  where  has  been  that  fostering  cats 
which  would  seek  to  encourage  and  promote  it  ?  Where  hate  the  for- 
mers been,  who  would  demand  for  the  cultivation  of  the  soil  thatconspic* 
nous  place  to  which  it  is  so  justly  entitled? 
But  we  are  happy  to  observe  that  an  unproved  sentiment  is  becoming 
revalent  That "  Agriculture  i*  of  primary  importance  f  that  our  nattSB 
as  already  "  advanced  in  population  and  other  circumstances  of  maturity  * 
to  that  position  which  u  renders  the  cultivation  of  the  soil  aa  object  of 
public  patronage  f  that  there  is  no  u  object  to  which  it  can  be  dedicated 
with  greater  propriety  f —these  truths  aie  gradually  making  their  war 
into  the  minds  of  intelligent,  thinking  men. 

We  have,  at  length,  a  Home  Department ;  and  the  question  pressari 
kself— can  it,  and  will  it,  do  anything  for  agriculture?  it  can,  and  wc 
trust  that  it  wilL  The  politicians  may  seek  to  make  aa  instrument  fa 
the  furtherance  of  party ;  and,  with  the  bug-bear  of  "  ranetttutional  ob- 
jections," they  may  tell  us  that  nothing  can  oe  done  for  agriculture  uadftt 
this  Department  But  let  the  farmers,  moving  in  a  mass,  call  loudly  fa 
a  Bureau  of  Agriculture,  with  proper  and  suitable  patronage  from  u* 
Government  Let  it  be  managed  by  "  proper  characters,"  selected  witk 
reference  to  their  fitness  for,  and  devotion  to,  the  promotion  of  agrieattsj* 
They  should  be  men  above  political  contamination ;  and  having  a  love  fa 
science  lor  its  own  sake ;  and  keeping  constantly  in  view  the  one  gnat 
object  which  they  were  placed  there  to  promote,  they  would  not  be  induced 
to  "give  up  to  party  what  was  meant  tor  mankind.*' 

ABoard  of  Agriculture,  thus  "  composed  of  proper  characters,  charges 
with  collecting  and  diffusing  information,  and  enabled  by  prenaum  ass 
■mall  pecuniary  aid,  to  encourage  and  assist  a  spirit  of  discovery  and  im- 
provement, by  stimulating  to  enterprise  and  experiment,  and  by  drawing 
to  a  common  centre,  the  results,  everywhere,  of  individual  skill  and  eb» 
eervation,  and  by  spreading  them  thence  over  the  whole  nation,"  would 
noon  be  found  to  be  "a  vary  cheap  instrument  of  immense  national  bene- 

1.  This  Board  might  be  in  correspondence  with  scientific  men  in  iH 
parts  of  our  country,  and  with  Boards  of  Agriculture  in  foreign  countries  | 
«*-thus  drawing  to  a  common  center,  and  from  thence  spreading  broadcast 
wver  the  land,  all  new  facts  and  improvements  of  utility,  all  valuable 
suggestions,  derived  from  the  improvements  and  new  lights  of  the  various 
natural  sciences  which  are  intimately  allied  with  agriculture. 

2.  Proper  premiums  might  perhaps  be  offered  to  stimulate  ingenuity,  ii 
the  invention  and  production  of  the  most  valuable  farm-implements  and 
machines ;  and  by  awarding  to  those  which,  upon  proper  test,  were  found 
best  to  answer  a  desired  purpose,  competition,  and  an  ambition  to  exce^ 
would  be  excited  to  the  highest  degree. 

3.  Persons  in  the  employment  of  our  government,  abroad,  might  bedt- 
vetted  to  collect  and  transmit  to  the  Department,  those  new  or  unproved 
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seeds,  fruits,  plants,  animals,  implements,  dto,  which  are  deemed  desir- 
able. As  it  would  be  a  part  of  the  business  of  this  Board,  to  institute 
extensive  inquiries  into  the  utility  of  introducing,  for  cultivation  among 
«s,  the  various  valuable  productions  of  other  countries ;  and  as  the  great 
range  of  latitude,  of  soil  and  climate,  which  our  country  embraces,  un- 
doubtedly admits  of  cultivating  the  products  of  almost  every  other  coun- 
try ;  we  may  reasonably  suppose,  mat  a  proper  effort,  in  this  direction 
alone,  would  be  attended  with  very  important  results. 

4.  Premiums  might  be  offered  for  the  most  able  essays  and  the  most 
Satisfactory  eiperiments,  to  elucidate  vexed  questions  and  undeveloped 
principles  in  agriculture,— if  deemed  proper  and  desirable. 

5.  Extensive  inquiries  might  be  instituted  into  the  habits  of  Insects 
troublesome  to  cultivation,  and  the  best  method  to  exterminate  them,  or 
prevent  their  ravages.  As  the  nation  u  advances  in  population,  and  other 
Circumstances  of  maturity,"  it  becomes  more  and  more  an  object,  pecuni- 
arily, with  our  cultivators,  to  raise  many  sorts  of  fruits  and  tender  plants, 
comparatively  unimportant  at  an  earlier  period.  Now  it  is  a  fair  estimate 
that  one-half  the  productions  of  man,  of  this  description,  go  to  feed  the 
insect  world.  Indeed,  of  some  kinds,  in  some  seasons,  they  take  the 
whole.  Their  depredations  upon  the  various  field-crops  are  oftentimes 
extensive  also.  The  subject  of  Entomology  is  vast  and  inexhaustible ;  it 
requires  such  extensive,  and  yet  particularly  minute,  and  often  miscro- 
scopic,  investigations,  that  the  efforts  of  ordinary  associations  of  men  can 
avail  but  little.  But  it  is  believed  that  a  National  Board  of  Agriculture 
would  have  resources,  peculiar  to  itself,  that  might  effect  important  re- 
sults. Its  inquiries  might  be  very  extensive,  drawing  in  contributions 
from  individuals  and  Societies,  in  every  quarter,  the  sum  total  of  which 
would  be  highly  useful. 

6.  The  various  State  and  County  Societies  throughout  the  land, 
might  be  in  correspondence  with  the  Department, — thus  receiving  and 
imparting  information  upon  these  and  other  subjects. 

In  short,  in  a  hundred  ways,  such  an  organization  might  forward  the 
great  interests  of  agriculture.  Indeed,  we  may  conclude,  that  no  other 
establishment  could  parallel  this,  as  a  promoter  of  the  interests,  no^  ex- 
clusively of  either  section,  but  of  the  whole  country. 

The  advocates  for  such  a  movement  may,  by  some,  be  called  enthusi- 
asts. They  are  so ;  for  the  magnitude  and  importance  of  the  thing 
very  properly  awakens  them  to  enthusiasm.  It  is  right  that  our  own 
State  of  Vermont  should  be  a  foremost,  a  zealous  pioneer  in  this  business* 
Our  people  are  an  agricultural  people ;  and  they  are  awake  to  those 
measures  which  will  roster  and  promote  this  commanding  interest  Other 
States  will  join  us  in  endeavoring  to  form  an  organization  so  desirable } 
and  thus  the  great  sentiment  of  Washington,  that  "  the  power  of  the  na- 
tion alone  can  carry  out  their  high  thought,"  will  be  realized. 

In  view  of  these  considerations,  your  Committee  recommend  the  adop- 
tion of  the  occompanying  Resolutions.

Deah  Sir,— I  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  24th  inst, 
and,  in  accordance  with  your  request,  furnish,  with  great  pleasure,  the 
desired  information. 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Washington  National  Monument,  wish 
to  have  each  State  of  our  Union  appropriately  represented  in  the  great 
National  Edifice  now  being  constructed,  by  a  block  of  marble,  or  other 
durable  stone,  (a  native  of  such  State,)  of  the  following  dimensions,  viz. : 
four  feet  long,  two  feet  high,  with  a  depth  of  bed  from  twelve  to  eighteen 
inches ;  the  face  to  be  dressed  smooth,  with  the  name  of  the  State  in- 
scribed upon  it,  in  conspicuous  sized  letters.  It  is  also  suggested  that 
the  Coats  of  Arms  would  be  an  appropriate  ornament  to  the  block — leav- 
tagthis  portion,  however,  optional  with  the  views  of  the  donors. 

These  blocks  will  be  placed  in  a  prominent  position,  facing  each  land- 
ing of  the  stair-way,  on  the  inside  of  the  obelisk,  where  ike  inscriptions 
and  texture  of  the  material  can  be  closely  examined  by  all  who  visit  this 
evidence  of  a  nation's  gratitude.

Gbntlkmsn,— By  a  series  ef  experiments  made  trader  the  instructions 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Department  ef  the  Interior,  to  determine  the 
strength  of  the  marble  proposed  for  the  facing  ef  the  walls  of  the  Patent 
Office  wing  buildings,  which  is  to  be  obtained  from  the  same  quarries 
that  supply  the  marble  used  for  the  outer  casing  or  facing  of  the  Wash- 
ington National  Monument,  under  your  charge,  (being  that  denominated 
Symington  large  Crystal  Marble,)  I  would  respectfully  report  to  your 
Board  all  the  facts  in  the  case,  as  determined  by  Professor  Page  and  my- 
self, with  the  aid  of  a  powerful  Hydrostatic  Press,  (Bramah  principle,) 
constructed  by  the  intelligent  and  talented  Superintendent  of  Machinery 
at  the  Navy  Yard,  Mr.  EUis,  whose  aid,  under  the  sanction  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Navy,  we  had  the  pleasure  and  the  advantage  of  securing 
throughout  the  whole  series  of  the  experiments.  We  had  supplied  our- 
,  selves  with  eight  marble  blocks,  or  cubes  of  two  inches  square,  taken  from 
*  several  points,  promiscuously,  in  the  quarries. 

The  specific  gravity  of  this  marble  had  been  previously  ascertained  by 
Dr.  Paffe,  when  he  reported  en  the  dumbility  or  certain  stones  submitted 
to  him  by  the  Regents  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  jiamely,  2857. 

Cube  No.  1,  subjected  to  the  press,  i>ore  (10,000)  ten  thousand  pounds, 
before  exhibiting  any  fracture,  and  was  crushed  under  the  pressure  of 
(11,000)  eleven  thousand  pounds. 

No.  2  was  crushed  under  the  force  of  ten  thousand  six  hundred  (10,- 
600)  pounds ;  No.  3, 11,800  lbs. ;  No.  4, 10,825  lbs. ;  No.  5,  9,750  lbs. ; 
No.  6,  about  the  same ;  No.  7, 11,375  lbs. ;  and  No.  8, 10,500  lbs. 

The  average  of  all  these  exceeds  ten  thousand  pounds,  which  equals  in 
strength  the  Granites. 

The  atmospheric  action  on  the  same  description  of  Marble,  was  ascer- 
tained by  Dr.  Page  to  be  the  fifteenth  part  of  one  grain,  (the  specimens 
were  eat  into  inch  cubes,  and  the  time  of  action  four  weeks,)  compared 
with  the  large  crystal  Marble  of  New  York,  (like  that  used  in  the  racing 
ef  the  General  Post  Office,)  it  was  found  to  be  but  a  moiety.  Port  Depo- 
aite  Granite  lost  ninety-one  hundredths  of  a  grain,  and  Trinity  Church  five 
pains,  and  light  colored  Sand  Stone  1  58-100  grains,  while  the  Patent 
Office  light  Sandstone  18  60-100  grains. 

The  practical  application  of  these  experiments  to  the  work  in  marble 
at  the  Washington  National  Monument,  may  be  now  presented  under  the 
fbikwing  formula*-- 

1st  Given  the  height  of  the  Monument  500  feet,  what  is  the  weight 
ef  a  cubical  column  of  marble  twelve  inches  square  at  the  base. 

The  weight  of  a  cubic  foot  of  this  marble,  180  lbs.,  by  500  fe<?U=90,000 
H*,  which  is  the  pressure  upon  one  square  foot  at  the  base  of  this 


2nd.  Given  a  cube  of  two  inches,  or  a  base  of  four  square  inches,  which, 
by  experiment,  will  bear  a  pressure  of  ten  thousand  pounds,  to  determine

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what  a  square  foot  of  marble  at  the  base  of  the  monument  would  bear  be- 
fore crushing. 
s      Then,  if  a  base  of  marble  of  4  square  inches  will  bear  a  pressure  of 
ten  thousand  pounds,  what  will  a  base  of  marble  of  144  square  inches 
bear? 

As  4  in. :  10.000  lbs. : :  144  in.  to  360,000  lbs.,  or  four  times  the  actual 
weight  of  a  column  of  marble  500  feet  high,  pressing  on  a  square  foot  at 
the  oase  of  the  monument  • 

We  subjected  also  a  block  of  the  Blue  Stone  (Gneisse)  of  the  Potomac, 
which  forms  the  foundation  and  backing  to  the  marble  of  the  structure, 
to  the  test  of  pressure,  and  found  that  a  block  squaring  but  3  37  j  square 
inches  bore  a  pressure  of  13,375  lbs.  before  fraclure. 

The  above  calculations  are  all  based  upon  a  perpendicular  pressure. 
The  form  of  that  part  of  the  Monument  now  erecting  being  the  Obelisk, 
the  face  or  wall  continually  diminishes  as  it  rises,  from  a  square  of  55 
feet  at  the  base  to  a  square  of  35  feet  at  the  apex,  consequently  the  center 
of  gravity  is  continually  changing,  each  block  of  marble  forming  the  face 
actually  having  to  bear  scarcely  a  third  of  the  superincumbent  weight. 

A  word  on  the  strength  of  foreign  marble,  &c.  Statuary  marble  of 
Italy  bore  under  the  same  square  of  base  12,625  lbs. ;  the  granite  of  Nor- 
mandy 10,512  lbs. ;  the  granite  of  the  east  13,000  lbs. ;  and  Porphry  39,- 
000.  The  New  York  Marble  facing  of  the  General  Post  Office  building 
stood  a  pressure  of  15,625  lbs^  and  the  fine  crystal  marble  of  Symington 
18,250  lbs.  One  specimen  of  this  last  bore  25,375  lbs.  before  crashing.  '

Extract  from  the  Circular  published  by  Hon.  Eusha  Whittlkset, 
General  Agent  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Washington  National 
Monument  Association,  October  20,  1849 : — 

"The  Corner  Stone  was  laid  on  the  4th  of  July,  1848,  with  imposing 
ceremonies,  in  the  presence  of  a  numerous  assemblage  of  our  citizens 
from  distant  sections  of  the  United  States.  Some  States  sent  banoersr 
with  appropriate  inscriptions,  which  are  encased,  and  will  be  placed  in 
the  monument  The  foundation  of  the  Obelisk  is  laid  eighty-one  feet 
square,  eight  feet  below  the  surface  of  the  ground,  and  is  contracted  so 
as  to  be  fifty-eight  feet  ten  inches  square  at  the  top,  an  elevation  of 
twenty-five  feet.  * 

The  Obelisk  is  commenced  at  die  height  of  seventeen  feet  above  the 
ground,  fifty-five  feet  square,  cased  with  marble,  with  walls  fifteen  feet 
tnick,  leaving  a  cavity  of  twenty-five  feet  It  will  be  ascended  by  stain 
in  the  inside,  and  by  machinery. 

The  purchase  of  materials,  and  the  general  construction  of  the  Obelisk 
are  committed  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  to  three  of  their  number,  de- 
nominated a  Building  Committee,  who  spend  much  time  in  advancing  the 
work.  The  Board  meet  weekly,  and  no  member  of  it,  or  of  the  Building 
Committee,  receives  any  compensation. 
The  most  rigid  economy  is  observed  in  all  the  expenditures.

The  Obelisk  is  now  46  feet  high  above  the  surface  of  the  earth,  28} 
feet  of  which  is  cased  with  beautiful  white  marbla  The  work  has  been 
carried  on  with  unremitting  vigor  since  its  commencement,  and  no  un- 
necessary delay  will  be  allowed  to  retard  its  prosecution  until  completed. 

With  a  view  of  having  each  State  in  the  Union  properly  represented  in 
the  monument,  the  Board  extended  an  invitation  for  each  State  to  furnish 
a  Block  of  Marble,  or  other  stone,  a  production  of  its  soil,  of  the  follow- 
ing dimensions,  viz. :  four  feet  long,  two  feet  high,  with  a  depth  of  bed 
from  twelve  to  eighteen  inches :  the  name  of  the  State  which  it  is  intend- 
ed to  represent  to  be  cut  upon  it  in  large  letters,  and  in  addition,  if  desir- 
able to  the  donors,  the  Coat  of  Arms  of  such  State. 

A  number  of  the  States,  with  Associations,  &c,  have  already  expressed 
their  intention  to  furnish  the  required  Block,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that 
every  star  of  our  Union  will  thus  appropriately  be  represented.  They 
will  be  placed  in  conspicuous  positions  in  the  Obelisk,  where  they  can  be 
closely  examined  by  all  who  visit  this  National  Edifice. 

The  cost  of  the  Obelisk  which  is  first  to  be  completed,  is  estimated  at 
$552,000.    The  estimated  cost  of  Obelisk  and  Pantheon,  $1,122,000."

NATION  OF  THE  REPORT  ON  HOUSE  BILL 

No.  66,  AT  THE  SESSION  OF  1848. 

[referred  to  on  page  125  OF  the  journal.] 

At  a  Session  of  the  Legislature  in  1847,  the  charter  of  the  Rutland  and 
Washington  Railroad  Company  was  granted.  The  line  of  said  road 
commenced  at  Rutland,  and  run  thence  westerly  throng  h  Ira  to  Castleton, 
thence  taking  either  a  southerly  or  westerly  direction  to  the  State  line,  to 
terminate  at  Poultney  or  Fairhaven,  as  the  Directors*  of  the  Company 
should  determine^  Powers  were  given  to  connect  wittt  a  road  to  be  built 
by  the  Saratoga  and  Washington  Railroad  Company,  in  the  State  of  New 
York ;  and  also  to.  extend  a  branch  or  branches  to  Fairhaven,  Castleton  or 
Poultney.  Still  further  power  was  given  to1  connect  with  other  roads 
thereafter  created  by  this  State  ot  the  State  of~New  York,  for  the  purpose 
of  transportation,  lease  or  consolidation.  The  Commissioners  appointed 
by  said  act,  after  having  taken  the  prescribed  steps,  organized  said  Com- 
pany, and  delivered-  to  the  Directors  a  certificate  of  their  legal  election, 
under  the  act  of  Incorporation.  That  certificate,  without  a  dissenting 
voice,  was  signed  by  all  the  Commissioners  present,  viz. :  William  C. 
Kittredge,  Zimri  Howe,  Henry  Stanley,  Moses  Miller,  Charles  W. 
Kellogg,  B.  F.  Lanedoni  Horace  Clark,  A.  H.  Griswold,  Alanson  Allen, 
J.  Adams,  M.  J.  Myers,  A.  W.  Hyde,  Isaac  W.  Thompson,  M.  Clark 
and  Edgar  L.  Ormsbee. 

Negotiations  were  commenced  with  the  Saratoga  and  Washington 
Railroad  Company,  to  form  the  designed  connexions  but  that  Company,  in 
every  instance  refused*  unless  absolute  and  entire  control  over- the  Rut- 
land and  Washington  Railroad  was  surrendered.  Their  other  terms  were 
unequal  and  inadmissable,  and  no  contract  could  be  made. 

The  friends  of  the  Northern  or  Fairhaven  route  desired  an  early  con- 
nexion with  Whitehall ;  and  at  the  last  Session  of  the  Legislature  applied 
fbr  and  obtained  the  chaiter  of  the  Rutland  and  Whitehall  Railroad 
Company.  That  road  extends  from  a  convenient  point  of  connexion  at 
Castleton  to  to  the  State  line  in  Fairhaven.  The  Journal  of  last  Session 
contain  the  Report  of  theC-  mmittee,  upon' their  application.  As  that  is 
upon  public  record,  and  the  legality  of  the  organization,  as  well  as  the 
character  and  honesty  of  those  connected  with  it  are  brought  in  question, 
the  undersigned  would  respectfully  ask  attention  to  a  bnef  summary  of 
facts. 

The  Report  states  in  substance — that  evidence  was  before  the  Corn* 
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raittee  that  a  quarter  proportion1  of  the  stock  taken  by  the  Southern  or 
Poultney  route  was  fictitious,  or  subscribed  by  irresponsible  persons 
that  blank  powers  of  Attorney  were  used— that  there  was  no  intention  to* 
build  die  road— that  their  object  was  to  control  the  charter,  in  a  manner 
not  justified  by  morality— that  the€ompany  was  organized  in  a  miscbeiv* 
ous  manner— that  no  money  was*  paid  upon  suBseribing — that  only- 
$75,000,  of  valid  subscription,  was*  taken — that  the  whole  proceeding 
was  a  farce,  and  the  great  object  of  the  incorporation  defeated. 

As  a  counterpart  to  tlfese  remarkabfe  charges,  theie  was  other  evidence 
before  that  Committee,-  that  subscriptiesjs  on>  the  Northern  or  Fairhavear 
route  amounted  to  $425,000— all  takenr  by  men  of  substance,  and  in  good 
faith,  with  full  ability  to  pay  and  construct  the  road.  Does  not  this  evi- 
dence present  a  remarkable  contrast  between  two  rml  parties  endeavor* 
ing  to  secure  the  benefit?  of  a  great  public  work— *ne  party  ail  in  the 
wrong— the  other  aU  in  (he  right  $  The  friends  of  the  Soothers  route* 
were  notaware  that  such*  statements  were  made  to  the  Committee,  until 
that  Report  was  before  the-  House.  The  undersigned  have  been  unable* 
to  trace  the  witness  or  author,  but  aver  that  those  statements  have  no* 
foundation  in  truth,  and  desire  impartial  examination*  that  if  fraud  and 
dishonesty  exist,  guilt  may  fall  where  it  belongs. 

Let  the  explanation. be  heard. 

Previous  to  the  application  for  a  charter  in  1847,  boA  routes  were  sur- 
veyed, and  it  was  agreed  that,  whenever  subscriptions  for  stock  were 
received,  the  party  subscribing  the  greatest  number  ef  snares,  should 
choose  the  location  of  the  road,  and  aUow  the  unsuccessful  party  to  with* 
draw  their  subscriptions.-  It  was  propseed  to  embody  these  conditions  in* 
the  Act  of  Incorporation,  but  being  objected  to,  the  subject  by  consent, 
was  left  to  be  arranged  by  the  Commissioners.  With  a  view  to  give  no* 
advantage,  eighteen  Conuniasioners  were  appointed,  each-  party  naming; 
nine.  At  the  first  meeting,  to  take  preliminary  steps  to  organise,  that 
argument  was  insisted  upon ;  but  the  friendaof  the  Fairnaven  route  refused 
it,  maintaining  that  no  power  was  given  by  the  Act  of  Incorporation  to 
make  conditional  subscriptions.  The  other  party  proposed  that  five 
dollars  per  share  be  paid  by  each  subscriber,  thus  making  all  subscriptions 
valid*  This  proposal  was  rejected,  and  the  sum  was  reduced  to  two 
dollars  per  share.-  At  a  second  meeting,  the  friends  of  the  Poultney  route 
again  claimed  the  conditions,  but  being  in  a  minority  at  both  times,  the 
subscriptions  were  made  absolute  and  unconditional,  adding  such  provisions 
asgave  them  character  of  a  note  of  hand,  and  reduced  the  sum  to  be  paid 
to  one  dollar  per  share. 

When  the  books  of  subscription  were  opened,  as  might  be  expected, 
there  was  animated  competition  for  the  stock,  and  strong  efforts  to  obtain 
control  of  the  road. 

On  the  Southern  route  no  subscription  was  taken,  unless  the  person 
making  it  signed  his  name,  or  furnished  a  Power  of  Attorney,  duly  exe- 
cuted, and  paid  one  dollar  on  every  share — they  were  principally  in  single' 
shares.  The  subscribers  were  in  part  residents  of  other  States ;  but  there 
was  no  evidence  that  they  were  irresponsible ;  and  if  there  was,  no  right 
existed  either  in  law  or  morals  justifying  their  rejection  for  that  cause ; 
many  were  wealthy  merchants,  and  citizens  of  Baltimore,  others  of  Troy 
and  Albany,  and  others  of  the  counties  of  Rensselaer,  Saratoga  and  Wash- 
ington, in  the  State  of  New  York,  known  to  be  men  of  trasiness  and 
wealth,  and  interested  in  the  building  of  the  road*    On  the  Northern 
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route  there  were  a  large  number  of  similar  single-share  subscriptions-- 
they  were  obtained  partly  in  this  State  and  partly  abroad.  Some  were 
known  to  be  irresponsible.  In  some  instances  single  shares  were  signed 
by  Power  of  Attorney,  obtained  in  Brandon  and  Pittsford,  the  person 
obtaining  snch  powers  first  executing  a  bond  or  indemnity  to  the  persom 
loaning  their  name.  Agents  were  employed  who  took  subscriptions  from 
the  time-books  of  laborers  kept  by  the  overseers  of  the  Saratoga  and 
Washington  Railroad,  and  from  boatmen  on  the  Champlain  Canal.  An 
agent  was  posted  at  the  corner  of  the  street  in  Whitehall,  and  as  persona 
passed,  took  a  memorandum  of  their  names,  and  in  some  cases  without 
explanatiou  of  the  object  This  memorandum  was  handed  to  the  person 
who  had  charge  of  the  books  at  that  place,  and  he  recorded  the  names 
thus  taken.  Thus  far  each  party  was  upon  similar  grounds,  having  takes 
similar  steps  to  effect  their  purposes. 

At  a  subsequent  meeting  to  apportion  the  stock,  the  Southern  subscrip- 
tions were  presented  for  over  four  thousand  shares  ;  but  the  friends  of  the 
Northern,  rearing,  probably,  that  their  object  might  be  defeated,  even 
under  the  rules  prescribed  by  themselves,  and  by  force,  and  contrary  to  t 
■acred  agreement,  imposed  upon  others,  resorted  to  artifice  to  effect  their 
purpose  and  control  the  stock.  Their  Books  of  subscription  were  nearly 
all  withheld,  and  did  not  come  into  the  possession  of  the  Commissioners. 
The  reason  then  given  for  this  proceeding,  was  this :  that  subscribers  had 
been  informed  that  payments  of  their  subscription  could  not  be  enforced; 
and  that  by  forfeiting  one  dollar  per  share,  they  would  be  exonerated,— 
but  on  taking  legal  advice,  they  were  convinced  that  such  subscriptions 
were  valid  and  collectable,  and  therefore  they  withheld  them.  This  pretext 
would  have  appeared  plausible  were  it  not  for  the  subsequent  develope- 
ment  of  their  plan.  Another  book  was  then  produced,  bearing  the  names 
of  Messrs.  Schuyler  and  Bishop,  of  New  York,  for  $250,000,  but  con- 
ditioned that  then*  subscription  should  be  void  if  reduced  below  $150,000. 
As  the  capital  was  fixed  at  $300,000,  it  will  at  once  be  seen  that  this  sub- 
scription, by  its  own  conditions,  would  either  control  the  whole  stock  of 
the  corporation,  or  be  void.  Their  subscription  was  therefore  withdrawn, 
and  upon  examination  it  was  found  by  the  Commissioners  that  there  re- 
mained on  the  book  of  subscription  only  eleven  shares  in  favor  of  the 
Fairhaven  route.  Upon  this  point  we  speak  with  confidence,  for  a  recent 
examination  shows  that  the  Northern  route  presented  subscriptions  for  only 
that  number,  exclusive  of  those  which,  by  their  own  conditions,  were  void. 
But  it  is  said  $425,000  were  taken.  If  so,  it  was  never  known  to  the 
Commissioners.  May  it  not  be  inferred  that  this  amount  was  pledged  to 
aid  the  subscription  of  Messrs.  Schnyler  and  Bishop,  if  the  plan  adopted 
had  been  successful  ?  With  a  full  knowledge  of  the  facts  stated,  the 
Commissioners  appointed  under  the  law  of  the  State,  paid  over  to  the  Di- 
rectors of  the  Rutland  and  Washington  Railroad  the  $3000  received  upon 
subscribing,  and  took  their  receipt  for  the  same.  That  money  was  depo- 
sited in  the  Bank  of  Poultney.  About  $600  was  drawn  out  and  paid  to 
the  Fairhaven  route,  in  discharge  of  claims  for  their  preliminary  surrey, 
aa  required  by  the  charter.  The  balance  has  ever  remained  to  the  credit 
of  that  Company,  until  drawn  by  the  proper  officer,  and  applied  to  the 
construction  of  the  road. 

The  stock  was  taken  with  an  honest  purpose  to  build  the  road,  if  located 
on  the  Southern  route.  The  undersigned  are  in  possession  of  bonds  and 
other  evidence  that  it  was  fully  provided  for,  and  the  work  has  been  de-

layed  only  on  account  of  the  refusal  of  the  Saratoga  and  Washington 
Railroad  Company  to  form  the  anticipated  connexion. 

Just  praise  is  due  to  the  Committee  for  the  patience  and  care  with 
which  this  case  was  investigated ; — no  design  exists,  in  the  remotest 
manner,  to  censure  them  or  question  their  motives.  It  is  the  evidence 
which  was  before  them,  that  we  would  disprove ;  the  statements  being 
false  and  forming  false  premises,  have  induced  conclusions  incorrect  and 
erroneous.  Do  not  the  reiterated  charges  of  fraud,  dishonesty  and  want  of 
morals  appear  like  the  ravings  of  a  disappointed  competitor,  who  has  failed, 
through  the  insipidity  of  his  own  plan  ?  That  is  ever  a  bad  cause  which 
men  attempt  to  sustain  at  the  expense  of  truth.
